Order Reopening Record and Providing for

On April 15, 1974, the Commission is¬ 
sued a Notice of Proposed Rulemaking 


RULES AND REGULATIONS 

in Docket No. RM74-16 1 . proposing to 
require each natural gas company to file 
an annual report of proved domestic gas 
reserves, including those of any affiliate 
or subsidiary, on a new form designated, 
as FPC Form No. 40. 

After the filing of initial comments by 
a number of natural gas producers and 
the Federal Trade Commission (FTC), 
the Commission conducted a public con¬ 
ference August 14, 15 and 16. 1974,* * to 
discuss the technical issues germane to 
the reporting of data in accordance with 
the proposed rulemaking. 

On February 25. 1975, the Commission 
issued Order No. 526. which promulgated 
new $ 260.13 of the Commission's Regula¬ 
tions.* In that order the Commission 
established a comprehensive reporting 
system to provide it with expanded in¬ 
formation on the volume and status of 
the Nation's proved reserves of natural 
gas. On August 1$, 1975. petitions for 
rehearing were denied in Order No. 
526-A.* 

On October 15.1975, the United States 
Court of Appeals for the Ninth Circuit in 
Union Oil Company of California, et al . v. 
Federal Power Commission, Nos. 75-2891, 
et al.. Issued an order holding, inter alia, 
that: 

(c) The Federal Power Comm Isa Jon's Order 
Nos. 626 and 526-A (FPC RM74-16) are 
temporarily stayed pending further order of 
the Court only In so far as they require the 
filing of reserve data In the manner pre¬ 
scribed by Form No. 40. 

Finally, on June 2, 1976, the Court set 
aside Order Nos. 526 and 526-A and re¬ 
manded the proceeding to the Commis¬ 
sion for further action because, in sub¬ 
stantial part, the Court was “not able to 
determine from the record now before us 
that the factual findings of the Commis¬ 
sion are supported by the evidence. H 

Specifically, the Court concluded that 
the factual premises upon which the 
Commission's orders rested were not sup¬ 
ported by substantial evidence in that: 

1. The evidentiary support for the 
Commission's regulatory need for the re¬ 
serves data by reservoir was inadequate. 
No reasons were given which would ex¬ 
plain why reservoir data are needed in 
the auditing process nor was there an 
explanation as to why data submitted 
on a field, lease interest, or other basis 
would be less reliable without accom¬ 
panying data on a reservoir basis. 

2 . There was no evidence on the record 
suggesting that the necessary data are 
not available from other agencies of the 
Federal Government 

3. There was no evidence offered con¬ 
tradicting the unanimous statements of 
producers that natural gas reserve data 
are not kept by them on a reservoir basis, 
nor was evidence offered to show that

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such reservoir data is or could easily be¬ 
come available to the producers.* 

In order to comply with the order of 
the Court remanding this proceeding to 
the Commission to provide additional 
record evidence, we hereby invite all par¬ 
ties. all persons interested in becoming 
parties, and the Commission staff to sub¬ 
mit the additional Information necessary 
to fully explore the issues raised by the 
Court in its order. 

1. Regulatory Need. Schedule A of Form 
No. 40 required respondents to submit 
contract volume commitment status of 
company-owned reserves, summarize 
commitment status by type of occur¬ 
rence. list tlie status of shut-in volumes, 
and note changes in proved reserves. All 
of this data would be filed on a total 
company basis. Submission of the Sched¬ 
ule A material does not appear to have 
been contested by the petitioners in the 
Union case. Rather, the emphasis of the 
petitioners' protests and the Court's con¬ 
cern was the Schedule B requirement 
that the company provide a proved re¬ 
serve estimate for each and every one 
of its reservoirs. The Court concluded 
that the record evidence did not substan¬ 
tiate the Commission’s conclusion that 
it had a regulatory' need for the reser¬ 
voir information rather than some other 
form of submission, such as by lease or 
field. 

After a review of the proceeding be¬ 
fore the Commission in light of the 
Court’s opinion, wc will re-open the rec¬ 
ord to take additional evidence on the 
question of regulatory' need. We are di¬ 
recting the Commission staff to prepare 
a position paper exploring, among other 
things, the advantages and benefits that 
will inure to the Commission through 
reservoir by reservoir reporting. This 
document will be filed with the Commis¬ 
sion, served on all parties, and be made 
available to the public in the Office of 
Public Information within ten days of 
the issuance of this Order. Thirty days 
thereafter, any party desiring to com¬ 
ment on the staff submittal may do so 
by serving such comments on the Com¬ 
mission and all parties to the proceeding 
pursuant to the provisions of $ 1.17 of the 
Regulations. 

In this regard, we pole that the ques¬ 
tion of regulatory' need for an independ¬ 
ent reserve reporting system has been 
discussed In other proceedings before the 
Commission, such as Opinion Nos. 699.'

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770/ 770-A7 Two of the parties in the 
most recent national rate proceeding," 
the American Public Oas Association 
(APGA) and Congressman John Moss, 
submitted evidence indicating that the 
American Gas Association (AGA) re¬ 
serve data were not reliable, and urged 
the Commission to conduct an Independ¬ 
ent examination of reserve data as the 
basis for its rate decisions. These parties 
argued that the '‘use of AGA data not 
only represents an unacceptable delega¬ 
tion of the agency’s information gather¬ 
ing function to an industry trade asso¬ 
ciation, but a delegation that has, as an 
increasing body of independent evidence 
reveals, produced data that cannot be 
relied upon." * Although the Commission 
does not agree with ail of the aforemen¬ 
tioned contentions of these parties with 
respect to the use of AGA reserve data. u 
we share their desire to compile verified 
Commission gas reserves data and urge 
these parties to file comments in this 
proceeding with respect to the regulatory 
need for such data. 

In order to supplement the record in 
this proceeding as to the issue of regu¬ 
latory need for reservoir by reservoir re¬ 
serve data, we propose to incorporate 
the applications for rehearing of Opin¬ 
ion No. 770 filed by APGA u and Con¬ 
gressman Moss u on August 20, 1976, in 
Docket No. RM75-14. and the Commis¬ 
sion's Opinion No. 770-A,* 4 into the rec¬ 
ord in this proceeding. The Commission 
invites comments on the incorporation 
of such evidence into this record and 
invites the comments of all interested 
persons on the issue of this regulatory 
need. 

2. Availability of Data From Other 
Government Sources . In its decision re¬ 
manding this proceeding to the Com¬ 
mission. the court found no "evidence In 
the record on the basis of which it could 
be found that data obtained from other 
agencies would be of no use to the Com¬

interested persons. In addition, the Com¬ 
mission hereby invites the Conservation 
Division of the United States Geological 
Survey *USOS>, the Federal Energy 
Administration (FEA). the Internal Rev¬ 
enue Service (IRS), the Securities and 
Exchange Commission (SEC), the Bu¬ 
reau of Census, Federal Trade Commis¬ 
sion (FTC) and any State regulatory 
commission to file comments with respect 
to the availability of the data requested 
by the Commission in Form No. 40. 

3. Reporting Burden On The Produc¬ 
ers. In its decision remanding tills pro¬ 
ceeding to the Commission, the court 
concluded that there was "no evidence 
from which the FPC could conclude that 
the data required in Form 40 on a by 
reservoir basis were or could easily be¬ 
come available." w Evidence submitted 
in other proceedings demonstrates that 
producers do possess or can generate 
reserve data on a reservoir by reservoir 
basis. 

In Docket No. 11175-112.* a special in¬ 
vestigation was conducted in which 
thirty producers supplied proved reserves 
data to the Commission for 2,352 reser¬ 
voirs in the offshore Federal Domain 
on a reservoir by reservoir basis. In or¬ 
der to supplement the record in this 
proceeding as to the issue of the avail¬ 
ability of such reservoir by reservoir re¬ 
serve data, we propose to incorporate 
the information listed in Appendix A, 
derived from the proceedings In Docket 
No. RI75-112. Any person desiring to 
comment on such incorporation is urged 
to do so. 

The most persuasive evidence concern¬ 
ing the availability of the "by reservoir" 
data to producers can be found in the 
industry's responses to the Commission's 
request for Form No. 40 data. Many of 
the largest producers, including a num¬ 
ber who were petitioners or intervenors 
in the appeal of the Commission’s orders, 
managed to file data by reservoir in the 
Form No. 40 format within a reasonable 
period of time. In total, 688 companies 
filed a Form No. 40 for 1974. These com¬ 
panies reported reserves representing 
more than 52 percent of AGA total re¬ 
serves in that year. 

As of June 15. 1076, 688 natural g&s 
companies, affiliates, and subsidiaries re¬ 
sponded in writing to the issuance of 
Commission Order No. 526-A. Of these. 
44 (6%) claimed exempt status or failed 
to file any data in useable format. Of the 
644 remaining respondents, 333 (52%) 
were required to and did file Schedule B, 
Of these. 313 (94%) filed more or less 
correctly in the FPC-prescribed format* 
submitting their reserve data on a res¬ 
ervoir basis as of December 31, 1974. 

Of the 333 respondents who did submit 
Schedule B. seven provided reserve in¬ 
formation by field but omitted a reser¬ 
voir breakout, and eight failed to file 
Schedule B data in any format. Seven

Of the twenty-three companies who 
were petitioners or Interveners in the ap¬ 
peal of Commission Order Nos. 526 and 
526-A before the Ninth Circuit, only nine 
failed to flic some Form No. 40 data. A 
summary of the responses by the Court 
petitioners to Order No. 526-A is given 


While these proceedings and filings do 
indicate that reservoir information Is 
presently available or can be generated 
by producers, there is nothing In the rec¬ 
ord of this case to show the ease of avail¬ 
ability of providing the requisite data in 
the format prescribed by Form No. 40. 
As the Court stated in Union: 

• • • there was no evidence before the 
Commission to contradict the unanimous 
statements of the producers that natural gas 
reserve data are not Kept by them on a *by 
reservoir* baals and that such data wotild be 
rxiraordlnarUy expensive to obtain •*••.** 

Therefore, the Staff will also comment 
on this point in its position paper and 
other parties may respond thereto in 
their respective comments. 

To the extent any party takes the posi¬ 
tion that filing by reservoir would con¬ 
stitute an unnecessary burden, such 
party shall file, either separately or to¬ 
gether with others having the same view, 
on the same day as comments arc due, 
prepared direct testimony and exhibits 
that address the Issue of regulatory bur¬ 
den, and answer the following questions: 

(1) Are reservoir by reservoir esti¬ 
mates of proved reserves in the posses-

Of the latter, fifteen (71%) 
filed at least part of their data by reser¬ 
voir and twelve (57%) filed all of their 
data by reservoir. 


sion of a producer or its employees? If 
not, in what form is the information 
kept that keeps track of the company's 
hydrocarbon reserves and the develop¬ 
ment thereof? 

(2) If maintained, who retains posses¬ 
sion. where ore such records physically 
located. In what form are they kept, and 
are the records maintained in the format 
required by Form No. 40? 

(3) If reservoir by reservoir informa¬ 
tion is available to the company but not 
in the format set forth in Form No. 40. 
what expenditure of time, manpower, 
and expense would be required to con¬ 
form the company data to the Form No. 
40 format? 

(4) Once an initial Form No. 40 res¬ 
ervoir by reservoir report has been 
made, what is the compliance burden in 
maintaining records in the necessary 
format and submitting the form on an 
annual basis? 

Testimony and exhibits on the ques¬ 
tion of regulatory burden will be sub¬ 
ject to cross examination by any party 
at the hearing. The Chief Administra¬ 
tive Law Judge shall appoint a Presiding 
Administrative Law Judge to preside at 
said hearing, at the conclusion of which 
the Presiding Judge is directed to certify 
the record compiled at the hearing di¬ 


rectly to the Commission. No further 
comments or briefs on this aspect of the 
proceeding will be filed following the 
conclusion of the hearing procedure. 

The Commission orders: <A) It is nec¬ 
essary and proper that the Commission 
re-open the proceedings in Docket No. 
RM74-16 pursuant to the remand in Un¬ 
ion OU Company of California v. Federal 
Power Commission, Nos. 75-2891, et al. 
(9th Cir. 1976) to take additional evi¬ 
dence. 

<B) Within ten days of the issuance of 
this Order the Commission Staff will 
serve on all parties and make available 
in the Commission’s Office of Public In¬ 
formation its written comments on the 
regulatory need for the Schedule B res¬ 
ervoir data, concerning the availability 
of this data from other government agen¬ 
cies, and the regulatory burden of sub¬ 
mitting reservoir by reservoir data. Any 
party desiring to comment on the Staff 
submission should do so within thirty 
days of the date of filing by making the 
appropriate filings under the Commis¬ 
sion's Regulations. 

(C) Any party taking the position that 
it is an unnecessary regulatory burden 
to require reservoir reporting is directed 
to file on the date comments are due. 
either separately or in conjunction with 
other like-minded respondents, testi¬ 
mony and exhibits concerning all as¬ 
pects of regulatory burden, as fully dis¬ 
cussed earlier. A hearing will be con¬ 
vened on March 24, 1977, presided over 
by a Presiding Administrative Law Judge 
so designated by the Chief Administra¬ 
tive Law Judge, with authority to es¬ 
tablish and change all procedural dates, 
and to rule on all motions (with the sole 
exceptions of petitions to intervene, mo¬ 
tions to consolidate and sever, and mo¬ 
tions to dismiss, as provided for In the 
Rules of Practice and Procedure). Any 
party, including Staff, shall have the op¬ 
portunity to file testimony and evidence 
by way of rebuttal, either through call¬ 
ing its own employees as witnesses, hir¬ 
ing consultants to testify on their be¬ 
half, or seeking subpoena from the Pre¬ 
siding Judge for the production of com¬ 
petent witnesses. The hearing proce¬ 
dure, including the cross examination of 
any rebuttal evidence, shall be con¬ 
cluded. unless extension is specifically 
authorized by the Commission, within 
thirty days of the commencement of the 
hearing before the Presiding Law Judge. 
At the conclusion of the hearing, and 
without the filing of additional com¬ 
ments, briefs, or other presentations of 
argument or position, the Presiding 
Judge shall certify the record of the 
hearing directly to the Commission for 
its consideration. 

(D) Any person that has previously 
been permitted to intervene in this pro¬ 
ceeding. had submitted comments on the 
Notice of Proposed Rulemaking or peti¬ 
tions for rehearing of Order No. 526, or 
had been a party to Judicial review of 
Union is deemed to be a party to this re¬ 
opened proceeding.

This will allow the utilization 
of Class A rather than the existing Class 
D* facilities. The only comments were 
those filed by petitioner. 

2. In the Notice we observed that the 
Mission Viejo proposal was consistent 
with applicable criteria called for by the 
United States-Mexico FM Agreement. 
The concurrence of the Mexican Gov¬ 
ernment also is required and has since 
been obtained. 

3. It was pointed out in the Notice 
that a Class A facility operating on 
Channel 203 could not, because of other 
existing stations, be assigned to any com¬ 
munity north of Mission Viejo and that 
utilization of Class A facilities on Chan¬ 
nel 203 in any community south of Mis¬ 
sion Viejo would not provide service to 
as many people as the requested assign¬ 
ment. Petitioner estimates that the total 
population within the 60 dBu and 70 dBu 
signal contours of a station operating

at Mission Viejo would exceed 170.000 
persons. At present there are no non¬ 
commercial educational FM stations op¬ 
erating at greater than Class D facilities 
in either Mission Viejo or elsewhere in 
Orange County. 

4. We have taken into account the 
Commission’s recent Notice relating to 
educational FM assignment policies. 
Docket No. 20735. 41 FR 16973 (1976), 
and note that we could defer action on 
the Mission Viejo proposal until the 
issues in Docket 20735 are resolved. How¬ 
ever. we believe that such a delay is not 
necessary, since the only decision to be 
made in the instant proceeding U 
whether or not to make possible an up¬ 
grading of the facilities of an existing 
station by permitting it to utilize Class 
A M rather than Class D facilities. Such 
an improvement of the facilities of the 
station would provide a new educational 
FM service to a substantial new area. 
This would serve the public Interest, and 
we shall proceed to grant the petitioner’s 
request. 

5. Authority for the action taken here¬ 
in is contained in sections 4 (i>< 5 (d) ( 1 ), 
303 (g) and (r) and 307(b) of the Com¬ 
munications Act of 1934, as amended, 
and 5 0.281 of the Commission's rules.

2. Through an inadvertent omission, 
the correct definition of authorized 
power for Novice Class operators was de¬ 
leted in favor of the definition of power 
which applies only to the higher classes 
of amateur licenses. This was an unin¬ 
tentional amendment which was not 
within the scope of the instant rule mak¬ 
ing. This Order is Issued to correct that 
error and to appropriately amend § 97.67 
<d> of the Rules. 

3. Because this amendment relates to 
editorial revisions to correct a previous 
error, the prior notice of rule making, 
public procedure, and effective date pro¬ 
visions are unnecessary, pursuant to the 
Administrative Procedure Act.

This tariff (or supplement or loose leaf 
amendment) contains a demand-sensitive

(e> Standards . In furtherance of the 
policy of the Congress as declared in sec¬ 
tion 101(b) of tile Railroad Revitaliza¬ 
tion and Regulatory Reform Act of 1976 
and as reflected in section 202(d) of that 
Act. the Commission considering tariffs 
hied under this section shall be guided 
by: 

(1) The need to encourage the estab¬ 
lishment of demand-sensitive rates and 
incentives to the shippers; 

(2) The need to encourage ratemaking 
innovation by railroad management: 

(3) The need to permit changes to or 
rescissions of a demand-sensitive rates as 
required by changes in the circumstances 
which prompted establishment of the 
rate; 

*4) The need to assist the railroads in 
attaining adequate revenue levels; and 
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(5) The need to improve (i) the utili¬ 
zation of the national supply of freight 
cars, (ii) the movement of goods by rail, 
(Hi) levels of employment by railroads, 
and (iv) the financial stability of 
markets served by the railroads; 

( 6 ) The ability of the affected in¬ 
dustry within a specific area to react 
positively to the proposed demand-sensi¬ 
tive rate consistent with statutory goals; 
and 

(7) When the cancellation of a de¬ 
mand-sensitive rate is at issue, shippers* 
investment made for the purpose of 
availing themselves of the incentive 
offered thereunder will only be con¬ 
sidered where: 

(I) The rate has been in effect for at 
least two years without substantial 
change: or 

(ii) The shinper can show that the 
carrier has made representations regard¬ 
ing the duration of the rate schedule and 
that the shipper has in fact relied on 
such representations to his detriment. 

(f) Justification statements. Justifica¬ 
tion statements may be filed concurrently 
with seasonal, regional, or peak-period 
tariffs to show that the proposed rates 
fall within the purview of 3 1109.10(a). 
Information of the type specified in 
§ 1109.10(1) if included in the justifica¬ 
tion statement, would assist the Commis¬ 
sion in Its initial evaluation of the pro¬ 
posal. 

(g) Protestis) and investigation. Pro¬ 
tests to a tariff (or supplement) making 
reference on the title page to § 1109.10<a> 
must be verified and filed in accordance 
with $ 1100.42(f). In the event of investi¬ 
gation or suspension, these proceedings 
will be accorded priority, and modified 
procedure (49 CFR 1100.45 to 1100.54). 
to the extent feasible, will be followed. 

<h> Cancellation of a Demand Rate. A 
demand rate published pursuant to this 
section may be cancelled on 30 days* 
notice and the cancellation supplement 
will not be suspended within 3 years of 
the date of its initial publication, unless 
an affected shipper makes a showing pur¬ 
suant to 5 1109.10(e)(7). 

(i> Reply to protest. Replies to pro¬ 
tests of rate proposals under this sec¬ 
tion should be filed and served promptly 
in accordance with 5 1100.42.(e). Re¬ 
spondents are urged to submit the cost 
and revenue data specified in 5 1109.10cJ> 
unless previously furnished under 
5 1109.19(f). 

(J) Initial statement. In order to ex¬ 
pedite the proceedings In the event of the 
suspension of tariff schedules, setting 
forth seasonal, regional or peak-period 
rates or in the event that investigation 
without suspension of such schedules is 
ordered, respondent railroad or railroads 
shall submit in writing, under verifica¬ 
tion. within 20 days following service of 
the order of suspension or investigation 
costs and revenue data of the type here¬ 
inafter specified. 

( 1 ) Definitions, (i) “Traffic at Issue** 
is that traffic affected by the proposed 
seasonal, regional, or peak-period rates. 
For seasonal or peik-perlod rates it in¬ 
cludes similar traffic handled during the 
so-called “off-seasonal*’ or “off-peak" 
periods. 
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(11) “Study period" is defined as fol¬ 
lows: 

For seasonal or peak-period rates, the 
study period shall consist of the 12-month 
period ending on the last effective day of the 
seasonal or peak-period rates. For example, 
If the seasonal or peak-period rates are ef¬ 
fective July 1 through September 30.

(ii) For regional “aH year" rates, cost 
and revenue data shall include: 

(a) The total variable costs and total 
^revenues (in dollars) for the 1 -year 
study period, assuming the regional rates 
were In effect, and 

(b) The total variable costs and total 
revenue (in dollars) for the 1 -ycar study 
period, assuming the proposed rates were 
not In effect. 

(3) Accompanying Explanation. A full 
explanation of the methods, procedures 
and data used to determine the total 
variable costs and total revenues as re¬ 
quired in subparagraph ( 2 ) of this para¬ 
graph shall be submitted. 

(4) Alternative Data. The submission 
of the above evidence represents data 
which the Commission believes would 
provide a basis for meaningful analysis 
of the lawfulness of such rates. However. 


1 Cost/rerenu© comparisons are to be sub¬ 
mitted for the seasonal or peak-period, off¬ 
season or off-peak period and full study pe¬ 
riod. This will enablo the Commission to ex¬ 
amine the data on an annual basis, so that 
costs for a portion of the period would not 
necessarily be controlling. 
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respondent railroads may justify their 
proposal on the basis of other relevant 
evidence or cost levels. A full explanation 
of the methods and procedures used shall 
be provided. 

(k) Reporting Requirements. Com¬ 
mencing with the year ending Decem¬ 
ber 31. 1976. and for subsequent years 
thereafter, until further order, nil com¬ 
mon carriers by rail, subject to section 
20. Part I of the Interstate Commerce 
Act, shall submit annual information 
reports showing those seasonal, regional 
or peak-period rates published in ac¬ 
cordance with section 15(17) of the act. 
the total mileage hauled, tonnage car¬ 
ried. and revenues derived therefrom 
compared with the same statistics from 
the preceding year. In addition, these 
reports, which shall be filed with the 
Commission within 45 days following the 
last day of the effective seasonal, re¬ 
gional. or peak-period rates, as defined 
by 5 1109.10(a). shall show whether the 
rates accomplished their intended 
purpose. 

Commissioner Murphy, dissenting in 
part: 

I am in accord with the majority ex¬ 
cept insofar as it would voluntarily re¬ 
linquish its statutory obligations with 
regard to the non-cancellation of a sup¬ 
plement reflecting demand-sensitive 
rates. Nothing in Pub. L. 94-210. Section 
202<d> provides for such voluntary re¬ 
linquishment of jurisdiction. Cf.. the 
specific provision in Pub. L, 94-210. Sec¬ 
tion 206 providing for non-suspension of 
rates established under the capital in¬ 
vestment incentives. Ordinarily, sus¬ 
pension of a cancellation supplement or 
an expiration date would occur Infre¬ 
quently and I sec no necessity for taking 
the drastic action proposed today. Such 
action Is not in the public interest How¬ 
ever. should such action be deemed de¬ 
sirable in the future after a trial period 
of the regulations (the proceeding is 
being held open), then utilization of the 
provisions of Pub. L. 94-210. Fection 207. 
to accomplish the desired ends might be 
considered or further legislation could 
be sought Section 202(d), Pub. L. 94-210. 
provides for the latter. 

Accordingly. I respectfully dissent 
from the majority’s decision to the ex¬ 
tent it differs from the views expressed 
above. 

Commissioner O’Neal. cnn<mrr»n* • 

As the reoort notes, it Is final onlv in 
the sense that it adopts rules which are 
made applicable now. The "roceed 1 ^* is 
held open. “Anticipating the possibility 
of—and Indeed the probability of modi¬ 
fication/* 

The rules are a start toward providing 
the nation’s rail carrier's with an Incen¬ 
tive to publish demand sensitive rates. 
The Commission could ro much farther 
toward encouraging such rates, and 
hopefully will do so. Libera 1 *?^ reporting 
retirements, more expeditious proce¬ 
dures and a self-imposed restriction 
against the suspension of the expiration 
dates of tariffs which expire by their own 
terms would scorn to be appropriate. The 
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continued forceful and enlightened pres¬ 
entation of views by the respondents In 
this proceeding would constitute a ma¬ 
terial contribution toward the achieve¬ 
ment of that goal. 

The number of options available for 
improving the financial health in the 
rail industry arc limited. Continued re¬ 
liance upon general rate increases seems 
to be self-defeating, and the exploitation 
of oligopoly power, where it exists, must 
te restricted by the Commission within 
reasonable limits. Federal financial as¬ 
sistance may help, but too much reliance 
on that source of revenue could under¬ 
mine the free enterprise system in the 
rail industry. Such large scale efforts as 
restructuring the national rail system or 
redirecting the Federal investment 
among the modes may or may not be de¬ 
sirable but m any event are not immedi¬ 
ately available. 

The establishment of innovative serv¬ 
ice. marketing and pricing practices of¬ 
fers a most appealing means to achiev¬ 
ing increased efficiency and improved fi¬ 
nancial health in the railroad industry. 
The Commission and the shipping pub¬ 
lic should do everything possible to en¬ 
courage the carriers to institute such 
rates and practices and to cooperate in 
making them work. This is an area where 
a supportive, rather than a strictly regu¬ 
latory pasture would seem to be most 
constructive. 

Commissioner Christian, dissenting in 
part: 

I cannot agree to adoption of rule (h> 
with the inclusion of the statement that 
"the cancellation supplement will not be 
suspended." Nothing contained in new 
section 15(17) of the Act permits us vol¬ 
untarily to relinquish our jurisdiction to 
suspend these rates. The Commission 
could choose to proceed under new sec¬ 
tion 12(1) (b) of the Act and exempt de¬ 
mand -sensitive rates from the operation 
of the suspension provisions of the Act, 
but in this proceeding the required no¬ 
tice and reasonable opportunity for a 
hearing mandated in section 12(1) <b) 
have not been followed. 

I also do not believe that the rules 
adopted meet the directive of section 15 
(17) that the Commission establish 
standards and expeditious procedures for 
the establishment of demand-sensitive 
rates. Adopted rule (h) provides an ex¬ 
peditious procedure to cancel demand- 
sensitive rates in certain circumstances, 
but none of the rules provides an expedi¬ 
tious procedure to publish such rates. 
Special permission to publish rates on 
less than 30 days* notice is available in 
the case of all rate proposals, and I do not 
share the view that the promise of liberal 
special permission grants meets the ex¬ 
press directive of section 15(17). I be¬ 
lieve that a mle should have been 
adopted permitting the publication of 
demand-sensitive rates on less than 30 
days* notice. 

Vi~e Chairman Claop. dissents.

* It appearing, that the Commission, by 
notice and order served September 29, 
1976. instituted this rulemaking proceed¬ 
ing under authority of section 202(d) of 
the Railroad Revitalization and Regula¬ 
tory Reform Act of 1976 (Pub. L. 94-210) 
to establish expeditious procedures to 
promote the publication of rates which 
are intended to encourage competition, 
promote increased investment by rail¬ 
roads. and encourage and facilitate in¬ 
creased nonrailroad investment in the 
production of rail services, as required by 
section 15(18) of the Interstate Com¬ 
merce Act. 

It further appearing, that by said 
notice of Proposed rulemaking all inter¬ 
ested parties were invited to make repre¬ 
sentations with regard to the proposed 
rules: and that notice to all interested 
parties was given through publication in 
the Federal Register of October 4. 1976: 

It further appearing, that the Commis¬ 
sion. upon consideration of all the com¬ 
ment* filed. has. on the date hereof, made 
and filed its report setting forth iLs con¬ 
clusions. findings, reasons therefor, and 
its decision that the regulations set forth 
below’ should be adopted, which report is 
herebv referred to and made a part 
hereof; 

Wherefore, and for good cause: 

It 1$ ordered . That the Commission 
hereby adopts the regulations as set 
forth below. 

It is further ordered. That Part 1109 
of Title 49 of the Code of Federal Regu¬ 
lations be. and it Js hereby, amended by 
adding the regulations as set forth below. 

It is further ordered. That this order 
shall become effective forthwith. 

It it further ordered , That this pro¬ 
ceeding shall remain op°n. so that re¬ 
finements and modifications of adopted 
procedures may be made in the light of 
actual experience. 

And it is further ordered. That notice 
of this order shall be given to the gen¬ 
eral public bv depositing a copv in the 
Office of the Secretary of this Commis¬ 
sion at Wachineton. D c and bv fUing a 
copv with the Director. Office of the Fed¬ 
eral Register.

Amend 49 CFR by adding 5 1109.15 
thereto as follows: 

§ 1109.15 Fxprriitinii« nriwrdurc* for 
pulilirntion of separate rate* for dt*- 
linrl srnifr^. 

(a) Purpose. These regulations arc 
designed to facilitate the publication of 
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and thus encourage the use of separate 
rates for distinct rail services. Increased 
utilization of such rates will also increase 
the attractiveness of investing in rail¬ 
roads and rail service related enterprises 
by creating a keener competition among 
rail carriers and other inodes of trans¬ 
portation. Encouraging these goals, the 
Commission also seeks to promote ex¬ 
perimentation and innovative ratemak¬ 
ing through the initiation of rati carriers 
and the requests of their customers. Spe¬ 
cial permission requests for publication 
on short notice will be granted whenever 
feasible, and any proceedings involving 
separate rates for distinct services will be 
expedited. 

<b> Definitions. <\) Distinct rail serv¬ 
ices are those railroad transportation 
services, which are separate from line- 
haul transportation services necessary 
for the movement of freight, and for 
which a specific tariff item is published 
by the railroads either upon their own 
initiative or upon the request of any 
shipper or receiver of freight. 

The following definitions refer to those 
factors Included in g 1109.15(h) in the 
determination of reasonableness: 

(2) The term “cash-outlays’* as used 
in section 15(18) of the Act shall consist 
of the following: 

(i) Tiie annualized operating expen¬ 
ses. rents and taxes (including labor, 
materials and supplies, fuel and utilities, 
but excluding depreciation, amortiza¬ 
tion, and Federal income taxes) which 
change directly with the carrier’s pro¬ 
duction of a distinct rail service. 

<il> The annualized cash-outlays 
equivalent to the carrier’s capital invest¬ 
ment in the equipment and facilities 
used to provide the distinct rail service, 
including the cost of providing such 
capital. 

(3) Demand is t£e willingness of a 
shipper to purchase a distinct rail serv¬ 
ice (as that term is defined in 5 1109.15 
(b)( 1 )) at a specified price under the 
prevailing circumstances. 

(c) Title page. In addition to require¬ 
ments of 49 CFR 1300.3. a tariff title 
page must also state whether the tariff 
or supplement contains new or changed 
rates for distinct rail services as defined 
in g 1109.15(b) and bear the following 
notation: 

This tariff (or supplement or loose leaf 
amendment) contains separate rates for dis¬ 
tinct rail services (see item (jo ) with¬ 

in the meaning of 49 CFR 1109.15(b). 

<d> Letters of transmittal. In connec¬ 
tion with separate rates for distinct rail 
sendees filed with the Commission, the 
letter of transmittal (required in 49 CFR 
1300.29) must also bear the notation 
found in $ 1109 15(c). 

<e> Justification statements Justifica¬ 
tion statements in support of the pub¬ 
lication of a separate rate or charge for a 
distinct rail service may be filed con¬ 
currently with the filing of the tariff. 
Information of the type specified in 
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$ 1109.15(h). if included in the justifica¬ 
tion statement, would assist the Commis¬ 
sion in its initial evaluation of the 
proposal. 

(f) Protcst(s) and investigation. Pro¬ 
tests to a tariff (or supplement) making 
reference on the title page to g 1109.15 
(b) must be verified and filed in accord¬ 
ance with g 1100.42(f). In the event of 
investigation or suspension, these pro¬ 
ceedings will be accorded priority, and 
modified procedure (49 CFR 1100.45 to 
1100.54). to the extent feasible, will be 
followed. 

(g) Reply to protest. Replies to pro¬ 
tests of rate proposals under this section 
should be filed and served promptly in 
accordance with $ 1100.42(e). Respond¬ 
ents are urged to submit the information 
specified in 5 1109.15(h) unless previ¬ 
ously furnished. 

(h) Initial statement. In order to ex¬ 
pedite the proceedings in the event of the 
suspension of tariff schedules setting 
forth separate rates for distinct rail 
sendees or in the event that investiga¬ 
tion without suspension of such schedules 
is ordered, respondent railroad or rail¬ 
roads shall submit in writing, under 
verification, support of the tariff in 
issue. Such data should consist of the 
following: 

(1) Cash-out lavs. The dollars of “cash- 
outlays” as that term is defined in 
$ 1109.15(b) <2). A full cxolanation of the 
methods, procedures and data used to 
determine “cash-outlays” should be 
supplied. 

(2) Demand. Evidence supporting 
existence of a “demand” for the proposed 
service as that term is defined in $ 1109.- 
15(b)(3). 

(3) Market dominance . If the proposal 
involves a new or increased charge for a 
distinct service, information of the type 
specified in $ 1109.1 (regulation proposed 
in Ex Parte No. 320) should be supplied. 
However, if such data has been previ¬ 
ously submitted in the same proceeding, a 
notation to that effect will suffice. 

(4) Revenues. The annualized dollars 
of revenue to be obtained from the rate 
or charge associated with providing the 
distinct rail service. 

(5) Outputs. The annualized number 
of sendee outputs associated with the 
rate or charge per service unit. For ex¬ 
ample, if the proposed rate is stated in 
cents per hundredweight, per car 
switched, or per stoo, then the number 
of sendee outputs should be expressed as 
x number of hundredweight, cars 
switched, or stops made. 

(6) Ratios. The revenue-to-cost ratio 
(percentage) for the distinct rail service, 
based on the revenues to be obtained, 
and the carrier’s “cash-outlays.” 

(7) Effect . A statement as to how the 
proposed rate on the distinct rail service 
will encourage competition: promote in¬ 
creased reinvestment by the railroad; or 
encourage and facilitate increased non- 
railroad Investment in the production of 
rail services. 
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( 8 > Alternative data. The submission 
of the above evidence, subparagraphs ( 1 ) 
through (7) of this paragraph, repre¬ 
sents data which the Commission be¬ 
lieves would provide a basis for meaning¬ 
ful analysis of the lawfulness of such 
rates. However, in lieu thereof or in 
addition thereto, respondents may Jus¬ 
tify their proposal on the basis of other 
relevant evidence or cast levels. A full 
explanation of the methods and pro¬ 
cedures used shall be provided. 

(i) Reporting requirements. For the 
6 -month period beginning February 5, 
1977. all common carriers by rail, sub¬ 
ject to section 20. Part I of the Inter¬ 
state Commerce Act; shall submit infor¬ 
mation showing those distinct rail serv¬ 
ice rates published in accordance with 
section 15(18) of the Act. showing actual 
or estimated revenues denied therefrom 
during the 6 -month period. In addition, 
these reports, which shall be filed with 
the Commission by July 30. 1977. shall 
state whether the rates accomplished 
their intended purpose, and if not 
whether they intend any change in the 
level of charge or other change. 

Commissioner O'Neal, whom Vice 
Chairman Clap Joins, concurring In part: 

While I agree with the report and rules 
adopted herein as far as they go. they 
don’t seem to go far enough. The chief 
inducement offered for the filing of sepa¬ 
rate charges for distinct services is a 
statement of “our intent to accord these 
proposals special expedition.” That com¬ 
mitment should be imolemcnted by the 
establishment of specific time frames for 
the rendering of final decisions. 

I concur in the affirmance of the “Wi¬ 
chita” doctrine, or more precisely the 
Commission’s decision in “Transit 
Charges. Southern Territory” 332 ICC 
664 (1968). But that should not end the 
Commission’s treatment of this Issue. 
Given our statutory mandate to encour¬ 
age the publication of separate rates for 
distinct rail service, the next step would 
seem to be the promulgation of presump¬ 
tions or standards to altow for the quick 
determination of the reasonableness of 
the separate rates and of the related line- 
haul rates. Also, the expressed Congres¬ 
sional preference for the establishment of 
separate charges for distinct services may 
warrant the establishment of standards 
providing for a more restrained exercise 
of the Commission's suspension cower 
than provided in the rules established in 
Ex Pirte No. 320. 

This proceeding has been left open. 
Perhaps the respondents, in their peti¬ 
tions for reconsideration, will suggest ap¬ 
propriate standards within the limits of 
the Commission’s decision. Th» “50 per¬ 
cent” proposal of the Association of 
American Railroads represented an in¬ 
teresting suggestion in this direction, but 
without modification it seems to repre¬ 
sent too much of a departure from the 
“Wichita” doctrine. 

An appropriate order will be entered.

lease of the individual cars/*; that the 
sought change would permit, in addition, 
the presentment of such bills within 48 
hours of the receipt of sufficient informa¬ 
tion to compute the charges at the bill¬ 
ing point of the carrier; that petitioner 
certifies that it has served copies of this 
petition upon all parties of record; and 
that no rcrlies have been received; 

It is ordered. That the petition for 
leave to file be, and it is hereby, granted, 
and this proceeding be. and it is hereby, 
reopened upon our own motion under 
section 17(9) (c). 

It further appearing. That as grounds 
for the sought modification petitioner 
states that railroads with centralized 
billing offices will sometimes require a 
greater time to present such bills than is 
allotted under the prescribed regulations 
because of the need to transmit the ap¬ 
propriate information necessary to pre¬ 
pare a bill from the field stations to the 
centralized accounting offices: that peti¬ 
tioner avers that the magnitude of the 
problem created by the present rules 
scheduled to become effective did not

§ 1251.03 Demurrage and oilier deten¬ 
tion of railroad freight ear*.

(J) Presentation of demurrage , deten¬ 
tion, or refrigeration bills . All bills for 
demurrage assessed against cars subject 
to straight plan demurrage, special de¬ 
tention. or refrigeration services com¬ 
puted on a time basis, shall be presented 
within 48 hours, exclusive of Saturdays. 
Sundays, and holidays, of the release of 
the individual cars, except that when in¬ 
formation sufficient to enable the carrier 
to compute the charges is not then avail¬ 
able to the carrier at the billing point, 
the bills shall be presented within 48 
hours of receipt of sufficient information 
at the billing point. All bills for demur¬ 
rage assessed on an average agreement 
basts shall be presented within 15 calen¬ 
dar days of the close of the month during 
which the demurrage accrued. 

And it is further ordered . That notice 
of this order shall be given to the general 
public by depositing a copy thereof in the 
Office of the Secretary of the Commission 
at Washington.

MILK IN THE SOUTHERN MICHIGAN 
MARKETING AREA 

Emergency Final Decision (Partial' on Pro¬ 
posed Amendments to Marketing Agree¬ 
ment and to Order 

A public hearing was held upon pro¬ 
posed amendments to the marketing 
agreement and the order regulating the 
handling of milk In the Southern Mich¬ 
igan marketing area. The hearing was 
held, pursuant to the provisions of the 
Agricultural Marketing Agreement Act 
of 1937, as amended (7 US.C. 601 et 
seq.), and the applicable rules of practice 
(7 CFR Part 900). at East Lansing, Mich¬ 
igan, on January 4-5. 1977. pursuant to 
notice thereof issued on November 11, 
1976 (41 FR 50453). 

No testimony was presented on the 
hearing notice proposal (No. 3) to delete 
the order provision that qualifies for 
pooling in the current month a plant 
operated by a cooperative that was a 
pool plant for 12 consecutive months. 
Accordingly, no acting is taken on this 
proposal. 

The material issues on the record re¬ 
late to: 

1 Revision of location adjustments. 

2. Pool plant status of a plant that 
qualifies for pooling under Southern 
Michigan and another order In the same 

month. 

3. Extending the time a quarantined 
producer may retain his established base. 

4. Classification of frozen yogurt and 
frozen yogurt mixes. 

5. Need for emergency action on Pro¬ 
posal No. 3. 

This decision deals with Issues Nos. 
3 and 5. The remaining Issues will be 
dealt with in a later decision. 

Findings and Conclusions 

Tlie following findings and conclusions 
on the material issues are based on evi¬ 
dence presented at the hearing and the 
record thereof: 

3. Extending the time a quarantined 
producer may retain hit established base . 
The period during which a dairy farmer 
ivho is quarantined from shipping milk 
because of polybrominated biphenyls 
• PBB) in his milk or dairy cows is per¬ 
mitted to retain his previously estab¬ 
lished base should be extended through 
the 12 months beginning with the Feb¬ 
ruary following the lifting of the quar¬ 
antine. Such a producer may now retain 
his established base only through the 
12 months beginning with the February 


following the date he was quarantined, 
even if he continues to be quarantined 
for a substantially longer period. 

In May 1974, PBB was identified as the 
agent causing health problems In dairy 
cattle and contamination of milk in the 
herds of a number of Michigan dairy 
farmers. Since then the animals and milk 
found to contain PBB above the toler¬ 
ance levels established by the Federal 
Food and Drug Administration and the 
Michigan Department of Agriculture 
have been quarantined and eventually 
destroyed. As of December 23. 1976, 
2,870 dairy animals had been destroyed 
because of PBB contamination. 

The PBB contamination was due to 
the inadvertent inclusion of a toxic sub¬ 
stance in feed sold to Michigan dairy¬ 
men. The incident dealt a crippling blow 
to many producers under the Southern 
Michigan order. Through no fault of 
their own, these dairy farmers were 
forced to start over and build a base 
with a new herd. 

Nothing comparable to the PBB prob¬ 
lem has been experienced in Michigan or 
elsewhere in the United States in the 
history of the dairy industry. Cleaning 
up the PBB problem has taken longer 
than in other situations involving quar¬ 
antine and chemical contamination of 
milk and dairy cattle. It is estimated 
that about 100 of the 7.022 producers 
under the Southern Michigan order in 
October 1976 would be helped by the re¬ 
lief proposed in this decision. 

The proposal to extend the period 
within which a producer affected by the 
PBB contamination may retain his pre¬ 
viously established base was made by the 
Mackinaw Trail Milk Producers Associa¬ 
tion. The other major cooperatives in 
the market strongly supported the pro¬ 
posal. The cooperatives contend that the 
action requested is necessary to allow 
sufficient time to those producers whose 
operations have been seriously affected 
by the PBB contamination to restore 
their herds and to get their production 
up to the levels comparable to what they 
had been before the incidence of the 
PBB contamination. There was no oppo¬ 
sition to the proposal. 

The order now provides that a base- 
holder who foils to qualify as a producer 
for 45 consecutive days shall, under cer¬ 
tain conditions, forfeit his base that was 
established during the previous base¬ 
making period. Such a basoholder is per¬ 
mitted to retain his established base for 
a 12 -month period beginning with the 
following February 1 if he experienced 
a loss of milk production in excess of 10 
percent of his established base during 
the base-forming period (the preceding 
August-December) and such loss of pro¬ 
duction was due to: (1) Loss of fire or 


windstorm of a farm building used in 
the production of milk on his farm; < 2 > 
Brucellosis or bovine tuberculosis, or 
other infectious diseases in his milking 
herd: or (3) The bascholder being quar¬ 
antined from shipping milk by a federal 
or state authority. 

The base computed for a producer 
who delivered milk at least 122 days dur¬ 
ing the months of August through De¬ 
cember is, under usual conditions, the 
average of his dally deliveries during 
these months. The base thus computed 
for the producer by the market adminis¬ 
trator is applicable for a 12 -month pe¬ 
riod beginning with the following Feb¬ 
ruary. During this period, the producer 
receives the “base" price for all deliver¬ 
ies not in excess of his base and the low¬ 
er “excess" price for any remaining de¬ 
liveries. 

A producer who has no base or elects 
to forego his base Is paid for his total de¬ 
liveries at the adjusted uniform price, 
which is computed by subtracting from 
the weighted average price (the uniform 
price for all milk) for the month 25 per¬ 
cent of the difference between the 
weighted average price and the excess 
milk price. For the year ending October 
31, 1976. when the adjusted uniform 
price averaged $9.32. the uniform price 
for base milk averaged $ 9 . 68 . a differ¬ 
ence of 36 cents per hundredweight. 

The base plan "hardship" provisions 
are intended to provide relief for a pro¬ 
ducer whose production in the base¬ 
forming period was adversely affected by 
a catastrophic occurrence over which he 
had no control. The order now provides 
relief for such a producer by permitting 
him to retain through the 12 months 
beginning with the following February 
the base he had when his production was 
adversely affected. In establishing such 
provisions. It was contemplated that the 
catastrophic occurrences usually could 
be remedied within a limited and fore¬ 
seeable period of time. The PBB prob¬ 
lem. however. Is significantly different 
from the occurrences envisioned by the 
order's hardship provisions. 

Although the PBB problem first sur¬ 
faced In 1974, the effects of PBB con¬ 
tamination are still being felt by a num¬ 
ber of producers in the market. Some 
producers remain under quarantine, and 
thus were not able to establish a base 
during the 1976 base-making period. 
Otiler producers whose quarantine was 
lifted in the past year were able to estab¬ 
lish a base but at a much lower level 
than normally. As these producers cither 
resume production or attempt to re¬ 
build their production to precontamina¬ 
tion levels, they would be penalized under 
the present provisions by having all of 
their production priced at the adjusted 
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uniform price or substantial quantities 
of milk priced at the excess price. Ex¬ 
tending the period during which these 
producers may retain their established 
bases, as provided in this decision, will 
provide such producers an equitable 
means of restoring their levels of pro¬ 
duction to what they had been before the 
PBB infection. 

5. Emergency action. Spokesmen for 
the major cooperatives urged that im¬ 
mediate action be taken with respect to 
Issue No. 3. They claimed that without 
such action the limited number of pro¬ 
ducers now affected by the PBB con¬ 
tamination will suffer irreparable finan¬ 
cial losses. The cooperatives asked that, 
because of the critical situation of the 
affected producers, the recommended de¬ 
cision and the opportunity for filing ex¬ 
ceptions thereto with respect to Issue 
No. 3 be omitted. 

The order requires that the market 
administrator determine annually for 
each producer his base for February 
through January. The bases applicable 
for February 1977 through January 1978 
will first be used in the February 1977 
pool computation, which must be com¬ 
pleted by March 11. 

Unless the order change adopted in 
this decision becomes effective before the 
February 1977 pool computation, the re¬ 
lief that this decision has found should 
be accorded to the PBB affected pro¬ 
ducers will be unduly delayed. 

It is found, therefore, that good cause 
exists for omission of the recommended 
decision and the opportunity for filing 
exceptions thereto with respect to Issue 
No. 3. 

Rulings on Proposed Findings and 
Conclusions 

Briefs and proposed findings and con¬ 
clusions were filed on behalf of certain 
interested parties. These briefs, proposed 
findings and conclusions and the evi¬ 
dence in the record were considered in 
making the findings and conclusions set 
forth above. To the extent that the sug¬ 
gested findings and conclusions filed by 
interested parties are inconsistent with 
the findings and conclusions set forth 
herein, the requests to make such find¬ 
ings or reach such conclusions are denied 
for the reasons previously stated In this 
decision. 

General Findings 

The findings and determinations here¬ 
inafter set forth are supplementary and 
in addition to the findings and deter¬ 
minations previously made in connection 
with the issuance of the aforesaid order 
and of the previously issued amendments 
thereto; and all of said previous findings 
and determinations are hereby ratified 
and affirmed, except insofar as such find¬ 
ings and determinations may be in con¬ 
flict with the findings and determina¬ 
tions set forth herein. 

(a) The tentative marketing agree¬ 
ment and the order, as hereby proposed 
to be amended, and all of the terms and 
conditions thereof, will tend to effectuate 
the declared policy of the Act; 

(b) The parity prices of milk as de¬ 
termined pursuant to section 2 of the Act 


are not reasonable in view of the price of 
feeds, available supplies of feeds, and

The Securities and Exchange Commis¬ 
sion (the “Commission**) today an¬ 
nounced a proposed amendment to 
§240.12a-6 which will extend the ex¬ 
emption therein provided from registra¬ 
tion under section 12(a) of the Act for 
certain securities which underlie ex- 
change-listed options. The proposed 
amendment would permit, under certain 
circumstances, the exemption of under¬ 
lying securities which are not listed and 
registered on a national securities ex¬ 
change and therefore have their market 
over the counter (“OTC**) .* 

Currently, an exchange which seeks to 
list options on a security not registered 
under section 12(a) must obtain an ex¬ 
tension of unlisted trading privileges for 
the underlying security pursuant to sec¬ 
tion 12(f) (1) (C) of the Act.* This proce¬ 
dure is necessary even though the appli¬ 
cant exchange does not Intend to make 
a market in that underlying security. 

Section 240.12a-6 provides, with re¬ 
spect to transactions in an underlying 
security on a particular national securi¬ 
ties exchange, an exemption from regis¬ 
tration of the underlying security where 
(1) the related option is itself listed and 


•Section 12(a) of the Act provides: "It 
shall be unlawful for any member, broker, 
or dealer to effect any transaction in any 
security (other than an exempted security) 
on a national securities exchange unless a

These pre-conditions for the ex¬ 
emption have not been modified since 
the adoption of $240.12a-6 in 1973 in 
conjunction with the registration of the 
Chicago Board Options Exchange. In¬ 
corporated (the “CBOE“> pursuant to 
section 6(a) of the Act.* 

Proposed Amendment to Section 
240.12a-8 

In the release which announced adop¬ 
tion of S 240.12a-6, the Commission 
stated that the purpose of this provision 
was to relieve an exchange which lists 
options of the need to (1) register the 
underlying securities pursuant to section 
12(a) of the Act. or (2) apply for un¬ 
listed trading privileges pursuant to sec- 
tion 12(f), so long as the exchange pro¬ 
vides for comparable disclosure with re¬ 
gard to listed options and their under¬ 
lying securities and does not seek to 
establish trading markets in the under¬ 
lying securities. Further, in footnote 1 of 
that release, the Commission acknowl¬ 
edged that paragraph (b) (3). os adopted, 
excluded OTC securities from the ex¬ 
emption. Nevertheless, the Commission 
stated that it was actively considering 
“whether and to what extent ootions on 
unlisted securities should be traded on 
the exchanges and/or in the over-the- 
counter markets.** Thus, the eventual In¬ 
clusion of OTC securities within the ex¬ 
empt ive provision was recognized as a 
possibility. 

The Commission now proposes to de¬ 
lete paragraph (b)(3) from S 240.12a-6 
in order to exempt from registration un¬ 
der section 12(a) of the Act those OTC 
Issues which may underlie exchange- 
listed options. This amendment, if 
adopted, would provide exchanges with 
equivalent procedures for commencing 
trading in options on listed or OTC un¬ 
deriving securities and. in general, will 
facilitate exchange trading in options on 
OTC securities. 

The proposed amendment to $ 240.12a- 
6 would be adopted pursuant to sections 
2. 3(a)(12), 6. 11 A. 12 and 23(a)(1) 
of the Act. 

REQtTESTS FOR COMMENTS 

In order to give adequate considera¬ 
tion to the proposed amendment to 
$ 240.123-6 rs well as the prospect of ex¬ 
change trading of options on OTC se¬ 
curities. the Commission hereby requests 
comments on the proposal from ail inter¬ 
ested persons. In particular, the Com¬ 
mission invites comments regarding (1) 
the impact which the proposed amend¬ 
ment may have on the development of a 
national market system: (^2) the effect 
of exchange options trading on the ex¬ 
isting OTC markets for issues which un-

("PSE") and the Chicago Board Options Ex¬ 
change.

The PSE and CBOE have .Indi¬ 
cated that they do not now wish to make a 
market In these protective underlying 
securities and that their unlisted trading 
applications are simply technical predicates 
to the commencement of option* trading In 
the de«lgna*©d OTC ls*ue*. The National As¬ 
sociation of Securities Dealers ("NASD") and, 
through counsel, four of the Issuers whose 
securities are designated In the above appli¬ 
cations have raised certain ouestlona per¬ 

taining to the advisability of listing options 
on OTC securities, and. in that connection, 
have reouested a hearing on the PSE and 
CBOE applications. If adopted, deletion of 
paravraoh (b)(3) from $240 12a~6 would 
eliminate the necessity for Commission ac¬

disapproval in any final action thereon. 
Interior shall give written notification to 
the Commission of its agreement to re¬ 
fund or credit within 10 days of such 
interim conditional approval.

(a) Definitions —(1) Meeting. For pur¬ 
poses of this section, the term '‘meeting’' 
shall mean the deliberations of at least 
two of the three members of the Rail¬ 
road Retirement Board, which delibera¬ 
tions determine or result in the joint 
conduct or disposition of official agency 
business. Deliberations of the Board 
members concerning the closure of a 
meeting, the withholding of any infor¬ 
mation with respect to a meeting, the 
scheduling of a meeting, or the amend¬ 


ment of the agenda of a meeting shall 
not constitute a meeting for purposes of 
this section. 

(2) Agency business. For purposes of 
this section the term “agency business’* 
shall include those duties and functions 
delegated to the Board or which the 
Board is authorized to perform by Con¬ 
gress under the Railroad Retirement 
Act, the Railroad Unemployment Insur¬ 
ance Act. or any other statute. Agency 
business shall Include such matters as 
joint consideration and rendition of final 
Board decisions on Appeals, the promul¬ 
gation of regulations, the adptlon of 
statements of policy which will affect the 
general public, the establishment of the 
rate of contributions to be made by em¬ 
ployers under the Railroad Unemploy¬ 
ment Insurance Act. and the approval 
of procurement matters. The term 
“agency business'' shall not include mat¬ 
ters such as the approval of routine cor¬ 
respondence which does not establish 
agency policy or precedent, the approval 
of superior accomplishment awards, the 
discussion and agreement on the con¬ 
tent and wording of testimony to be 
given before Congress by one Board 
member on behalf of himself and at least 
one other member, and the approval of 
informational leaflets distributed by the 
Board. 

(3) Public announcement. For pur¬ 
poses of this section the term “public an¬ 
nouncement” shall mean the placement 
in the office of the Secretary of the Board 
for public inspection of a copy of the 
document setting forth the subject mat¬ 
ter required by this section to be an¬ 
nounced to the public. 

cb> The members of the Board shall 
not jointly conduct or dispose of agency 
business except in accordance with the 
procedures and requirements established 
by this section. Every portion of every 
meeting of the Board at which agency 
business is conducted or disposed of 
shall be open to public observation, ex¬ 
cept as provided in paragraph (c) of 
this section. 

(c)(1) Except where the Board finds 
that the public interest requires other¬ 
wise. meetings or portions of meetings of 
the Board may be closed where the Board 
properly determines that the subject 
matter of the meeting or portion thereof 
is such os to make it likely that disclo¬ 
sure of matters falling within one or 
more of the exceptions set out in para¬ 
graph (c)(3) of this section would result. 

(2) The requirements of paragraphs 
< d • and (e) of this section shall not 
apply to information pertaining to a 
meeting which would otherwise be re¬ 
quired to be disclosed to the public un¬ 
der this section where the Board properly 
determines that the disclosure of the in¬ 
formation is likely to disclose matters 
within the exceptions listed in paragraph 
<c) (3> of this section, and that the public 
interest would not require that the mat¬ 
ters, even though excepted, should be 
disclosed. 

(3) The Board may close a meeting or 
a portion thereof and may withhold in¬ 
formation concerning the meeting or 
portion thereof, including the explana¬ 


tion of closure, the description of the 
subject matter of the meeting, and the 
list of individuals expected to attend, 
which otherwise would be required to be 
made public under paragraphs <d) and 
(e> of this section, where It determines 
that the meeting, or portion thereof, or 
the disclosure of the information is likely 
to: 

(i) Disclose matters that are (A) Spe¬ 
cifically authorized under criteria estab¬ 
lished by Executive Order to be kept 
secret in the interests of national defen.se 
or foreign policy and (B) In fact prop¬ 
erly classified pursuant to such Executive 
Order: 

<i) Relate solely to the internal per¬ 
sonnel rules and practices of the Board; 

(iii) Disclose matters exempted from 
disclosure under 45 USC. 362(d) and 
362(n) and 45 U S.C. 231f(bH3) or dis¬ 
close matters specifically exempted 
from disclosure by any other statute 
(other than 5 U.S.C. 552), provided that 
such other statute either requires that 
the matter be withheld from the public 
in such a manner as to afford no dis¬ 
cretion on the issue or establishes par¬ 
ticular criteria for withholding or refers 
to particular types of matters to be 
withheld: 

(iv) Disclose trade secrets and com¬ 
mercial or financial information ob¬ 
tained from a person and privileged or 
confidential: 

(v) Involve accusing any person of a 
crime, or formally censuring any 
person: 

<vi> Disclose information of a per¬ 
sonal nature where disclosure would 
constitute a clearly unwarranted inva¬ 
sion of personal privacy; 

(vii) Disclose investigatory records 
compiled for law enforcement purpasev 
or information which .if written would 
be contained in such records, but only to 
the extent that the production of such 
records or information would (A) Inter¬ 
fere with law enforcement proceedings. 
<B> Deprive a person of a right to a fair 
trial or an impartial adjudication. <C) 
Constitute an unwarranted invasion of 
personal privacy, (D> Disclose the iden¬ 
tity of a confidential source and. in the 
case of a record compiled by a criminal 
law enforcement authority in the course 
of a criminal investigation, or by an 
agency conducting a lawful national se¬ 
curity intelligence investigation, confi¬ 
dential information furnished only by 
the confidential source, (E> Disclose in¬ 
vestigative techniques and procedures 
or (P) Endanger the life or physical 
safety of law enforcement personnel; 

(vili) Disclose information the pre¬ 
mature disclosure of which would be 
likely to significantly frustrate imple¬ 
mentation of a proposed Board action 
except that this paragraph shall not 
apply in any instance where the Board 
has already disclosed to the public the 
content or nature of its proposed action, 
or where the Board is required by law 
to make such disclosure on its own ini¬ 
tiative prior to taking final agency ac¬ 
tion on such proposal; or 

fix) Specifically concern the agency's 
issuance of a subpoena, or the agency’s 
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participation in a civil action or pro¬ 
ceeding. an action in a foreign court or 
international tribunal, or an arbitration, 
or the initiation, conduct, or disposition 
by the agency of a particular case of 
formal agency adjudication pursuant to 
the authority granted in 45 U S.C. 231f 
and 45 U.SC. 365. 

<d> (1) Any action by the Board to 
close a meeting or a portion thereof, or 
to withhold any information pertaining 
to such meeting or portion thereof, 
shall be taken only upon the vote of 
at least two members of the Board that 
the meeting or portion thereof be closed 
or information withheld for one or more 
of the reasons set forth in paragraph 
(c> (3> of this section. A single vote may 
be taken with respect to a series of 
meetings, to close the meetings or por¬ 
tions thereof or to withhold information 
pertaining to such meetings, where the 
meetings or portions thereof involve the 
same subject matter and are scheduled 
within 30 calendar days after the date 
of the initial meeting in the series 

• 2) The vote of each member of the 
Board participating in the vote on clo¬ 
sure of a meeting or portion thereof 
shall be recorded. Vote by proxy shall 
not be allowed. 

(3) A person whose interests might be 
directly affected by a meeting or portion 
thereof which otherwise would be open 
may request that the meeting or portion 
thereof which concerns such person’s 
interests be closed under paragraphs (c) 
(3> (v), (vi). or (vii) of this section. 
The request should be directed to The 
Secretary. Railroad Retirement Board, 
844 Rush Street, Chicago. Illinois 60611. 
and must be received no later than the 
beginning of the meeting to which it 
applies. Upon receipt of such a request 
the Board shall vote by recorded vote on 
the question as to whether the meeting 
or portion thereof should be closed.

(4) Immediately following each public 
announcement required by this subsec¬ 
tion, the Board shall submit for publica¬ 
tion in the Federal ^fgister notice of the 
time, place, and subject matter of the 
meeting, whether the meeting is to be 
open or closed, anv changes in such 
items from a previous announcement, 
and the name and telephone number of 
the Railroad Retirement Board official 
designated by the Board to respond to re¬ 
quests concerning the announced meet¬ 
ing. 

«f> G> Whenever the Board should 
determine to close a meeting or a por¬ 


tion of a meeting under any of the ex¬ 
emptions contained in paragraph (c)(3) 
of this section, the General Counsel of 
the Railroad Retirement Board shall 
certify in writing that in his or her opin¬ 
ion the meeting or portion thereof may 
be closed to the public and shall state 
the applicable exemptions which permit 
closure. The Board shall maintain a copy 
of the General Counsel’s certification 
and a copy of the statement of the pre¬ 
siding officer of the meeting setting forth 
the time and place of the meeting and a 
list of the persons present, other than 
those present merely as spectators. 

(2 > In the event that a meeting or any 
portion of a meeting is closed to the pub¬ 
lic. a complete transcript or recording 
shall be made of the meeting or portion 
thereof closed; Provided, however. That 
if the meeting or portion thereof is closed 
under paragraph (c>(3><ix> of this sec¬ 
tion, a set of minutes may be made of the 
closed meeting or portion of a meeting in 
lieu of a complete transcript or recording 
thereof If a set of minutes Is the method 
chosen to record the preceedings of a 
meeting or portion thereof closed under 
paragraph (c)(3) ax) of this section, 
such minutes shall fully and clearly de¬ 
scribe the nutters discussed. The min¬ 
utes shall also fully reflect any actions 
taken by the Board, set forth a statement 
of the reasons for such actions, sum¬ 
marize each of the views expressed con¬ 
cerning such actions, identify any docu¬ 
ments considered in connection with 
such agency actions, and show the vote 
of the Board and each of its members 
on such actions. 

(3) The transcript, recording, or min¬ 
utes of each meeting or portion thereof 
closed to the public shall be available for 
public inspection or listening in the office 
of the Secretary of the Board. 844 Rush 
Street. Chicago. Illinois 60611. no later 
than two weeks following the meeting. 
There shall be expunged or erased from 
the transcript, recording, or minutes of 
each meeting which is made available to 
the public any items of discussion or 
testimony when it has been determined 
that they contain information which 
may be withheld under paragraph (c) of 
this section, and that the public interest 
would not reouire disclosure. The deter¬ 
mination as to what items of discussion 
or testimony shall be expunged or erased 
from the copies of the transcript, record¬ 
ing. or minutes available to the public 
shall be made by the Secretary of the 
Board with the approval of the Board. 

(4) Copies of transcripts, minutes, or 
transcriptions of recordings maintained 
by the Board as provided in paragraph 
(f)(3) of this subsection shall be pro¬ 
vided to members of the public who re¬ 
quest such copies, at the actual cost of 
duplication or transcription. Requests for 
copies of transcripts minutes, or tran¬ 
scriptions of recordings should be in 
writing, addressed to the Secretary of the 
Board. Railroad Retirement Board. 844 
Rush Street. Chicago, Illinois 60611. and 
should clearly indicate the date of the 
meeting or meetings for which such 
copies are rcouested If the requester 
desires a copy of only a portion or por¬ 
tions of the transcript, minutes, or tran- 
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scription of a specified meeting, the re¬ 
quest should specify which portion or 
portions are desired. 

(5) The Board shall maintain the com¬ 
plete transcript, recording, or minutes 
required to be made under paragraph 
(f) (2) of this section for a period of at 
least two years after the meeting, or for 
at least one year after the conclusion of 
any agency proceeding with respect to 
which the meeting or portion of the 
meeting was held, whichever occurs later. 

(g) Nothing in this section shall ex¬ 
pand or limit the rights of any person 
under 5 U.S.C. 552, and 20 CFR 200.3. 
except that the exemptions contained 
In paragraph (c) of this section shall 
govern In the case of any request under 
5 U S.C. 552 and 20 CFR 200.3 to copy, 
inspect, or obtain copies of transcripts, 
recordings, or minutes described in para¬ 
graph (f > of this section. Nothing In this 
section shall limit the rights of any indi¬ 
vidual under 5 U.S.C. 552a and 20 CFR 
200.4 to gain access to any record which 
would be available to such individual un¬ 
der those provisions.

§ 822.1 Purpose. 

This Part outlines Air Force informa¬ 
tion audiovisual policies, identifies types 
of audiovisual requirements: assigns re¬ 
sponsibilities for planning, coordinating, 
and expediting delivery of audiovisual 
materials for information use. It aLso 
outlines how audiovisual material pro¬ 
duced by an agency other than the Air 
Force may be adopted for official Air 
Force use. For guidance on Air Force 
support of non-Govemment organiza¬ 
tions engaged in audiovisual and infor¬ 
mation activities, see Part 837 of this 
Subchapter. 

§ 822.2 Air Force policy. 

(a) Information programs that sup¬ 
port Air Force objectives may use audio¬ 
visual (A/V) material to depict and ex¬ 
plain Air Force activities to the maxi¬ 
mum extent that economical manage¬ 
ment or resources will permit. This 
makes preplanning necessary to insure 
acquiring and releasing A/V materials, 
including motion picture footage and still 
photos, completed motion picture films, 
audio and video tapes. 

(b) Plans for acquiring photography 
of significant Air Force happenings, such 
as operational exercises, weapons evalua¬ 
tion tests, and research and development 
milestones, are published as a part of 
the general plan for the event, and. as 
applicable, in operational orders and test 
directives. If more than one major com¬ 
mand participates, the Secretary of the 
Air Force Office of Information (SAFOI) 
designates one command as the executive 
agency for identifving and'consolldating 
the total Information requirement and 
developing plans in coordination with the 
MAJCOM A/V OPR or AAVS for acquir¬ 
ing the coverage. 

(c) Preplanning of A/V coverage of 
significant Air Force events or exercises 
having national release potential must 
emphasize use of camera crews from the 
Aerospace Audiovisual Service (AAVS). 


MAC. Local resources may be called upon 
to supplement or substitute if AAVS is 
unable to meet the requirement. 

<d) Air Force policy for providing co¬ 
operation or assistance with, and de¬ 
tailed guidance on, the release of Air 
Force audiovisual material to non-Gov¬ 
emment organizations engaged in In¬ 
formation activities such as theatrical, 
motion picture, television and radio pro¬ 
ducers: news media representatives; 
commercial advertisers and defense con¬ 
tractors is containedMn Part 837 of this 
Subchapter. 

§ 822.3 Principal information studio* 
vliual media. 

(a) Documentation, including motion 
picture /video and audio recordings and 
still photographs. 

(b> Air Force motion picture, audio, 
and video tape production intended for 
Information use internally or externally. 

(c) Certain motion pictures, audio or 
video tapes produced by other Govern¬ 
ment agencies or commercial firms in¬ 
dependently of the Air Force and later 
recommended for adoption for official 
Air Force use (sec 5 822.14). 

§ 822.4 Photography tind the Privacy 
Act. 

As defined In Defense Privacy Board 
Decision Memorandum 76-1-17, photo¬ 
graphs taken for official purposes of 
members of the Armed Forces and DOD 
employees are generally releasable under 
the Freedom of Information Act. 5 U.S.C. 
552a(b><2> unless the photography de¬ 
picts matters that, if disclosed to public 
view', would constitute a clearly unwar¬ 
ranted invasion of personal privacy 
Generally, award ceremony photographs, 
selection file photographs, routine news 
photographs of Air Force activities and 
persons, chain of command photographs 
and similar photographs are releasable 
When such photographs are taken, it is 
not the collection of information con¬ 
templated by section (e)(3) of the Pri¬ 
vacy Act and no Privacy Act advice is 
required. 

Subpart B—Responsibilities 
§ 822.3 SAF/OI Responsibilities. 

SAF/OIP is the Air Force office of pri¬ 
mary responsibility (OPR) for public re¬ 
lease of audiovisual material and is the 
AV monitor for SAF/OI. SAF/OIS is 
OPR for security review of these mate¬ 
rials. SAF OIspecifically: 

(a) Approves or disapproves the pro¬ 
posals for public information use of each 
audiovisual production request as re¬ 
quired by AFR 95-14. 

(b) Grants or denies approval for 
public release of each script and approval 
print of audiovisual material specifically 
intended for public information use. 

<c) Reviews and approves or disap¬ 
proves information requirements for ac¬ 
quisition and release of A V products, ex¬ 
cept that for purely local interest. 

(d) Reviews and evaluates other type 
production requests to determine their 
potential value as an Information vehicle 

(e) Requests support for documenta¬ 
tion requirements IAW AFR 95-3. 
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if) Submits requests for public infor¬ 
mation production requirements to A F/ 
XOOV IAW 95-14. 

ig) Coordinates with and obtains the 
approval of the Office, Assistant Secre¬ 
tary of Defense (Public Affairs)* for 
clearance of video, tapes, motion pic¬ 
tures, and still photography intended for 
release to the public. Sec AFR 190-17 and 
AFR 95-14 for procedures on how to sub¬ 
mit a request for security and policy re¬ 
view. 

<h) Reviews requests for Air Force as¬ 
sistance or cooperation from non-Gov- 
ernment organizations engaged in infor¬ 
mation activities, as required in Part 837 
of this Subchapter. 

§ 822.6 Major command rr»pon*lbil»l»o*. 

Each major command Director of In¬ 
formation will: 

<a) Establish an audiovisual OPR 
within his organization to be the audio¬ 
visual focal point for information activi¬ 
ties. (AFR 95-14 provides guidance for 
requesting or validating audiovisual 
products and for requesting public ex¬ 
hibition clearance. AFR 95-3 provides 
guidance for requesting AV documenta¬ 
tion which requires coordination with the 
major command AV OPR. AFR 95-7 pro¬ 
vides guidance for requesting AV prod¬ 
ucts and production 'services authorized 
at base level.) 

rb) Establish supervisory controls and 
procedures to validate requests for the 
production of Information-type audio¬ 
visual material. 

(c) Recommend whether documen¬ 
tary coverage is appropriate for national 
release through DOD Ncwsfllm Pool or 
for local release only. 

• d> Forward, with each proposed re¬ 
lease, photographs and film clips that 
require clearance in advance for public 
release. 

<e) Obtain a DOD control number 
from SAF OIP to release processed and 
unprocessed motion picture documen¬ 
tary footage through the DOD Ncwsfllm 
D ool at locations other than Washing¬ 
ton. DC. <see $ 822.10(b)). 

<f> Arrange priority handling and de¬ 
livery of documentation to the media 
distribution points. 

<g> Preplan, in coordination with 
MAJCOM AV OPR. and request docu¬ 
mentary coverage of special events, 
humanitarian efforts, exercises, weapons 
tests, and other newsworthy happenings. 

<h> Request, through the MAJCOM 
AV OPR, A A VS coverage of those events 
that are closed to commercial media, or 
those events that the DOD Newsfilm 
Pool anticipates release for national use. 

Preplan AV documentation and 
production requirements simultaneously 
during the Initial phase of a project in 
coordination with the MAJCOM AV 
OPR. 

(j) Forward original negatives or 
positives of record photography to the 
audiovisual depositories IAW AFR 95-4. 
News photos released to the media arc 
considered record photography except 
for photography that is of purely local 
interest. Original negatives or positives 


of purely local interest are handled IAW 
Part 806 of this Chapter. 

<k> Coordinate with the MAJCOM 
AV OPR and AAVS each plan which re¬ 
quires A/V support. Send a copy of the 
final work version to MAC/XOZT/XPPV. 
AAVS/DOD. Hq USAF, XOOV and SAF/ 
OI.

Subpart C—Documentation Activities lor 
News Media Release (Newsfilm) 

§ 822.8 Nrw^r.lm, 

This includes still photographs and 
motion picture footage of two categories 
of material: <1) Perishable, in which 
timely release is critical and (2) Feature, 
in which the time element is of lesser 
importance. 

(a) '’Newsflash/' as used here identi¬ 
fies an immediate requirement to obtain 
and release newsfilm to a newspool. 

(b) "Newsflash" requires fast re¬ 
sponse. processing, editing, and distribu¬ 
tion of limited quantities of pictorial ma¬ 
terial for immediate use bv new's media. 
News material may be released unproc¬ 
essed when time is critical. 

<c) If timeliness is not a factor, or if 
media deadlines permit. Air Force media 
requirements mav be satisfied by ex¬ 
tracting film duplicates from instrumen¬ 
tation or documentary coverage. Timeli¬ 
ness is critical In deciding whether docu¬ 
mentation or instrumentation photog¬ 
raphy can be used to satisfy media re¬ 
quirements. 

<d) Obtain ncwsfllm photography of 
significant Air Force activities except 
when : 

(1) Comprehensive audiovisual cov¬ 
erage is being planned by national me¬ 
dia. In this case, support to the accred¬ 
ited news media is the primary objective. 
Coverage bv the news media does not 
eliminate the need to record such activ¬ 
ities to meet other Air Force needs IAW 
AFR 95-3. 

(2) The phvsica! environment or 
technical limitation allows onlv one re¬ 
cording source. In this event, instrumen¬ 
tation or documentation recording has 
priority, and arrangements should be 
made with the recording agency to ex¬ 
tract film from the instrumentation or 
documentation material. 

re' The medium for motion picture 
coverage is 16mm color. The DOD pool 
will accept either unprocessed or proc¬ 
essed footage. If film is to be submitted 
unprocessed. 16mm EF is preferred. If 


processed footage is furnished, a 16mm 
"B”-wind master is required. Color vid¬ 
eotape may be used in lieu of a motion 
picture film. 

(f) Still photography will be accom¬ 
plished in black and white negative, 2*4" 
or 35mm format Color negative or 
transparency in either format may be 
used if black and white is not available; 
if the news event requires color: or when 
SAF/OIP requests color. Film may be 
submitted processed or unprocessed. If 
unprocessed, the photographer must 
note special processing instructions, if 
any. on each roll. Photography must be 
accompanied by background fact sheets, 
cover stories, and full captions on each 
shot to include: personnel identification, 
including military rank and full name 
as aoproprlate. location, equipment or 
facility identification, and brief descrip¬ 
tion of each scene. 

(g) If both 16mm motion picture and 
35mm or medium format still photo¬ 
graphs are submitted for possible na¬ 
tional release only one fact sheet need 
be submitted, but captions for each roll/ 
photo are required. 

<h> After use of documentation prod¬ 
ucts. all original material will be for¬ 
warded to the appropriate Audiovisual 
Depository IAW AFR 95-4. 

§ 822.9 How to request coverage for rc- 
Irasf through the UOD newsfilm pool. 

(a) Spot news usually happens with¬ 
out notice. When it does, the Office of 
Information closest to the scene decides 
quickly to either request AAVS support 
or use available resources for its cover¬ 
age. In these circumstances: 

<1> Determine if event is pictorially 
newsworthy for still or motion picture 
coverage. 

(2) Contact a SAF/OTPL action officer 
or the SAF/OI duty officer to discuss 
the event and determine how to obtain 
coverage. If time will not allow this, re¬ 
quest the MAJCOM to decide on the 
soot.. Coordination between the MAJ 
COM/OI. AV OPR. and SAF/OIPL is re¬ 
quired when time permits. If there Js 
only time to use available resources, as¬ 
sign coverage and then contact SAF/ 
OIPL or the MAJCOM to consider fol¬ 
lowup coverage. 

(3) If AAV8 support is requested, pro¬ 
vide AAVS with the name of local con¬ 
tact to discuss billeting, transportation, 
access requirements, arrival time. etc. 
The Office of Information of the base 
concerned assigns a liaison officer and 
arranges support requirements for the 
team, including air crew positions or mil¬ 
itary transportation as required. Insure 
that SAF/OTPL. AF/XOOV, MAC/XPPV 
and the MAJCOM audiovisual OPR are 
info addresses on all messages and cor¬ 
respondence. 

(4) Shipping the film is an equally 
important step. The audiovisual team 
chief Is solely responsible for shipping the 
film to a designated location. The liaison 
officer can assist by providing informa¬ 
tion on commercial airline and military 
air mission schedules. 

<5> Detailed plans for acquiring and 
releasing documentation coverage of 
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special events, must be submitted to 
SAF/OIP for approval at least four weeks 
prior to the event. 

§ 822.10 How lo release ncHufilm 
through the I)OD newsfllm pool. 

(a) Newsfllm normally Ls released by 
8AF/OIP to the DOD pool in Washing¬ 
ton, D.C. However, when it is time-criti¬ 
cal. other distribution points may be des¬ 
ignated by SAF/OIP. 

(1) Coverage for release to the DOD 
News Pool in Washington is rushed to 
SAF/OIPL by Operation Newsflash. The 
command initiating the requirement 
must coordinate in advance with SAP/ 
OIPL and confirm the use of newsflash, 
the mode of delivery, quantity of mate¬ 
rial. and the anticipated arrival time in 
Washington. 

< 2) If shipping film to SAF/OIPL from 
other than Air Force installations it may 
be shipped via commercial air freight 
collect, using the following procedures: 

The film must be shipped from the Airlines 
air freight counter direct to Washington 
National Airport. Dulles Airport may be used 
as an alternate If service is not available to 
Washington National. The package must be 
marked: 

NEWSFLASH—DO NOT X-RAY It must be 
addressed:

The waybill and shipping label must con¬ 
tain the following typed statement: 
"Convert to Government Bill of Lading 
at Andrews AFB, MD." Once the ship¬ 
ment has been made, telephone the way¬ 
bill number, flight number, air carrier’s 
name, departure and arrival times, stops 
enroute. and destination airport to: 

(1) SAF/OIPL immediately during 
duty hours. AV 225-9665 or 

(ii) The SAF/OI duty officer, after 
duty hours. The SAF/OI duty officer can 
be reached by calling the Pentagon Air 
Force Operations Center, AV 225-7220 or 
225-2270. IMPORTANT: When possible, 
ship nonstop. 

(3) If the shipment is made by mili¬ 
tary air or United Parcel Service (UPS) 
Blue Label, the package should be ad¬ 
dressed in the same manner, but the 
conversion statement is not required.

(b> If the newsfllm is to be released 
to a DOD pool other than Washington. 
DC: 

(1) Coordinate in advance with SAF/ 
OIP. 

(2) Obtain from SAF/OIPL a DOD 
release number and the name and ad¬ 
dress of the DOD pool recipient. 

(3) Clearly mark each film package 
and all related caption material with the 
DOD release number. 

(4) Confirm with SAF/OIPL Uie 
quantity and content of photography 
(motion picture footage and number of 
still photos) and the scheduled arrival 
time at the designated distribution point. 


(5) After release, inform SAF/OIPL 
of the amount of 16mm film/videotape, 
and number of still photos released: 
identification of news media showing an 
interest in the released material (if 
known) and content of accompanying 
written material released, A B/wlnd 
master and print of motion picture film 
and five copies of still photo with original 
negatives must be forwarded to SAF/ 
OIPL ASAP. 

Subpart D—Audiovisual Activities 

§ 822.11 Air Forrc audiovisual informa¬ 
tion material. 

(a) Information audiovisual materials 
include those produced: 

(1) By the Air Force or industry spe¬ 
cifically to inform the public on Air 
Force subjects. 

(2) Specifically to achieve the under¬ 
standing and motivational objectives 
stated in AFR 190-18. Although other 
audiovisual material may be useful in 
entertaining, educating, training, or in¬ 
forming selected audiences of some 
aspects of Air Force programs or pro¬ 
cedures. they are considered "informa¬ 
tion" materials only if they meet the 
requirements stated above. 

(b) There are three principal ways to 
obtain official Air Force audiovisual ma¬ 
terial for information use: 

(1) Production/Procurement IAW 
AFR 95-14. 

<2> Cooperation with industry (see 
5 822.12). 

(3) Adoption of audiovisual material 
produced by other Government agencies 
or commercial firms (see 5 822.14). 

g 822.12 Air Force cooperation with in¬ 
dustry or commercial producer*. 

(a) There are two categories of audio¬ 
visual material resulting from official Air 
Force cooperation with industry or com¬ 
mercial production companies. Each tvpe 
requires Air Force cooperation by allow¬ 
ing the producer access to equipment or 
installations, technical advice, etc. 

(1) Industrial Productions: These are 
commercially produced, privately fi¬ 
nanced. industrial program of public 
relations or institutional advertising 
value to the sponsor and of educational 
informational value to the Air Force 
and the public. Such products normally 
are produced by industrial agencies or 
firms having a mutual interest with the 
Air Force in the subject matter. When 
produced and if adopted by the Air 
Force. IAW AFR 95-14. this type of 
production becomes an official Air Force 
audiovisual product for distribution 
through the Air F)rce Audiovisual Li¬ 
brary Center for exhibition. 

(2) Commercial Productions. These 
are theatrical entertainment or docu¬ 
mentary-type products produced by 
commercial production companies for 
public theatrical or television exhibition 
or sale. 

(b) The policy on extending Air Force 
cooperation and assistance to producers 
of both industrial and commercial pro¬ 
ductions is contained in P&rt 837 of 
this Subchapter. 


§ 822.13 How lo request an audiovlftual 
product or services. 

AFR 95-14 contains detailed guidance 
on how to prepare and submit requests 
for productions/services. 

§822.11 Ifow lo adopt audiovisual ma¬ 
terial for information um*. 

To adopt audiovisual material, forward 
a 16mm release print, video tape, multi- 
media material, record, tape, etc. to 
SAF/OIP for review. Furnish the data 
required by AFR 95-14 with each audio¬ 
visual product recommended for adop¬ 
tion. If validated by SAF/OI, the request 
will be forwarded to HQ USAF/XOOV 
with a recommendation for adoption 
IAW AFR 95-14.

1969, or to be constructed for lease to 
the United States Government after Jan¬ 
uary 1, 1977, in whole or in part for a 
firm term lease of ten years or more, 
shall be designed, constructed, or altered 
in accordance with the minimum stand¬ 
ards in the "American Standard Specifi¬ 
cations for Making Buildings and Facili¬ 
ties Accessible to. and Usable by. the 
Physically Handicapped, Number A117.1- 
R 1971/' approved by the American 
Standards Association.

1. The Commission, by the Chief. 
Broadcast Bureau, has before It for con¬ 
sideration. a petition for rulemaking 
filed by the Ohio Educatio nal Television 
Network Commission ("OETNC" >. The 
petition seeks amendment of 4 73.606(b) 
of the Commission’s rules, the Television 
Table of Assignments, by assigning 
channels for reserved educational use 
at Maplewood (Channel *63). George¬ 
town (Channel *58). Celina (Channel 
•17) and Conneaut (Channel *64). 

2. OETNC was established by the 
Ohio State legislature for the purpose 
of providing noncommercial educational 
television service to state residents. 
OETNC states that stations licensed to 
it. together with other noncommercial 
television stations within the state, pro¬ 
vide service to most of the state. How- 
ever, there are certain limited areas 
within the State of Ohio which do not 
receive adequate noncommercial educa¬ 
tional service. The requested assign¬ 
ments are sought to permit OETNC to 
extend a first educational television 
service, through the use of high-powered 
translators, to persons residing In these 
areas. 

3. OETNC has recently filed a series of 
nine applications seeking authorization 
to construct new 1,000 watt television 
broadcast translator stations in order 
to eliminate the service gaps in its state¬ 
wide educational broadcast system. Pur¬ 
suant to paragraph 4 of the Report and 
Order in Docket No. 18861. 36 FR 19588, 
23 RR 24 1504 (1971) and 4 74.702(g) 
and 74.735(e) of the rules, high-powered 
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UHF translators may be operated only 
on unoccupied channels which are listed 
in the Television Table of Assignments. 
In the cases of four of the nine applica¬ 
tions mentioned above, in order to pro¬ 
vide service to the currently unserved 
areas. It would be necessary to locate 
the translators at communities which are 
not curre*xtly listed In the Table of As¬ 
signments. The petition under con¬ 
sideration here requests the assignments 
necessary for OETNC to complete its 
state-wide coverage. 

4. Maplewood, a small unincorporated 
community in Shelby County (pop. 
37,748) and Celina (pop. 8,072; Mercer 
County, pop. 35,558) are located in the 
west central part of Ohio. Georgetown 
(pop. 3,087; Brown County, pop. 26.635) 
is located in southwestern Ohio, near the 
Kentucky border. Conneaut (pop. 14,552; 
Ashtabula County, pop. 98.237) Ls lo¬ 
cated in the northeast comer of Ohio, 
on Lake Erie near the Pennsylvania 
border. The OETNC petition includes 
engineering showings which indicate 
that the areas in question around Maple¬ 
wood, Celina, Georgetown and Conneaut 
in fact do not currently receive educa¬ 
tional television service. 

5. The proposed assignments meet the 
Commission's separation requirements 
and other technical criteria. Each may 
also be assigned without requiring 
changes at other communities listed in 
the Table of Assignments.

SUMMARY: The purpose of this notice Is 
to propose rules for determining, in cases 
where more than one person Is the 
manufacturer of an automobile, which 
person is to be treated as the manu¬ 
facturer for purposes of Title V of the 
Motor Vehicle Information and Cost 
Savings Act. as amended, (15 UJ3.C. 2001 
et seq.) and its implementing regula¬ 
tions. The proposal would place upon the 
incomplete automobile manufacturer re¬ 
sponsibility for meeting the Title V re¬ 
quirements including those relating to 
automobile fuel economy standards, fuel 
economy labeling, and reporting.

SUPPLEMENTARY INFORMATION: 

Background 

Title V requires automobile manufac¬ 
turers to produce automobiles that meet 
average fuel economy standards, and 
directs those manufacturers to affix la¬ 
bels to their automobiles indicating their 
fuel economy, estimated annual fuel cost, 
and the range of fuel economy of com¬ 
parable automobiles. The Title also re¬ 
quires manufacturers to submit semi¬ 
annual reports on their plans for com¬ 
plying with the standards. 

Section 50K9) of Title V (15 U.S.C. 
2001) defines “manufacture- to mean “to 
produce or assemble In the customs ter¬ 
ritory of the United States, or to import." 
Section 501(8) directs the Secretary to 
prescribe rules for determining, in cases 
in which more than one person engages 
In the “manufacture" of an automobile, 
which person is to be treated as the man¬ 
ufacturer for purposes of Title V. 

The Secretary's authority under Title 
V was delegated to the Administrator of 
the National Highway Traffic Safety 
Administration, (41 FR 25015, June 22, 
1976). To ensure that the provisions of 
the Title are fulfilled in a reasonable and 
practicable manner, this agency must 
carefully assign the responsibility 
for complying with all Title V require¬ 
ments relating to automobiles manufac¬ 
tured In two or more stages. In determin¬ 
ing who should be considered the manu¬ 
facturer of the automobile where more 
than one business entity has participated 
in its manufacture, this agency has ex¬ 
amined the effect of various stages of 
vehicle manufacture on fuel economy, 
the relationship between the manufac¬ 
turers of the various vehicle stages, and 
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the fuel economy testing and labeling 
requirements developed by the Environ¬ 
mental Protection Agency <EPA>. 

Categories oj multistage automobiles 

The National Highway Traffic Safety 
Administration (NHTSA) has previously 
addressed the situation of multistage ve¬ 
hicles in its administration of the Na- 
t*ona! Traffic and Motor Vehicle Safety 
Art <15 U.SC. 1381 et seq,). Examples 
of these vehicles are chassis-mount 
campers, special-body vans, and special- 
purpose trucks. Part 568 of Title 49. CFR, 
Vehicles Manufactured In Two or More 
Stages, was promulgated under that law 
to regulate the certification of the com¬ 
pliance of mutistage vehicles with appli¬ 
cable Federal motor vehicle safety stand¬ 
ards. The certification scheme estab¬ 
lished by Part 568 is based upon an anal¬ 
ysis of the roles and relationships of 
multistage vehicle manufacturers at var¬ 
ious levels of vehicle manufacture. 

The NHTSA established in Part 568 
categories for the two main stages of 
multistage vehicle manufacture. The 
first is the manufacture, generally by a 
single manufacturer, of the portion of 
the vehicle consisting of the frame and 
chassis structure, power train, steering 
system, suspension system, and braking 
system. This assemblage is identified in 
Part 568 as the ''incomplete vehicle.” In 
order to qualify as an “incomplete ve¬ 
hicle'* under Part 568, an assemblage 
must consist, as a minimum, of the 
named components and must require 
further manufacturing operations, other 
than the addition of readily attachable 
components, such as mirrors or tire and 
rim assemblies, or minor finishing oper¬ 
ations such as painting, to become a 
< ompleted vehicle. The second stage is 
the manufacture of the “complete ve¬ 
hicle." A "completed vehicle’* under Part 
568 is a vehicle that does not require fur¬ 
ther manufacturing operations to per¬ 
form its intended function, other than 
the addition of readily attachable com¬ 
ponents. such as mirrors or tire and rim 
assemblies, or minor finishing operations 
such as painting. 

It is proposed that these two categori¬ 
zations of Part 568 be adopted, with a 
slight change in terminology (e.g., "auto¬ 
mobile’* instead of "vehicle"), for use in 
the regulation set forth in this notice. 
They have become familiar to the auto¬ 
motive industry and have been proven 
to describe accurately the main stages 
of multistage vehicle manufacture. 

Assignment of responsibility 

It is proposed that responsibility for 
ensuring compliance with the require¬ 
ments in Title V and implementing reg¬ 
ulations affecting multistage automobiles 
be assigned to the incomplete automo¬ 
bile manufacturers. This assignment of 
responsibility Ls considered appropriate 
because the factors that mast signifi¬ 
cantly affect automobile fuel economy 
under the Environmental Protection 
Agency (EPA) procedures for determin¬ 
ing fuel economy (40 CFR Part 600) 
typically either are parts of the incom¬ 


plete automobile or are aspects of the 
completed automobile determined by the 
Incomplete automobile manufacturer. 
Thus, the Incomplete automobile manu¬ 
facturer has far greater control over the 
fuel economy of a multistage automobile 
than does a subsequent manufacturer. 

The most important factor affecting 
fuel economy is the automobile power 
train. The power train, which routinely 
ls part of the incomplete automobile, In 
eludes the engine, its accessories, the 
transmission, the driveline, the rear axle 
and the tires. Engine accessories include 
those which are part of the engine itself, 
such as the carburetor, distributor, and 
exhaust system, as well as power-driven 
items such as power steering and air 
conditioning. 

Another major factor affecting auto¬ 
mobile fuel economy is an automobile’s 
weight. The Incomplete automobile man¬ 
ufacturer has a substantial degree of 
control over the ultimate weight of a 
completed automobile due to regulations 
issued under other Federal lews affecting 
the safety and emissions of motor ve¬ 
hicles. While the incomplete automobile 
manufacturer cannot know exactly what 
manufacturing operations a subsequent 
manufacturer will perform to convert an 
incomplete automobile Into a completed 
one. under the Vehicle Safety Act regu¬ 
lations pertaining to multistage vehicles 
<49 CFR Parts 567 and 568). the incom¬ 
plete vehicle manufacturer establishes 
the outer limits of the uses to which the 
chassis can be put. Parts 567 and 568 
require the incomplete vehicle manufac¬ 
turer to design and equip the incomplete 
vehicle so that it can be completed as 
a vehicle with the load-bearing capaci¬ 
ties that be has specified. That manu¬ 
facturer must specify a gross vehicle 
weight rating <GVWR> for the vehicle 
as completed. If a subsequent manufac¬ 
turer alters the vehicle and thereby in¬ 
creases the stated GVWR. it then takes 
on the responsibility for determining 
that the alteration does not affect the 
vehicle’s ability to comply with appli¬ 
cable Federal motor vehicle safety stand¬ 
ards. Since increased weight has a direct 
impact on the performance of a number 
of motor vehicle systems that are a part 
of the incomplete vehicle, it is quite pos¬ 
sible that an increase in a vehicle’s 
GVWR will affect its ability to comply. 
It is unusual for a subsequent manufac¬ 
turer to exceed the specified GVWR due 
to the burden of determining the com¬ 
pliance of systems in whose manufacture 
it did not participate. 

In a notice published December 28, 
1976 <41 FR 56316), EPA amended Its 
emission regulations as they apply to 
multistage vehicles. The amendment re¬ 
quires incomplete vehicle manufacturers 
to specify a maximum curb weight and 
maximum frontal area for each incom¬ 
plete light duty truck they produce. 
These trucks may then be tested by the 
Incomplete vehicle manufacturer for 
compliance w ith emission standards as If 
completed to the specified weight and 
size. Any modification of the incomplete 
vehicle that would cause it to exceed 


the specified curb weight and frontal 
area would void the vehicle’s certifica¬ 
tion. 

By contrast, the means available to 
subsequent manufacturers to Improve the 
fuel efficiency of their completed auto¬ 
mobiles would be relatively limited. Sub¬ 
sequent manufacturers perform manu¬ 
facturing operations related primarily to 
the automobile body and do not partici¬ 
pate in the design or construction of the 
incomplete automobile. Any effort they 
might make to improve fuel economy 
would, therefore, be concentrated on 
modifications to the body that would re¬ 
duce its weight and frontal area. De¬ 
pending on where an automobile is with¬ 
in its FPA inertia weight class, a con¬ 
siderable weight reduction may be nec¬ 
essary to change its class and cause an 
increase In Its fuel economy as measured 
under EPA’s procedures. Therefore, if 
the fuel economy of multistage automo¬ 
biles ls to be improved, the primary re¬ 
sponsibility should be placed upon the 
incomplete automobile manufacturer 
since it is the one best able to affect 
fuel economy. 

There Is another reason for consider¬ 
ing the incomplete automobile manufac¬ 
turer. as opposed to a subsequent manu¬ 
facturer. as manufacturer of an auto¬ 
mobile for purposes of Title V. The 
incomplete automobile manufacturer us¬ 
ually has a much higher production level 
than the final-stage manufacturer. 
Therefore, requiring that the incomplete 
manufacturer perform fuel economy 
testing for its incomplete automobiles 
would impose a financial burden pro¬ 
portionately far less on that manufac¬ 
turer than the burden that would be 
Imposed on a final-stage manufacturer 
by requiring it to test its completed auto¬ 
mobiles. Moreover, each of the relatively 
few incomplete automobile manufactur¬ 
ers typically has a number of chassis 
models which remain fairly static so that 
their testing could be concentrated on 
the various chassis models regardless of 
who purchased them for completion. The 
relatively numerous final-stage manu¬ 
facturers, on the other hand, produce 
similar completed automobiles so that 
placing testing responsibility on them 
would cause a considerable amount of 
essentially repetitive testing for the 
group of final-stage manufacturers as a 
whole. 

Compliance with atmrage fuel economy 
standards 

As the manufacturer of multistage au¬ 
tomobiles for the purposes of Title V, 
an Incomplete automobile manufacturer 
would be required to add the Incomplete 
automobiles to its fleet of completed au¬ 
tomobiles subject to the same average 
fuel economy standard in determining 
whether it has complied with that stand¬ 
ard. EPA plans to publish regulation no 
later than August 1977, that prescribe 
the procedures by which manufacturers 
will determine the average fuel economy 
levels of their nonpassenger automobiles. 
That category of automobiles will In¬ 
clude multistage automobiles. EPA ex¬ 
pects the regulations to be nearly equiv- 
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alcnt to the current fuel economy com¬ 
pliance and test procedures published in 
the September 10. 1976. and November 
10. 1976. Federal Registers (41 FR 38674 
and 41 FR 49752. respectively>, as 
amended by the December 28. 1976. no¬ 
tice (41 FR 56316). However, that agency 
is currently evaluating the existing regu¬ 
lations to determine where modifications 
must be made to account for any char¬ 
acteristic differences between passenger 
and nonpassenger automobiles. As re¬ 
quired by law. the fuel economy regula¬ 
tions will, to the maximum extent pos¬ 
sible, provide for fuel economy testing 
in conjunction with emission testing. 

The light duty truck emission regula¬ 
tions require Incomplete vehicle manu¬ 
facturers to certify that the automobiles 
they manufacture will, when completed, 
comply with the emission requirements 
prescribed by EPA. The incomplete ve¬ 
hicle manufacturer must specify a max¬ 
imum frontal area and a maximum curb 
weight for each vehicle, which may not 
be exceeded by the final-stage manu¬ 
facturer. If the final-stage manufacturer 
completes the vehicle to dimensions ex¬ 
ceeding those specified by the incomplete 
vehicle manufacturer, the certification 
of the incomplete vehicle manufacturer 
will be invalidated, and the final-stage 
manufacturer will thereby assume the 
responsibility of recertifying the vehicle. 

The practice of “worst case" testing, 
which is suited to the certification of 
multistage vehicles for emissions pur¬ 
poses. may not be appropriate for use 
under Title V. While the emission re¬ 
quirements provide that no vehicle in 
a manufacturer's fleet may exceed a 
certain emission level, the fuel economy 
requirements provide that if the average 
fuel economy of all vehicles In a manu¬ 
facturer's fleet is below a certain level, 
the manufacturer is subject to a civil 
penalty and if the average is above that 
level, it is entitled to a credit against 
civil penalties. Thus, for emission pur¬ 
poses the actual level Is Irrelevant as 
long as it does not exceed the maximum 
specified by EPA. In contrast, the actual 
fuel economy of each type of automobile 
in a manufacturer's fleet is relevant since 
the fuel economy of all of its automobiles 
will be averaged to determine whether 
and to what extent it has fallen short 
of or exceeded the prescribed level of 
fuel economy. 

An incomplete vehicle manufacturer 
must demonstrate compliance with the 
emission requirements by testing its ve¬ 
hicles at a maximum frontal area and 
curb weight that it specifies. If the ve¬ 
hicles meet the prescribed emission level 
under the “worst case" test conditions, 
it Is assumed that they will comply when 
completed to any curb weight and frontal 
area less than the maximum prescribed. 

In order to assign primary fuel econ¬ 
omy compliance responsibility to the in¬ 
complete automobile manufacturer, this 
notice directs the incomplete automo¬ 
bile manufacturer to specify a maximum 
curb weight and a maximum frontal 
area, which may not be exceeded by a 
subsequent manufacturer without shift¬ 
ing the compliance responsibilities to the 
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latter manufacturer. That aspect of the 
notice corresponds directly to the com¬ 
pliance procedure prescribed under the 
emission regulation. In both cases, the 
incomplete automobile manufacturer 
sets the manufacturing limits and is re¬ 
sponsible for the compliance of any auto¬ 
mobiles It manufactures that are com¬ 
pleted within those limits. 'Hie limits 
specified by the incomplete vehicle 
manufacturer also describe the configu¬ 
ration used to determine the vehicle's 
compliance with the emission require¬ 
ments. 

For fuel economy purposes, however, 
determination of an automobile’s fuel 
economy only at the maximum curb 
weight and frontal area may not be suf¬ 
ficient. An automobile that is completed 
well within the limits specified by the in¬ 
complete automobile manufacturer will 
presumably have better fuel economy 
than it would were it completed to the 
maximum specified limits. Since the ac¬ 
tual fuel economy of a completed multi¬ 
stage automobile may be important both 
for labeling purposes and determining a 
manufacturer's fuel economy average, a 
more accurate determination of the fuel 
economy of an automobile completed 
within the specified limits may be de¬ 
sirable. 

If the only fuel economy level deter¬ 
mined for a multistage automobile is the 
fuel economy it would have were it com¬ 
pleted to the maximum curb weight and 
frontal area, an incomplete automobile 
manufacturer that produces a substan¬ 
tial number of incomplete automobiles 
may have a fleet average that does not 
correspond as closely to the average fuel 
economy of its fleet as does the fleet av¬ 
erage of a manufacturer of single-stage 
automobiles only. The latter manufac¬ 
turer's fleet average w ould be based upon 
testing of completed automobiles. Thus, 
an incomplete automobile manufacturer 
that has determined the fuel economy of 
Its fleet based upon “worst case" testing 
could place itself at a disadvantage rela¬ 
tive to a manufacturer of single-stage 
automobiles in trying to comply with the 
average fuel economy standards. 

More accurate determination of an au¬ 
tomobile's fuel economy level may also 
be Important with respect to fuel econ¬ 
omy labeling. The label that appears on 
an automobile Indicates not only the fuel 
economy of that automobile, but also 
compares its fuel economy to that of 
other comparable automobiles. If the In¬ 
complete automobile manufacturer has 
only performed fuel economy testing on 
Its incomplete automobiles at a maxi¬ 
mum curb weight and frontal area, the 
fuel economy number appearing on the 
label will be the lowest passible for that 
automobile. A final-stage manufacturer 
that lias completed that automobile with 
a curb weight and frontal area that are 
significantly less than the maximum 
permissible curb weight and frontal area 
will be in a position of offering for sale 
an automobile whose fuel economy figure 
is based on test data generated on an 
automobile unlike the completed auto¬ 
mobile and whose fuel economy may be 
better than the figure Indicates. In com¬ 


peting with other automobile manufac¬ 
turers. such a final-stage manufacturer 
may suffer due to the comparatively low 
fuel economy its automobile appears ca¬ 
pable of achieving. Thus, worst case 
testing will remove at least some of the 
final-stage manufacturer's incentive for 
minimizing curb weight and frontal area. 

Thus, both an incomplete automobile 
manufacturer and final-stage manufac¬ 
turer of a multistage automobile may be 
benefitted by knowing the fud economy 
of incomplete automobiles once they are 
completed. 

Final-stage manufacturers are gen¬ 
erally low-volume manufacturers, and 
therefore ill-equipped to perform ex¬ 
tensive testing. Should a final-stag 
manufacturer complete an automobile in 
such a manner that its fuel economy 
would be superior to that of an automo¬ 
bile completed to the maximum curb 
weight and frontal area, the manufac¬ 
turer would in most instances be finan¬ 
cially incapable of performing the req¬ 
uisite testing to determine the automo¬ 
bile's actual fuel economy. Accordingly, 
the Incomplete automobile manufacturer 
appears to be in the best position to per¬ 
form whatever additional testing might 
be appropriate to determine an automo¬ 
bile's actual fuel economy level. 

The agency Is interested in receivin'* 
the view of all interested persons on thi 
matter, specifically with respect to the 
feasibility and advisability of requlrirt 
a means of more accurately determining 
the fuel economy level of a multistage 
automobile. The shortcomings for fuc T 
economy purposes of testing only to th~ 
“worst case" appears clear. Similarly, th? 
desirability of avoiding unnecessary ad - 
ditional testing is clear. Although EPA i 
responsible for promulgating the tert 
procedures applicabl e to m anufacturer 
under Title V, the NHTSA is charge^ 
with the appropriate disposition of re¬ 
sponsibility among the various manu¬ 
facturers of multistage automobiles 
Thus, the information submitted on this 
particular issue will be thor oughly re¬ 
viewed by both EPA and NHTSA. 

One possible solution would be for the 
incomplete automobile manufacturer to 
determine through testing or analysis 
three fuel economy values for each of its 
incomplete automobiles: one at a “worst 
case” or maximum specified curb weight 
and frontal area level, one at a best case 
level, i.e., at the minimum curb weight 
and frontal area with which the incom¬ 
plete automobile is likely to be com¬ 
pleted, and one in between those two. 
These test results might provide a basis 
for determining, by means of Interpola¬ 
tion, the fuel economy of an automobile 
when completed with a curb weight and 
frontal area between the two extreme 
test levels. Alternatively, the fuel econ¬ 
omy level for the tested curb weight and 
frontal area combination closest to the 
combination of the completed automo¬ 
bile could be used as that automobile's 
fuel economy. At the point of an auto¬ 
mobile's completion, the final-stage 
manufacturer could determine its fuel 
economy for labeling purposes and the 
Incomplete automobile manufacturer

could calculate the automobile’s fuel 
economy level into the fleet average. 
Such a procedure would require com¬ 
munication between the incomplete and 
final-stage manufacturers. 

U the incomplete automobile manu¬ 
facturer is also a single-stage manufac¬ 
turer. additional testing may be unnec¬ 
essary since it mav have in its completed 
automobile fleet automobiles whose curb 
weights and frontal areas would corre¬ 
spond to those of automobiles completed 
by a final-stage manufacturer. 

It is possible that the situation could 
be handled through improved commu¬ 
nication between the incomplete and 
final-stage manufacturer. If a final-stage 
manufacturer were aware of the way its 
incomplete automobiles were to be com¬ 
pleted. it could conduct fuel economy 
testing that would be more representa¬ 
tive. Previous knowledge of the manner 
of completion would reduce the necessity 
for multiple tests while satisfying the 
spirit of Title V bv providing fuel econ¬ 
omy averages and label information that 
reflect the fuel economy of the automo¬ 
biles involved. 

The NHTSA believes that the solution 
of many of the issues discussed above 
would be aided if it had more informa¬ 
tion concerning the actual production 
practices involved in the manufacture of 
multistage automobiles. It is therefore 
requested that manufacturers provide 
responses to these questions as part of 
their comments to this notice. 

(1> How many incomplete automo¬ 
biles do you produce? 

<2> Describe the different engine and 
transmission classes you have for each 
of your chassis. 

<3) How much does the intertia weight 
of incomplete automobiles incorporating 
a particular chassis generally vary? 

'4) Into what tvpes of automobiles 
can each of vour particular chassis be 
completed and into what types are they 
usually completed? 

(5) Is the design of each of your 
chassis geared toward completion as a 
particular type of automobile? 

*6) Do vou market your incomplete 
automobiles for completion as a particu¬ 
lar type of automobile? 

<7> How much latitude does a final- 
stage manufacturer have with respect to 
weight, body style and shape, and op¬ 
tions? 

<8) What tvpes of power options are 
typically added to an incomplete auto¬ 
mobile by the flnal-stage manufacturer? 

*9) Describe each of vour single-stage 
automobiles that is similar to any of the 
tvpes of multistage automobiles into 
which vour incomplete automobiles are 
completed.

To protect against the addition of 
weight by subsequent manufacturers 
that would invalidate the results of the 
incomplete automobile manufacturer’s 
fuel economy testing, the incomplete 
automobile manufacturer would be re¬ 
quired by the regulation proposed in this 
notice to set certain limits which, if ex¬ 
ceeded by a subsequent manufacturer, 
would make that manufacturer respon¬ 
sible for compliance with Title V. The 
incomplete automobile manufacturer 
would be required to supply the subse¬ 
quent manufacturers with a document 
containing those limits. 

In addition, the incomplete automobile 
manufacturer would be required to in¬ 
form the subsequent manufacturers of 
the automobile if it has determined the 
automobile's fuel economy in a man¬ 
ner that takes into account the presence 
of air conditioning. The EPA. in its De¬ 
cember 28. 1976 notice (41 FR 563161 
amending its emissions regulations in 40 
CFR Part 86, provided that the road load 
power for vehicle emissions testing be 
increased by 10 percent or a maximum of 
1.4 horsepower where it is expected that 
more than 33 percent of the vehicles in 
an engine family will be equipped with 
air conditioning. It is expected that EPA 
will adopt procedures similar to those 
prescribed under its emissions regula¬ 
tions for determining the fuel economy 
of automobiles subject to Title V. 

If the 33 percent rule relating to air 
conditioners is adopted for fuel economy 
purposes, the incomplete automobile 
manufacturer would, under the regula¬ 
tion proposed In this notice, be required 
to indicate in the document it supplies 
to subsequent manufacturers whether 
the fuel economy of the automobile re¬ 
flects the inclusion of air conditioning 
units. 

The document used by the incomplete 
automobile manufacturer to transmit the 
required information could be combined 
with the incomplete vehicle document 
required by 49 CFR Part 568 to be fur¬ 
nished by him to subsequent manufac¬ 
turers concerning the compliance status 
of the incomplete vehicle with respect to 
applicable Federal motor vehicle safety 
standards. Alternatively, a manufac¬ 
turer could prepare a separate docu¬ 
ment containing all of the information 
outlined in § 529 5 of the proposed reg¬ 
ulation. 

If any subsequent manufacturer un¬ 
dertook manufacturing operations that 
exceeded the limits specified by the in¬ 
complete automobile manufacturer and 
thereby became the manufacturer of the 
automobile for purposes of Title V. the 
subsequent manufacturer would have 
to retest the automobile for compliance 
with average fuel economy standards 
and. within 10 days after completing 
those manufacturing operations* notify 
the Administrator of the Environmental 
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Protection Agency and the manufactur¬ 
er previously considered the manufac¬ 
turer of Die automobile of its actions. 
The notification would enable an incom¬ 
plete or intermediate automobile manu¬ 
facturer who had previously considered 
itself the automobile’s manufacturer, for 
Title V purposes, to eliminate the vehi¬ 
cle in question from its fleet in deter¬ 
mining its fleet average fuel economy 
level. If the altering manufacturer were 
not the final-stage manufacturer, it 
would also have to revise the fuel econ¬ 
omy information document to reflect 
the changes made to the automobile. 

Compliance with labeling reguirements 

Testing conducted by the incomplete 
automobile manufacturer to determine 
compliance with average fuel economy 
standards may not provide figures ad¬ 
equate to satisfy the labeling require¬ 
ments. In labeling its automobiles, a 
manufacturer may'choose to use either 
a general or a specific label. The fuel 
economy figure required to appear on 
the general label is that of the auto¬ 
mobile’s model type, while the figure on 
the specific label is that of a unique 
vehicle configuration. The components 
of an automobile that determine its 
model type are primarily under the con¬ 
trol of the final-stage manufacturer as 
they relate specifically to the automo¬ 
bile’s body. Thus, the incomplete auto¬ 
mobile manufacturer would not be capa¬ 
ble in most instances of determining the 
model type of an incomplete automobile 
or of satisfying the general or specific 
labeling requirements of Title V. 

Comments submitted in response to 
this notice on the feasibility of deter¬ 
mining fuel economy levels that are more 
representative of the actual fuel econ¬ 
omy of multistage automobiles should 
provide answers about how labeling 
should be accomplished. If it does not 
appear that labeling can be adequately 
handled by the incomplete automobile 
manufacturer. EPA may find It neces¬ 
sary to amend the fuel economy label¬ 
ing regulation to address this problem. 

Based upon the fuel economy figures 
it determines, the incomplete automobile 
manufacturer would be able to deter¬ 
mine the estimated annual fuel costs of 
the automobiles It manufactures. 

To specify the range of fuel economy 
of comparable automobiles, the incom¬ 
plete automobile manufacturer would 
have to determine into which class its 
incomplete automobiles will fall. If the 
incomplete automobile manufacturer Is 
unaware of the tvne of automobile its 
incomplete automobile will be completed 
as bv the final-stage manufacturer, it 
will not be possible for it to prepare a 
fuel economy label that indicates the 
range of fuel economy of comparable 
automobiles. Until the automobile’s mod¬ 
el type is known, the automobiles to 
which it Is comparable will not be known. 
Communication between the incomplete 
and final-stage automobile manufactur¬ 
er relating to the manner of the auto¬ 
mobile’s completion would enable the 
incomplete automobile manufacturer to 
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Include on the label the range of fuel 
economy for comparable automobiles. 
However, if that information is not 
available, EPA may find it necessary, 
under the authority granted it by sec¬ 
tion 506 of Title V. to amend its fuel 
economy labeling regulation to address 
that problem. This agency specifically" 
reouests comments on the matter. 

The EPA labeling regulation requires 
that the fuel, economy label be located 
on the automobile windshield or on a 
side window. Since these locations may 
not exist until the final-stage manufac¬ 
turer has completed its manufacturing 
operations. EPA may have to address 
specifically the application of this aspect 
of the labeling regulation to incomplete 
automobile manufacturers. 

In the event that on intermediate or 
final-stage manufacturer exceeds the 
limits specified by the incomplete auto¬ 
mobile manufacturer and thereby be¬ 
comes the manufacturer of the automo¬ 
bile. such manufacturer would be respon¬ 
sible for correcting the information in¬ 
dicated on the automobile’s fuel economy 
label. 

Compliance with reporting requirements 

Section 505 of Title V requires each 
automobile manufacturer to submit to 
this agency semi-annual reports describ¬ 
ing its plans for achieving compliance 
with applicable average fuel economy 
standards. The manufacturer must also 
indicate whether its automobiles will 
meet the fuel economy level mandated 
for the model year for which each re¬ 
port is made. As a result of this pro¬ 
posal’s having identified the incomplete 
automobile manufacturer as the manu¬ 
facturer of multistage automobiles for 
purposes of Title V, compliance with the 
Title’s reporting requirements would be 
its responsibility. 

The incomplete automobile manufac¬ 
turer would be capable of developing a 
plan for compliance with fuel economy 
standards since it has a substantial de¬ 
gree of control over the automobile’s fuel 
economy and, under the procedures pro¬ 
posed in this notice, would be permitted 
to specify limitations on the manufac¬ 
turing operations of subsequent manu¬ 
facturers. The incomplete automobile 
manufacturer’s plan for compliance 
would assume that its restrictions on sub¬ 
sequent manufacturing operations were 
heeded. Should a subsequent manufac¬ 
turer perform a manufacturing opera¬ 
tion that exceeded the limits specified by 
the incomplete automobile manufacturer, 
it would become the manufacturer of 
the automobile for the pumoscs of the 
fuel economy standards and labeling reg¬ 
ulations and assume a portion of the re¬ 
porting responsibilities of the Title. Com¬ 
ments on the exact nature of the report¬ 
ing responsibilities to be assumed will be 
sought in a future notice of proposed 
rulemaking on Title V reporting require¬ 
ments. 

Determination of model gear 

A final-stage manufacturer that com¬ 
pletes its manufacturing operations in 
a model year subsequent to that in which 


the manufacturer of the automobile, as 
determined under this part, completed 
its manufacturing operations would have 
a choice about the model designation of 
the automobile. The final-stage manu¬ 
facturer may choose to offer for sale 
or sell the automobile as one manufac¬ 
tured In either the model year in which 
the automobile manufacturer completed 
its manufacturing operations or the 
model year in which that final-stage 
manufacturer completed its manufac¬ 
turing operations. If the final-stage man¬ 
ufacturer chooses to offer the automobile 
for sale as one manufactured in the 
model year In which the automobile man¬ 
ufacturer completed its manufacturing 
operations, and has not exceeded the 
manufacturing limits specified by the 
automobile manufacturer. It may rely on 
the fuel economy testing and labeling 
done by the automobile manufacturer. 
If. however, the final-stage manufac¬ 
turer elects to offer the automobile for 
sale as one manufactured in the model 
year in which it completes its manufac¬ 
turing operations, it would be come the 
new manufacturer of the automobile for 
purposes of compliance with Title V and 
the regulations issued thereunder. As the 
new manufacturer, it would have to per¬ 
form the fuel economy testing prescribed 
for automobiles manufactured in that 
model year, if the testing or calculating 
procedures were different from those 
used by the previous manufacturer, and 
appropriately label the automobile in 
accordance with the fuel economy label¬ 
ing requirements. The automobile would 
then be included in the new manufac¬ 
turer’s fleet for purposes of compliance 
with the applicable fuel economy stand¬ 
ard for that model year. 

If a final stage manufacturer performs 
manufacturing operations in a model 
year subsequent to that In which the 
manufacturer of the automobile, as de¬ 
termined under this part, completed its 
manufacturing operations, and those 
operations exceed the manufacturing 
limits specified by the manufacturer, 
thereby invalidating the determined fuel 
economy value, that final-stage manu¬ 
facturer becomes the manufacturer of 
tho automobile for purposes of Title V 
and must perform the required fuel 
economy testing and fulfill the fuel 
economy labeling requirements. 

In light of the foregoing, it is proposed 
that a new Part 529. Manufacturers of 
Multistage Automobiles, be added to 
Title 49 of the Code of Federal Regula¬ 
tions. to read as set forth below. 

Interested persons are invited to sub¬ 
mit comments on the proposal. It is re¬ 
quested but not required that 10 copies 
be submitted. 

All comments received before the close 
of business on the comment closing date 
indicated below will be considered, and 
will be available for examination in the 
docket at the above address both before 
and after that date. To the extent pos¬ 
sible. comments filed after the closing 
date will also be considered. However, 
the rulemaking action may proceed at 
any time after that date, and comments 
received after the closing date and too 


late for consideration In regard to the 
action will be treated as suggestions for 
future rulemaking. The NHTSA will 
continue to file relevant material as it 
beermes available in the docket after the 
closing date, and it is recommended that 
interested persons continue to examine 
the docket for new material. 

In accordance with Executive Order 
11821, a review* of this action was under¬ 
taken to determine whether it met the 
criteria for a “major action” requiring 
preparation of an Inflationary Imoact 
Statement. The review indicated that 
the costs and economic impacts of this 
action are less than a “major” action 
and that therefore no IIS is needed.

§ 529.1 Scope and purfK)*r, 

This part determines, in cases where 
more than one person is the manufac¬ 
turer of an automobile, which person is 
to be treated as the manufacturer for 
purposes of compliance with Title V of 
the Motor Vehicle Information and Cost 
Savings Act, as amended (15 U.SC. 2001 
et seq.) and rules issued thereunder. 

§ 529.2 .Applicability. 

This part applies to incomplete auto¬ 
mobile manufacturers, Intermediate 
manufacturers, and final-stage manu¬ 
facturers of automobiles that are manu¬ 
factured in two or more stages. 

§ 529.3 Definition*. 

(a) Statutory terms . (1) The term 
“automobile” Is used as defined in sec¬ 
tion 501 of the Act and in a ccord ance 
with the determinations in 49 CFR Part 
523. 

(2) The terms “manufacture.” “man¬ 
ufacturer.” and “fuel economy" are used 
as defined in section 501 of the Act. 

(b) Other terms. (1) “Act” means 
the Motor Vehicle Information and Cost 
Savings Act (Pub. L. 92-513). as amend¬ 
ed by the Energy Policy and Conserva¬ 
tion Act (Pub. L. 94-163). 

(2) “Completed automobile” means an 
automobile that requires no further 
manufacturing operations to perform 
Its intended function, other than the ad¬ 
dition of readily attachable components.

ODOMETER DISCLOSURE 
REQUIREMENTS 

Form and Content of Statement Executed 
Upon Transfer of a Motor Vehicle 

This notice proposes to amend the 
form and content of the odometer dis¬ 
closure statement that must be executed 
upon each transfer of ownership of a 
motor vehicle. 

The disclosure statement is required 
by 49 CFR Part 580. Odometer Disclo¬ 
sure Requirements, a regulation issued 
by the National Highway Traffic Safety 
Administration (NHTSA) to implement 
the requirements of the Motor Vehicle 
Information and Cost Savings Act (Pub. 
E 92-513. as amended. Pub. L. 94-364; 
15 U.S.C. 1901-1997). The regulation re¬ 
quires each transferor of a motor ve¬ 
hicle to give the transferee a written 
statement attesting to the accuracy of 
the vehicle’s odometer. If the transferor 
has reason to know that the odometer 
is incorrect, and that the vehicle has In 
fact traveled further than indicated, he 
is obliged to disclose the odometer error 
to the transferee. The regulation speci¬ 
fies the content of the written disclosure. 
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Experience during the three and one- 
half years since the regulation became 
effective (March 1. 1973). has shown 
several respects in which the regulation 
should be improved. 

The instant proposal is in dii<ect re¬ 
sponse to a petition for rulemaking from 
the National Automobile Dealers Asso¬ 
ciation (NADA>. NADA requests that 
the regulation be amended as follows: 

(1) The disclosure statement should re¬ 
quire the transferor to certify that to 
the best of his knowledge either the 
odometer reading as shown on the state¬ 
ment is the true and actual mileage on 
the vehicle being transferred or that it 
Is not the true and actual mileage: (2) 
The disclosure form should contain a 
statement that the odometer reading re¬ 
flects the amount of mileage in excess of 
the mechanical limits of the odometer; 
and (3> The form should require the 
transferor to certify that the odometer 
of the vehicle was not altered, set back 
or disconnected while he was the owner 
or had possession of the vehicle. 

In addition to the amendments re¬ 
quested bv NADA. the NHTSA is propos¬ 
ing other modifications in the disclosure 
form. For purposes of convenience, the 
amended sections and the problems 
identified with each will be discussed in 
sequence. 

The regulation currently requires the 
transferor’s name and address to be on 
the form. To afford the buver with more 
legible and thereby usable information, 
NHTSA proposes to amend $ 580 4(a) to 
specify that the transferor's name and 
address should be printed or tvped. This 
is in addition to the actual signature of 
the transferor required by 6 580 4(a). 
The vehicle identification information 
included on the disclosure statement 
under 6 580 4(a) has nroven beneficial. 
In order to Increase its usefulness, it is 
proposed that the form be made more 
complete by the inclusion of the State 
and the year of the last license plate. 

Subsection 580.4(b) reouires that the 
form disclose the penalties for noncom- 
pliancc. Insofar as the penalties have 
been coa«lderably augmented bv the Mo¬ 
tor Vehicle Information and Cost Sav¬ 
ings Act Amendments of 1976. fPub. L. 
94-364. 90 Stat. 981), it is proposed that 
the new penalties be included In 5 580.- 
4(b) to notify transferees of the remedies 
afforded by the Act. 

NADA suggested and NHTSA agrees 
that in addition to providing the odom¬ 
eter reading, the transferor should 
certify that to the best of his knowledge 
the odometer reading Is true. Tills would 
be provided for in 5 580.4(c)(1). 

Subsection 580.4(c) "would also provide 
alternatives to take care of those situa¬ 
tions where the transferor could not cer¬ 
tify the reading to be true, as in the case 
of a vehicle that hns been driven in ex¬ 
cess of 100.000 miles, and that has only 
the excess mileage registered on its 
odometer. 

Section 408(a) of the Act requires that 
the cumulative mileage be shown on the 
odometer statement, but the regulation 
currently requires only that the odometer 


reading at the time of transfer be fur¬ 
nished, There is presently no adequate 
place on the official form for indicating 
that the actual mileage is In excess of the 
designed mechanical odometer limit of 
99,999 miles. Tilts deficiency would be 
corrected by NADA’s proposal for the ad¬ 
dition of a certification in 5 580.4(c)(2) 
that the odometer reading reflects the 
amount of mileage in excess of the de¬ 
signed mechanical odometer limit. 

One of the major problems encoun¬ 
tered has been the improper use of the 
statement that actual mileage is un¬ 
known. In its petition, NADA noted that 
tills statement has provided a loophole 
for individuals who have actually been 
guilty of rollbacks. Those persons merely 
check this statement, thereby hoping to 
exonerate themselves from blame if the 
mileage is later discovered to be greater 
than they stated it to be at the time of 
sale. In order to close this loophole, and 
at the same time not force transferors 
to certify a mileage to be correct which 
they know to be false. NHTSA proposes 
to adopt a new 5 580.4(c)(3) to allow 
transferors to indicate that the mileage 
is not true and should not be relied upon. 

It is the opinion of NADA and also 
NHTSA that a transferor should certify 
that the odometer was not altered, set 
back, or disconnected while he was the 
owner of the vehicle. This would be ac¬ 
complished by the addition of a new 
5 580.4(d)(1). In order to accommodate 
section 407 of the Act, which allows law¬ 
ful service, repair, or replacement, the 
NHTSA proposes that a new 5 580.4(d) 

(2) would also be added. 

At the present time the seller is re¬ 
quired to sign the disclosure statement. 
Under a new 5 580.4(c) of the proposed 
regulation, the buyer would also be re¬ 
quired to sign the statement. This would 
prevent transferees from claiming that 
they never received a disclosure state¬ 
ment. and would provide them with the 
opportunity to take notice of and read 
the statement rather than merely receive 
it along with a stack of other sales 
documents. 

Some confusion has surrounded 5 580.- 
4(d). which allows State disclosure forms 
to be used In lieu of the Federal form. 
As a result, the word "all” would be added 
to emphasize that if a State form w r ere 
used it must contain every item of infor¬ 
mation that is required by the Federal 
form. This section would also be revised 
to reflect the other revisions in the 
regulations. 

Subsections 580 4 (d) and <e) would 
be renumbered 5 580.4 (f> and (g> re¬ 
spectively in order to allow all of the in¬ 
formation that is required to be on the 
form to be listed sequentially. 

Section 580.6 would be revised to re¬ 
flect the proposed changes in the regula¬ 
tions.

(4> The identity of the vehicle, in¬ 
cluding its make, model, and body type, 
its vehicle identification number, its last 
plate number, and the State and year of 
such plate. 

(b) In addition to the information 
provided under paragraph (a) of this 
section, the statement shall refer to the 
Motor Vehicle Information and Cost 
8avings Act and shall state that incor¬ 
rect information may result in civil lia¬ 
bility and civil or criminal penalties. 

(c) In addition to the information 
provided under paragraph (a) of this 
section. 

(1) The transferor shall certify that 
to the best of his knowledge the odom¬ 
eter reading reflects the actual mileage of 
the vehicle; or 

(2) If the transferor knows that the 
odometer reading reflects the amount of 
mileage in excess of the designed me¬ 
chanical odometer limit of 99.999 miles, 
he shall include a statement to that 
effect; or 

(3) If the transferor knows that the 
odometer reading differs from the num¬ 
ber of miles the vehicle has actually 
traveled and that the difference is 
greater than that caused by odometer 
calibration error, he shall include a 
statement that the odometer reading is 
not the actual mileage, and should not 
be relied upon. 

(d) In addition to the information 
provided under paragraphs (a) and (O 
of this section, the transferor shall 
certify that: 

(1) The odometer was not altered, set 
back, or disconnected while in his posses¬ 
sion, and he has no knowledge of any¬ 
one elsn doing so: or 

(2) The odometer was altered for re¬ 
pair or replacement nurnoses while in his 
possession, and that the mileage regis¬ 
tered on the repaired or replacement 
odometer is either identical to the mile¬ 
age before sneh service or If the odometer 
was incapable of registering the same 
mileage it w f as reset to zero. If the odom¬ 
eter w f as reset to zero, the transferor shall 
al«o nrovide the odometer reading on the 
original odometer or the odometer be¬ 
fore repair. 

(e) The transferee shall acknowledge 
rcceint of the disclosure statement by 
signing it. 

(f> If a document provided under the 
laws or regulations of the State in which 
the transfer occurs contains all of the 
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statements required by paragraphs (a), 
<b), <c). <d>, and (e) of this section, the 
transferor may make the disclosure re¬ 
quired by this section either by execut¬ 
ing the State document or by executing 
the disclosure form specified in i 580.6. 

<g) If there is no State document as 
described in paragraph <d) of this sec¬ 
tion, the transferor shall make the dis¬ 
closure required by this section by exe¬ 
cuting the disclosure form specified in 
§ 580.6.

than 30 days' notice from the date of fil¬ 
ing; and (c) Where a specific commod¬ 
ity rate is published for a specified min¬ 
imum weight at a level lower than the 
general commodity rate applicable for 
such weight, and where a general com¬ 
modity rate Is published for a greater 
minimum weight at a level lower than 
such specific commodity rate, the spe¬ 
cific commodity rate shall be extended 
to all such greater minimum weights at 
the applicable general commodity rate 
level.

1976, as supplemented In its 
memorandum dated November 5, 1976, 
that the Model 6-60-RMS ratio mass 
spectrometer manufactured by Nuclide 
Corporation (Nuclide) Is the most closely 
comparable domestic instrument. 

In connection with the alleged perti¬ 
nent features listed by the applicant, in 
the order listed above, NBS provided the 
following advice:

A bakeable 
inlet system is pertinent to the appli¬ 
cant’s intended purposes. Nuclide’s Model

ment also notes that NBS advised in its 
memorandum of February 23,1976, relat¬ 
ing to Docket Number 74-00302-65-40600 
which is analogous to this application in 
this and in other respects that Nuclide 
could provide an all-metal bakeablc in¬ 
let system at the time the article to which 
that application related was ordered 
(October 19. 1973.) 

(2) Nuclide was able to provide tills 
feature at the time the article was 
ordered. 

(3> Nuclide was able to provide the 
desired sensitivity for CO, at the time the 
article was ordered. 

(4> Nuclide could provide ion pumps 
capable of producing better than 1C* 
torr at the time the article was ordered. 

(5) Nuclide could provide an internal 
precision of up to ±0.0002% for specified 
ratio differences at the time the article 
was ordered. 

(6) Nuclide could provide an optional 
permanent magnet at the time the arti¬ 
cle was ordered. 

<7> Nuclide could provide an accelerat¬ 
ing voltage of 5000 volts at the time the 
foreign article was ordered. 

NBS further advises that the Model 
6-60-RMS provides all the features found 
pertinent within the meaning of S 301.2 
(n) of the regulations. 

NBS concludes with the finding that 
the Nuclide 6-60-RMS ratio mass spec¬ 
trometer is scientifically equivalent to 
the foreign article for the applicant’s in¬ 
tended use. 

For these reasons, we find that the 
Model 6-60-RMS is of equivalent sci¬ 
entific value to the foreign article for the 
applicant’s intended purposes.

February 9.1977. 

In Administrative Order No. 164. is¬ 
sued January 13. 1977. the Commission 
brought to the attention of all bureaus 


and offices the policy of the Commission 
to oxocdltc the disposition of certificate 
applications filed under the Commission’s 
emergency procedures. As one means of 
expedition, the Commission found good 
cause to waive its Rules as to the notice 
period for such applications and directed 
the Secretary to have notices published 
in the Federal Register with a ten-day 
period for protests and interventions. 

With the assistance and cooperation 
of the Staff over the last few weeks, the 
Commission has taken promot aetton on 
numerous emergency filings. In many of 
these cases, notice of the application was 
not required because action was being 
taken under the emergency provisions of 
Section 7(0 of the Natural Gas Act. 
which provides that the Commission may 
i*sue a temporary certificate in cases 
of emergency without notice or hearing. 
In other instances, the Commission 
waived its notice requirements upon a 
finding of good cause for such waiver 
The Commission believes, however, that 
the prompt noticing of emergency appli¬ 
cations allowing a forty-eight hour pe¬ 
riod for protests and comments should 
be set forth as a policy and would be 
helpful to the Commission in Its cm*, 
sideration of such applications 

We shall, therefore, direct the Office of 
the General Counsel to prepare a notice 
upon receiot of any application which 
it anticipates will require prompt con¬ 
sideration by the Commission under Ad¬ 
ministrative Order No. 164. or any other 
type of application the approval of which 
could provide additional and immediate 
volumes of gas to the interstate market. 
Including for example applications to 
import gas under Section 3 of the Nat¬ 
ural Gas Act. We also direct the Secre¬ 
tary to causc such notices to be issued 
promptly providing for a forty-eight 
hour period for protests and comments. 
We shall not require such notices to be 
published in the Federal Register be¬ 
cause of the impossibility of their pub¬ 
lication prior to the expiration of the 
notice period. Promulgation of this Or¬ 
der docs not preclude interim Commis¬ 
sion action within this forty-eight hour 
period if such action is necessary and in 
the public interest.

Order Denying Formation of a Bank Hold¬ 
ing Company and Acquisition of Two 
Bank Holding Companies 

The Jacobus Company, Wauwatosa, 
Wisconsin, and it® 45.4 per cent owned 
subsidiary, Inland Heritage Corporation. 
Wauwatosa, Wisconsin (hereinafter 
Jointly referred to as “Applicant"). both 
of which are bank holding companies 
a itiiin the meaning of the Bank Holding 
Company Act. have applied for the 
Board's approval under section 3 of the 
Bank Holding Company Act (12 U.S.C. 
1842) to acquire all of the voting shares 
of Financial Network Corporation 
<“FNC“), a one-bank holding company 
that owns 95.4 per cent of the voting 
shares of The Beloit State Bank (“Beloit 
Bank"), and to acquire oil the voting 
shares of Community Holding Corpora¬ 
tion <“CHC“), a one-bank holding com¬ 
pany that owns 75.3 per cent of the vot¬ 
ing shares of Community Bank of Beloit 
Community Bank"), all of which are 
located in Beloit. Wisconsin. The pro¬ 
posed acquisition of FNC and CHC would 
be effected through the formation of a 
new holding company to be named In¬ 
land Beloit Corporation, Milwaukee. Wis¬ 
consin. a newly formed corporation 
that Is wholly owned by Inland Her¬ 
itage Corporation and for which a 
section 3(a)(1) application has been 
hied with the Board. The proposed ac¬ 
quisitions would Involve the merger of 
FNC and CHC into Inland Beloit Corpo¬ 
ration, giving Inland Beloit Corporation 
direct ownership of FNC and CHC. As the 


parent companies of Inland Beloit Cor¬ 
poration. The Jacobus Company and In¬ 
land Heritage Corporation would there¬ 
by gain indirect ownership of FNC and 
CHC. FNC and CHC serve no purpose 
other than to hold the stock of their 
respective banks in corporate form, and 
Inland Beloit Corporation serves no pur¬ 
pose other than to facilitate the acquisi¬ 
tion ol FNC and CHC. Accordingly, the 
proposed acquisition of FNC and CHC by 
Inland Beloit Corporation is treated 
herein as the proposed acquisition of 
Beloit Bank and Community Bank by 
Applicant. 

Notice of the applications, affording 
opportunity for interested persons to 
submit comments and views, has been 
given in accordance with section 3(b) of 
the Act. The time for filing comments 
and views has expired, and the Board has 
considered the applications and all com¬ 
ments received in light of the factors set 
forth in section 3(c) of the Act (12 UJS.C. 
1842(0). 

Applicant controls four banks with ag¬ 
gregate deposits of $146.8 million, repre¬ 
senting 1.0 per cent of total commercial 
bank deposits In Wisconsin, and ranks 
as the twelfth largest banking organiza¬ 
tion in that State. Applicant’s acquisition 
of the two banks (aggregate deposits of 
$85.6 million) would increase Applicant's 
share of total commercial bank deposits 
in Wisconsin by 0.57 per cent, and change 
its ranking from the twelfth to the eighth 
largest banking organization in the 
State. The Board Is of the view that the 
proposed acquisition would have no ap¬ 
preciable effect upon the concentration 
of banking resources in Wisconsin. 

Beloit Bank is the second largest of 
14 banking organizations operating in 
the relevant market and controls 20 per¬ 
cent of the market’s deposits, while 
Community Bank Ls ranked 11th in the 
market and controls 1.9 percent of the 
market's deposits. 1 Although Beloit Bank 
and Community Bank both operate 
within the relevant market, they have 
been closely affiliated through common 
ownership since 1966 when principals of 
Beloit Bank chartered Community Bank. 
Since that time the two batiks have had 
common directors, officers, and stock¬ 
holders. and as a result they do not com¬ 
pete with each other. While approval of 
this proposal would foreclose the possi¬ 
bility of Beloit Bank and Community 
Bank becoming disaffiliated in the fu¬ 
ture. the Board does not regard the 
elimination of such an alternative as par¬ 
ticularly adverse in light of the sizes of 
the banks involved and the number of 
competing banks in the market. More¬ 
over. viewed in light of Applicant’s rela¬ 
tive size and the nature of competition 
In the relevant market, the Board is of 
the view that consummation of the pro¬ 
posed acquisition of both Beloit Bank 
and Community Bank by Applicant 
would not result in Applicant gaining 
an excessive share of the deposits in the 
market, nor would it otherwise apprecl-

ably affect the structure of banking com¬ 
petition within the market. 

It does not appear that consummation 
of the proposal would have significantly 
adverse effects on existing or potential 
competition. Applicant is not presently 
represented in the relevant market, and 
its nearest existing banking subsidiary 
to Beloit Bank and Community Bank 
is Heritage Bank of Mt. Pleasant, Mt. 
Pleasant, Wisconsin, which is located 
approximately 60 miles east of Beloit in 
a separate banking market. Accordingly, 
no significant existing competition would 
be eliminated. With respect to potential 
competition, it appears that the distances 
separating Applicant's present subsidiary 
banks and the two banks to be acquired. 
Wisconsin's restrictive branching laws, 
and the rejative unattractiveness of th«> 
area for de novo entry, make It unlikelv 
that significant competition would de¬ 
velop in the future between Applican* * 
and the two banks. Accordingly, on the 
basis of the above and other facts of 
record, the Board concludes that con 
summation of the proposed transaction 
would not have a significantly adverse 
effect on existing or potential competi¬ 
tion. 

Under the Bank Holding Companv 
Act, the Board is required to take into 
consideration the financial and man¬ 
agerial resources and future prospects 
of the Applicant and of the bank(s) to 
be acquired. The subject proposal would 
involve an acquisition debt of $4.8 mil¬ 
lion. which would immediately be re¬ 
duced to $3.6 million from availab’c 
funds. This would represent a substan¬ 
tial addition to Applicant’s already sig¬ 
nificant level of long-term debt.* In th n 
Board’s view, the projected earnings o' 
Applicant would not provide Applicant 
with the necessary funds to meet ttiio 
proposed Increase in its annual debt 
servicing requirements while at the same 
time maintaining and strengthening the 
capital of its existing subsidiary banks.* 
Moreover, the past and projected growth 
in the deposits of Applicant's subsidiaries 
indicates that there will be a need for 
additional capital in those banks during 


• As of September 30. 1976, Applicant's con¬ 
solidated long-term debt to oqulty ratio was 
46 percent, and the addition of $3 6 million 
In acquisition debt would Increase Appli¬ 
cant's long-term debt to equity ratio to 69 
percent. These ratios do not Include The 
Jacobus Company, since The Jacobus Com¬ 
pany is required to dispose of Its Interest 
In Inland Heritage Corporation os a result 
of the 1970 Amendment to the Bank Holding 
Company Act and commitments made to the 
Board In connection with previous applica¬ 
tions under the Act. Accordingly, while The 
Jacobus Company la currently a source of 
strength to Applicant's subsidiary banks, 
that will not continue, and thus It is ap¬ 
propriate to exclude The Jacobus Company 
from the above ratios.

Applicant would 
remain highly leveraged. 
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the debt retirement period, existing sub¬ 
sidiaries arc in need of capital, and ap¬ 
proval of this proposal would detract 
Applicant's financial and managerial re¬ 
sources from meeting such needs. Under 
these circumstances, the Board believes 
that Applicant should direct its financial 
resources toward strengthening its exist¬ 
ing subsidiaries before seeking further 
expansion of its banking interests. Ac¬ 
cordingly. the Board concludes that con¬ 
siderations relating to the financial and 
managerial resources and future pros¬ 
pects weigh against approval of the ap¬ 
plications. 

In the Board s view the above adverse 
financial factors involved with Appli¬ 
cant's proposal are not outweighed by 
any convenience and needs considera¬ 
tions. It appears that the banking needs 
of the relevant market are being well 
served at the present time, and that 
Beloit Bank and Community Bank are 
generally competitive with the other 
banks operating in the market. While af¬ 
filiation with Applicant might enhance 
the two banks' overall ability in meeting 
the needs of the relevant market, any 
public benefits that might result from 
approval are not sufficient to outweigh 
the adverse effects specified herein. Ac¬ 
cordingly. it is the Board’s judgment that 
approval of the applications would not be 
in the public interest and that the ap¬ 
plications should be denied. 

On the basis of the record,* * the appli¬ 
cations are denied for the reasons sum¬ 
marized above.

cal purposes on the basis of the com¬ 
ponent materia] of chief value. In addi¬ 
tion. the quantitative restraints on im¬ 
ports of textiles, imposed pursuant to 
the Arrangement Regarding Interna¬ 
tional Trade in Textiles, are adminis¬ 
tered in accordance with the 7-digit sta¬ 
tistical classes of the TSUSA and, thin, 
such restraints are also governed by the 
“chief-value** method. 

In order to provide the requisite bn.-Ls 
for assessing the probable domestic Im¬ 
pact of changing to a chief-weigh*. 
method of classifying imports of textile 
articles in the TSUSA. it is necessar: 
to establish appropriate guidelines or 
rules which, if enacted into the TSUS.

Proposed Rules for Changing the 
Basis tor the Tariff Classification 
of Articles Composed of Blends of 
Textile Materials From Chief Value 
to Chief Weight 

For purposes of determining chief 
weight in the conduct of investigation 
332-82. the provisions of the TSUS ap¬ 
plicable to imports of textile articles 
should be treated as if they had been 
amended as follows: 

(a> By deleting headnote 7 to sched¬ 
ule 3 and substituting in lieu thereof 
the following new headnote:

(v) Man-made fibers, and 

(vt) Other textile materials. 

and an article is in chief weight of one 
of these classes if the weight of the 
materials of such class is greater than 
the weight of the materials of each 
other class in the article; 

(c) An article is in chief weight of 
a named textile material within a class 
specified in paragraph (b) , if the weight 
of such named textile material is greater 
than the weight of each other material 
in its class and is also greater than the 
weight of the material of each other 
class in the article; 

(d) An article is in chief weight of 
textile materials if the aggregate weight 
of all such materials In the article is 
greater than the weight of each separate 
non textile component material in the 
article (other than a non textile material 
that, as provided for elsewhere in the 
schedules, is to be disregarded in making 
the chief weieht determination). whether 
or not in chief value of such nontextile 
component material; and 

(e) An article which is in chief weight 
of textile materials as provided for in 
paragraph (d> is to be classified as being 
in chief weight of the named class of 
textile materials or of the named tex¬ 
tile material in such article as provided 
for in paragraphs (b) and (c). respec¬ 
tively, regardless of the weight of the 
respective nontextile component mate¬

(b) By substituting the term “chief 
weight" for the term “chief value" wher¬ 
ever it appears in the article descrip¬ 
tions of schedule 3 and In the following 
schedule and subpart headnotes in 
schedules 3 and 7 of the TSUS; 

(1) Schedule 3 headnotes 3<c) and 
4(b). 

(2) Schedule 3. part 1, subpart F 
headnote ha); 

(3) Schedule 3. part 5. subpart A 
headnote 3 and subpart B headnote 2; 
and 

(4) Schedule 7. part 1. subpart C 
headnote 2 and subpart D headnote 3. 

EXPLANATION OP PROPOSED RULES 

Purpose 

The proposed rules provide for an 
across-the-board substitution of chief 
weight for chief value as the basis for 
classifying for duty, statistical, and 
quota purposes Imports of textile articles 
made of two or more classes of textile 
materials or of textile and nontextile 
materials. 

Current Customs Treatment of Textile 
Articles 

Textile articles imported into the 
United States are currently subject to 
duty in schedule 3 and parts of schedule 
7 of the TSUS. Except as provided for in 
headnote 7 to schedule 3 in regard to 
fabrics of wool.* the rate of duty provi¬ 
sions applicable to textile articles are 
governed by general headnote 9(f) (1) of 
the TSUS which defines the term of 
when used between the description of 
an article and a material to mean that 
the article is wholly or in chief value of 
the named material. The term chief 
value, In turn, is defined in general head- 
note 10(f) to mean that an article Is in 
chief value of a material if such material 
exceeds In value each other single com¬ 
ponent of the article. 

The TSUS format and concepts, in¬ 
cluding the chief value concept, also gov¬ 
ern the collection of import statistics 
and the administration of the quantita¬ 
tive restraints on imports. 

Proposed Changes 

Section (a) of the proposed rules 
would establish chief weight as the basis 
for determining the applicable classifi¬ 
cations and rates of duty for all compos¬ 
ite textile articles. These provisions not 
only would take precedence over the 
chief value concept of general headnote 
9(f), but would also outline systemati¬ 
cally and in detail the requirements for 


■ Headnote 7 to schedule 3 of the TSUS 
provide* ait follows: 

7. With respect to fabrics provided for In 
part 3 (other than fabrics valued over $2 
per pound provided for in Item 337.50) and 
In part 4 of this schedule, provisions for fab¬ 
rics in chief value of wool shall also aoply to 
fabrics In chief weight of wool (whether or 
not in chief value of wool). For the purposes 
of the preceding sentence, a fabric Is In chief 
weight of wool II the weight of the wool com¬ 
ponent Is greater than the weight of each 
other textile component (l.e., cotton, vegeta¬ 
ble fibers except cotton, silk, manmade fibers, 
or other textile materials) of the fabric. 


making the necessary weight compari¬ 
sons of the respective component ma¬ 
terials in imported textile articles. 

In general, the weight comparisons of 
the respective component materials in 
an article would be made on the same 
ba«ls as is currently used in the admin¬ 
istration of chief value. Some variations, 
however, would be introduced to insure 
that the administration of chief weight 
would be certain and predictable and 
would produce uniform classification re¬ 
sults. 

The new headnote provisions would 
make no change in the customs treat¬ 
ment of textile articles which are made 
whollv of a single class of textile ma¬ 
terials. Nor would there be any change 
in the customs treatment of composite 
textile articles in those instances where 
chtef weight and chief value produce the 
same classification results. There is little 
doubt, however, that the adoption of the 
headnote would cause some changes in 
the duty and quota treatment of some of 
the imports of composite textile articles 
and also possibly in the character of 
specifications of such imports. 

Section (b) of the proposed rules 
makes conforming changes in various 
headnotes and article descriptions In 
schedules 3 and 7 of the TSUS bv substi¬ 
tuting the term "chief weight" for the 
term "chief value" wherever that term 
apoears in those schedules. 

In the following pages, theoretical ex¬ 
amples are provided to illustrate the 
classification technique which would be 
used under the chief weight classifica¬ 
tion system provided for by these rules. 
For the sake of comparison, these exam¬ 
ples also Illustrate the classification 
technique which is currently used under 
the chief value classification system pro¬ 
vided for in the TSUS. To simplify the 
comparisons, the percentages of each 
component material shown in each ex¬ 
ample are assumed to be identical for 
weight and value. Needless to say, it Is 
unlikely the percentages of each compo¬ 
nent material would be identical by 
weight and value in actual practice. 
Also, in the following pages is a discus¬ 
sion of the classification of textiles un¬ 
der the CCCN * and a comparison with 
the present practice under the TSUS 
and under the proposed rules. 

Proposed headnote 7 is divided into 
five paragraphs—(a) through (e)—each 
one of which is explained separately 
below. 

Paragraph (a) of proposed headnote 
7. In schedule 3 and certain parts of 
schedule 7 of the TSUS, provision is 
made for various articles of textile ma¬ 
terials. a class of textile materials, a 
named textile material within any such 
class, or any of the foregoing and speci¬ 
fied nontextile materials. The term of. 
so used, currently means—in accordance 
with general headnote 9(f)(1)—that 
such articles are wholly or in chief value 
of the designated material or materials. 
Paragraph (a) of proposed headnote 7 


■ Custom* Cooperation Council Nomencla¬ 
ture. formerly known as the Brussels Tariff 
Nomenclature or BTN. 
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would render general headnote 9(f) 
inapplicable by changing the definition 
of the term of when used in such cir¬ 
cumstances to mean wholly or in chief 
weight. 

The term "textile materials” is defined 
in headnotc 2(a) of schedule 3. The first 
two elements of this definition, which 
generally reflect the structure of the tex¬ 
tile rate provisions of the TSUS, also 
undergird the proposed rules. 

Paragraph <b) of proposed hcadnote 7. 
Paragraph <b) would specifically identify 
the classes of textile materials referred 
to in paragraph (a) <il) as being six in 
number, viz,, cotton, vegetable fibers (ex¬ 
cept cotton), wool and related animal 
hair, silk, man-made fibers, and other 
textile materials provided for In the re¬ 
spective subparts of part 1 of schedule 3. 
Paragraph <b> also would provide that 
an article is in chief weight of one of 
these classes— 

If the weight of the materials of such class 
K greater than the weight of the materials 
of each other class In the article. 

Thus, for the purpose of determining 
chief weight—when materials from two 
or more of the six classes are contained 
in an article that is dutiable under one of 
two or more TSUS rate provisions— 
comparisons would be made only be¬ 
tween those individual classes actually 
involved, even when two or more classes 
are combined in a single TSUS rate 
provision. 

Example J—Pile fabric*: Of cotton, of 
vegetable fibers (except cotton), of wool, of 
silk. of man-made fibers, other. 

Pile fabric, consisting of 30% cotton, 30% 
Jute, and 40% man-made fibers by weight 
would be classified under the provision for 
pile fabric of mAn-made fibers in part 4A 
of schedule 3 under the proposed rules. 
Similarly, knit fabric also consisting of 30% 
cotton. 30% jute, and 40% man-made fibers 
by weight, which is provided for under the 
following provision In part 4A of schedule 3 
of the TSUS: 

Knit fabrics: Of vegetable fibers, of wool, 
of silk, of man-made fibers, other, would be 
classified under the provision for knit fabric 
of man-made fibers under the proposed clas¬ 
sification scheme. 

In the foregoing example, assuming 
identical percentages by value for the 
specified components, no classification 
change would be involved for pile fabrics, 
but under current practice knit fabrics 
so described would be regarded as being 
in chief value of vegetable fibers rather 
than of man-made fibers. 

Example 2 *—'The tarirr structure of the 
cordage provisions in part 2 of schedule 3 
combines two of the classes provided for In 
paragraph (b) lie. cotton and vegetable 
fibers (except cotton))). The principal rate 
ctaa*>s are set forth below— 

Cordage: Of vegetable fibers of cotton, 
of hard (leaf) fibers, of coir, of lute, other. 
Of wool, of silk, of man-made fibers, other. 

Cordago consisting of 30'; cotton. 30% 
Jute, and 40% man-made fibers by weight 
would be classified under the provl c lon for 
cordage of man-made fibers under the pro¬ 
posed classification system Under current 
clarification practice, cordage consisting of 
30 'r cotton. 30 % Jute, and 40% man-made 


fibers by value would be classified under the 
provision for ccrdage of vegetable fibers, 
other. Under the proposed rules, three classes 
were competing—cotton (30%), vegetable 
fibers (except cotton) (30 f ; ). and man-made 
fibers (40%)—with man-made fibers pre¬ 
dominating by weight, while under curr?nt 
practice there were only two competing 
classes—vegetable fibers (consoling tf cotton 
(30%) and jute (30' )) and man-made 
fibers (40%)—with vegetable fibers predom¬ 
inating by value (but with no individual 
vegetable fiber predominating by value). 

Example 3 —Floor coverings not specially 
provided for. of textile materials:

Paragraph <c) of proposed headnote 7. 
Paragraph <c) is a corollary provision to 
paragraph <b>. It would establish the 
rule for determining whether an article 
is in chief weight of a named material 
within a class of textile materials speci¬ 
fied in paragraph (b). Under this rule, 
which Is consistent in principle with 
paragrah <b). an article would be in 
chief weight of a named material— 

If the weight of such named textile mate¬ 
rial Is greater t*an thr weight cf each ether 
material l.i its class und la also greater than 
the welrhl of the material of each other 
class In the article. 

Eiaviple 4—Cordage Of vegetable fibers: 
Of cotton, cf hard (leaf) fibers, of coir, of 
Jute, other. Of wcot, of silk, of tnan-mnde 
fibers, other. 

Cordage, provided for In p3rt 2 of *rhed- 
ule 3 consisting of 30% coir. 40%. and 30% 
man-made fiber by weight would be classified 
under the provision fer cordage of Jute un¬ 
der the prooosed classification system *lnce 
Jute predominates by weight over the other 
component materia] in Us class (coir) and 
the other class of textile material* in the 
article (man-made fibers). The same classi¬ 
fication would result under current practice 
If the percentages were the same by value. 

Paragraph id) of proposed hcadnote 
7. Paragraph (d> sets forth the rule of 
comparison bv weight of composite ar¬ 
ticles, i.e.. articles in part of textile ma¬ 
terials and in part of nontextJle mate¬ 
rials. Under this rule, an nrticle would 
be in chief weight of textile materials— 

If the aggregate weight of nil such mate- 
rial*: In the article M greater than the weight 
of each separate nontextile component ma¬ 
teria! In the article (other than a non¬ 
textile material that, a* provided for else¬ 
where In the schedules, is to be disregarded 
in making the chief weight determination), 
whether or not in chief value of such non¬ 
textile component material. 

This provision is necessary' 4n order to 
provide for the systematic classification 
of articles which are in chief value of 
one material and in chief weight of an¬ 


other. This is not currently a problem 
In the TSUS since, at the present time, 
articles made of blends of fibers are gen¬ 
erally classified in the textile provisions 
of the TSUS on the basis of the com¬ 
ponent fiber of chief value. 

Example 5—A garment which Is trimmed 
with leather or fur may be in chief value 
of leather or fur; however, If the textile ma¬ 
terials of the garment outweigh each aeporaie 
nontextile component material of the gar¬ 
ment (i.e„ leather or fur), the garment 
would be classifiable under the aoparel pro¬ 
vision* of schedule 3 under the proposed 
clarification scheme, whether or not the 
garment was in chief value of leather or of 
fur. 

Paragraph (e) of proposed headnote 7. 
Paragraph fe> is a corollary provision to 
paragraph <d>. It would establish the 
rule for determining t.he classification of 
an article which is in chief weight of 
textile materials as provided for in para¬ 
graph (d). Under this rule, which is con¬ 
sistent in principle with paragraph fd>. 
an article in chief weight of textile ma¬ 
ma te rials— 

I* to he classified as being In chief weight 
of the named class of textile material* or of 
the named textile material In such article ux 
provided for in paragraphs (b) and (c), re¬ 
spectively. regardK of the weight cf the 
respective nontax tUc component materials 
in the article. 

This rule would make clear that a rate 
provision in the textile schedule would 
apply even if a nontextile component 
material in the article exceeded by 
weight each relevant textile component 
in the article but did not exceed the 
aggregate weight of such textile com¬ 
ponent materials. 

Example 6 —Textile fabrics. Including 
laminated fabrics, not specially provided for 
Of cotton, of vegetable fibers, except cotton, 
of woo], of Kilk. of man-made fibers, other 

Such a fabric, provided for under part 4C 
of schedule 3, which is 35% cotton. 25' 
man-made fibers, nncl 40% leather by weight 
would be classified a* a textile fabric of cot¬ 
ton under the proposed rules.

(b) All other good* are to be clarified a* If 
con»‘*tlng whclly of that one textile material 
which predominates in weight over any other 
single textile material 

(B) For t>'e purposes of the above rules: 

(a) MetMIlred vara shall be treated ns a 
single tcxt’le material and it* weight Khali be 
taken a* the aggregate of the weight of the 
textile and metal component*, and, for the 
cta&sincatlan of woven fabrics, metal thread 
Is to be regarded os a textile material: 

(b) Where n heading In question refer* to 
gords of different textile material* <for ex¬ 
ample. Fltk and waste MIk or carded sheep’s 
or lamb's wool and combed sheep'* or lamb’* 
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wool), all those materials shall be treated aa 
being one and the same; 

(c) Except as provided In (B)(a>. the 
weight of conatltutents other than textile 
materials Is not to be Included in the weight 
of the goods. 

In determining which textile material 
predominates by weight under section 
note 2(A) (b) a comparison is made of 
the various headings in chapters 50 to 
57 * * since the term “textile materials/* as 
used in that note, is not defined. This Is 
similar in anproach to the present prac¬ 
tice under the TSUS (with respect to the 
determination of chief value) but differs 
from the approach suggested by the pro¬ 
posed rules which require a comparison 
between the six classes enumerated in 
paragraph (b) of the proposed rules. It 
Is believed desirable to limit the com¬ 
parison to these six classes in order to 
achieve uniformity of classification. 

The Customs Cooperation Council Is 
curently involved in the drafting of the 
Harmonized Commodity Description and 
Coding Svstem. a detailed commodity 
classification system adaptable for mod¬ 
ernized customs tariff nomenclature 
purposes and for recording, handling, 
and reporting of transactions in inter¬ 
national trade. The Harmonized System 
may eventually replace the CCCN Classi¬ 
fication principles with respect to textile 
articles consisting of two or more textile 
materials under the Harmonized Sys¬ 
tem have not yet been formulated. 

The provisions for the classification of 
composite textile products of chapters 
50 to 57 apply to mixed products com¬ 
posed of textile and nontextile materials 
only if their essential character is that 
of textile products of chapters 50 to 57. 
Paragraph <d) of the proposed rules con¬ 
tains a similar provision which seeks to 
distinguish between textile and non- 
textile articles on the basis of chief 
weight. 

Section note 2<B>(c) provides that In 
determining which textile material 
predominates by weight, the weight of 
constituents other than textile materials 
is not included In the weight of the prod¬ 
uct. This provision is identical in scope to 
paragraph (e) of the proposed rules.

The International Atomic Energy 
Agency i IAEA) is developing a limited 
number of internationally acceptable 
codes of practice and safety guides for 
nuclear power plants. These codes and 
guides will be developed in the follow r ing 
five areas: Government Organization. 
Siting, Design, Operation, and Quality 


Assurance. The purpose of these codes 
and guides is to provide IAEA guidance 
to countries beginning nuclear power 
programs. 

The IAEA Codes of Practice and Safe¬ 
ty Guides arc developed in the following 
way. The IAEA receives and collates rel¬ 
evant existing information used by mem¬ 
ber countries. Using this collation as a 
starting point, an IAEA Working Group 
of a few experts then develops a prelim¬ 
inary draft. Tills preliminary draft is 
reviewed and modified by the IAEA 
Technical Review Committee to the ex¬ 
tent necessary to develop a draft accept¬ 
able to them. This draft Code of Prac¬ 
tice or Safety Guide Ls then sent to the 
IAEA Senior Advisory Group which re¬ 
views and modifies the draft as neces¬ 
sary to reach agreement on the draft and 
then forwards it to the IAEA Secretariat 
to obtain comments from the member 
states. The Senior Advisory Group then 
considers the member state comments, 
again modifies the draft as necessary to 
reach agreement and forwards it to the 
IAEA Director General with a recom¬ 
mendation that it be accepted. 

As part of this program. Safety Guide, 
SG-QA3. “Quality Assurance for Pro¬ 
curement of Items and Services for Nu¬ 
clear Power Plants." has been developed. 
The Working Group draft of this Safety 
Guide was modified by the IAEA Tech¬ 
nical Review Committee on Quality As¬ 
surance w’hich met in November 1976. 
and we are soliciting public comments on 
this modified draft. Comments on this 
draft received by April 29, 1977 will be 
useful to the U.8. representatives to the 
Technical Review Committee and Senior 
Advisory Group in evaluating its ade¬ 
quacy prior to the next IAEA discussion.

I 

The Florida Power and Light Company 
(the Licensee), is the holder of Facility 
Operating License No. DPR-41 which 
authorizes the operation of the nuclear 
power reactor known as Turkey Point 
Unit No. 4 (the facility) at steady state 
reactor power levels not in excess of 2200 
thermal megawatts (rated power). The 
facility is a pressurized water reactor 
fPWRi located at the Licensee's site in 
Dade County Florida. 

II 

On December 3. 1976 the staff issued 
Amendment No. 20 to License No. DPR- 
41 that addressed operation of Turkey 
Point Unit No. 4 under conditions in 
which some steam generator tubes have 
been plugged as a result of denting 
caused by corrosion of the tube support 
plate in the annular spaces where the 
tubes penetrate the tube support plate. 
Amendment 20 limited operation to 60 
equivalent days unless prior approval was 
granted by the NRC. The licensee has 
since that time submitted additional in¬ 
formation concerning structural integ¬ 
rity of the steam generator tube support 
plates and steam generator • tubes. The 
NRC staff has evaluated this supplemen¬ 
tal information and has assessed con¬ 
tinued safe operation of the facility. This 
evaluation is set forth in the staff’s 
Safety Evaluation Relating to Steam 
Generator Tube Integrity which is being 
finalized. The staff’s conclusions are de¬ 
scribed in this Order. 

With the tubes in row 1 plugged, com¬ 
bined growth of the upper tube support 
plate over a period of some months will 
result in stresses below those which 
would cause the onset of stress corrosion 
cracking in the U-bend region of tubes 
in row 2 and beyond. Although there 
will be increased stress in the tube sup¬ 
port plate as a result of tube support 
plate growth, the staff has concluded 
that neither buckling of the tube sup- 
pprt plate nor damage to the steam 
generator shell, through loads on the 
wrapper and channel spacer, would 
develop. 


Continued growth of the tube support 
plate continues to impose stresses on the 
tubes and may result in the development 
of stress corrosion cracks in denting 
locations. The staff has considered the 
effect of the development of stress cor¬ 
rosion cracking during the course of 
operation of this facility, and has as¬ 
sessed the effect of such cracks in con¬ 
junction with steam line break and loss 
of coolant accident events. The staff has 
concluded that under the additional 
limitations on tube leakage set forth In 
this order, the effect of continued dent¬ 
ing on the consequences of the steam 
line break event would be a fraction of 
Part 100, and the effect on continued 
denting on LOCA events would not be 
significant. These events are of extreme¬ 
ly low probability, and would be espe¬ 
cially so for the limited period covered by 
this Order. 

The additional limitations set forth 
in this Order will provide reasonable 
assurance that the public health and 
safety will not be endangered. 

After discussion with the staff the 
licensee has proposed to modify the 
limitations applicable to this facility In 
the manner sot forth in this Order. The 
NRC staff believes that the licensee's 
actions, under the circumstances, arc 
appropriate and should be confirmed by 
NRC order.

MAPPING OF SPECIAL HAZARD AREAS 

List of Communities With Detailed Engi¬ 
neering Data Concerning Flood Hazards 

The purpose of this notice is to list 
communities with areas of special flood 
or mudslide or erosion hazards in accord¬ 
ance with Part 1915 of Title 24 of the 
Code of Federal Regulations as author¬ 
ized by the National Flood Insurance 
Program (42 U.S.C. 4001-4128 ) for which 
the Federal Insurance Administrator has 
usually provided detailed engineering 
data. This data concerning the actual 
risk in those communities’ special flood 
hazard areas is to provide guidance so 
that communities may adopt and enforce 
appropriate flood plain management 
measures to minimize damage caused by 
flood losses and to guide future construc¬ 
tion. where practicable, away from loca¬ 
tions which are threatened by flood 
hazards. 

The Flood Disaster Protection Act of 
1973 requires the purchase of flood in¬ 
surance on and after March 2. 1974. as 
a condition of receiving any form of 
Federal or Federally related financial as¬ 
sistance for acquisition or construction 
purposes in an identified flood plain area 
having special flood hazards that is lo¬ 
cated within any community participat¬ 
ing in the National Flood Insurance 
Program. 

One year after the Identification of the 
community as flood prone, the require¬ 
ment applies to all identified special flood 
hazard areas within the community, so 
that, after that date, no such financial 
assistance can legally be provided for ac¬ 
quisition and construction in these areas 
unless the community has entered the 
program. The prohibition, however, does 
not apply to loans by a Federally regu¬ 
lated, insured, supervised or approved 
bank prior to March 1, 1976. to finance 
the acquisition of a previously occupied 
residential dwelling. 

Construction of structures after the 
effective date of an in itial Flood Insur¬ 
ance Rate Map (FIRM) is required to 
comply with appropriate flood plain 
management requirements adopted by 
communities participating in the pro¬ 
gram. Structures which arc not in com¬ 
pliance with state or local flood plain 
management ordinances may be deter¬ 
mined to be uninsurable for purposes of 
the National Flood Insurance Program 
If declared to be constructed in violation 
of state or local law by a duly constituted 
public body, such as a State Water Re¬ 
sources Agency or City Council, thereby 
limiting the financing of such structures 
to non-Federal or Federally related 
sources. Structures built that do not 
comply with such ordinances may bear 
high flood insurance premiums if in¬ 


surance continues to be available and 
is required. Thus, the effective date of 
a revised FIRM may change the require¬ 
ments both for insurance and flood plain 
management purposes for construction 
started after that date. 

The effective date of a FIRM is of 
particular importance to individuals 
starting construction after that date be¬ 
cause of the need for compliance with 
community ordinances, and because the 
degree of compliance will directly affect 
the flood insurance premium rate for the 
structure. 

The list is published on an approxi¬ 
mately semi-annual basis, and was last 
published on Friday. June 25, 1976, at 41 
FR 26403. That list is superseded and re¬ 
vised by this publication. 


Accordingly. § 1915.4 of Chapter X of 
Title 24 of the Code of Federal Regula¬ 
tions is revised as follows: 

§ 1915.1 Llftt of com inunit ic* with de¬ 
tailed engineering data (FIRM**). 

<a) Genera/—This section provides a 
cumulative list of communities for 
which the Administrator already has in 
effect, or has scheduled to have in effect, 
a FIRM, thereby usually providing water 
surface elevations for all or portions of 
Zones A and V.

The rule, in 
addition to the inclusion of several sub¬ 
stantive changes indicated herein, re¬ 
flects a variety of minor editorial correc 
tlons and several definition changes to 
clarify the intent of language. Following 
is a summary of comments received, to¬ 
gether with a discussion of the disposi¬ 
tion of each. 

One comment noted that section 5 of 
the National Foundation on the Arts 
and Humanities Act of 1965 was omitted 
from the list of Federal programs eligible 
for supplementary grant assistance, con¬ 
tained in $ 720.1(b) (2) (i) of the regula¬ 
tions. S 720.1(b) (2) (1) has now been 
amended to correct this omission. 

Another comment suggested adding 
historic resources to the list of factors 
under § 720.17(c) (1) to be considered in 
evaluating a project for environmental 
impacts and adding Executive Order 
11593 to the list of relevant statutes and 
regulations under § 720.17(c) (2) with 
which project planning and develop¬ 
ment must comply. These additions have 
been included. However, a further sug¬ 
gestion that a statement be included in 
the rule to the effect that even when an 
environmental impact statement is not 
required, compliance with Federal laws 
and regulations protecting historic re¬ 
sources is still necessary, was not ac¬ 
cepted since it would be superfluous in 
light of the detailed and comprehensive 
reauirements in 1 720.17. 

Another comment suggested amending 
the first sentence of $ 720.16 to require 
Developers to secure Federal as well as 
State and local governmental approvals. 
Such comment has been accepted and 
i 720.16 has been so amended. 

A comment was received expressing 
concern regarding the inflationary im¬ 
pact of the proposed rule to the extent 
that the Program's costs may exceed the 
resultant benefits and urging the Depart¬ 
ment to temporarily postpone the expan¬ 
sion of guarantees in the new communi¬ 
ties area. The authority for the Secre¬ 
tary to guarantee principal obligations 
in an aggregate amount of up to $500 
million is derived from the Act rather 
than from the proposed rule, which is 
designed to implement the law In a man¬ 
ner which achieves the purposes of the

Act and best protects the security inter¬ 
ests of the United States. As stated In the 
preamble, the proposed rule applies only 
to existing approved projects and does 
not alter the current moratorium con¬ 
cerning new project applications Accord¬ 
ingly. the above comment appears mis¬ 
directed and is not relevant to the pro¬ 
posed rule. 

Another comment objected that the 
proposed rule perpetuates rather than re¬ 
solves the problems encountered in ad¬ 
ministering the program to date and falls 
to define the role and responsibility of 
the various parties involved in a new 
community project so as to limit the 
Secretary's administrative discretion. 
Further criticism is made of the failure 
of the proposed rule to recognize the dual 
Developer concept as a basis for clarify¬ 
ing the relationship between public and 
private interests or to define the role of 
State and local government in a new 
community project. In that regard, an¬ 
other commentator suggested that the 
Regulations require specific delineation 
of a program or process to achieve coop¬ 
eration and coordination with relevant 
public entities as a basts for establishing 
“reasonable assurance" of necessary fu¬ 
ture approvals and support from such en¬ 
tities. In addition, the comment criti¬ 
cized the proposed rule for: (1) failing 
to address the issue of inter-agency co¬ 
operation and its relationship to new 
communities; (2) making no provision 
for resolving conflicts between the vari¬ 
ous parties Involved In a new community 
project; and (3) failing to clarify the 
basis for approving transactions between 
a Developer and Interested Persons. 

The rule being adopted substantially 
revises the July 31, 1971 notice of pro¬ 
posed rulemaking to reflect the operating 
experience of the Department since pas¬ 
sage of the Act. However, many of the 
problems encountered can only be dealt 
with effectively in the context of a spe¬ 
cific project, and it would be inappropri¬ 
ate to deal with such issues by regula¬ 
tion. The rule now follows the Act in de¬ 
fining the role and responsibility of vari¬ 
ous parties Involved in a new community 
and establishes general criteria for deter¬ 
mining the eligibility of a project for as¬ 
sistance and specific factors to be consid¬ 
ered In evaluating a particular element 
of the plan or program against require¬ 
ments of the Act. To the extent possible 
and desirable, the rule now' provides for 
the resolution of conflicts under § 720.66. 
Remedies of the Secretary. The final rule 
does not specifically recognize the dual 
Developer concept. It does, however, 
stress the need for coordination and co¬ 
operation between a proviate Developer 
and affected governmental entities and 
permits maximum flexibility in structur¬ 
ing an appropriate governmental role 
which could involve such a concept. In 
view' of the varying, but normally limited, 
ability of local officials to commit local 
governments to a course of action over 
the fifteen- to twenty-year development 
period for a new community, it was felt 
that the imposition of requirements be¬ 
yond those stated in i 720.16 would be 
unrealistic. The issue of inter-agency co¬ 


operation in relation to new communi¬ 
ties Is outside the scope of this rulemak¬ 
ing. The related comment contemplates 
executive federal action at a level higher 
than this Department While the De¬ 
partment Is now' exploring alternatives 
for fostering such cooperation, it is not 
appropriate to defer action on this rule 
pending the outcome of such efforts. De¬ 
tailed procedures and criteria for ap¬ 
proving Interested Person Transactions 
are set forth in detail in a HUD Hand¬ 
book which was issued in January 1977 
A finding of inapplicability of section 
102(2X0 of the National Environmen¬ 
tal Policy Act of 1969 has been made 
pursuant to HUD Handbook 1390.1. The 
environmental Inapplicability statement 
is available in the Office of the Rule* 
Docket Clerk, Room 10141. UB. Depart¬ 
ment of Housing and Urban Development 
in Washington. D.C. 

It is hereby certified that the economic 
and infiattonary impacts of this rule have 
been carefully evaluated in accordance 
with OMB Circular No. A-107. 

As stated in the Notice of Proposed 
Rulemaking, on January 14. 1975, the 
Secretary directed that the processing of 
applications on hand and the acceptance 
of applications for guarantee assistance 
to new projects be suspended. As a re¬ 
sult, this rule applies only to existing ap¬ 
proved projects and does not alter the 
current moratorium concerning new 
project applications.

§ 720.1 Statement of applicable lav. 

(a) Purposes of act. The declared pur¬ 
poses of Part B of the Urban Growth and 
*ew Community Development Act of 
1970 (42 U.S.C. 4511-32) are to; 

(1) Provide Private Developers and 
State and Local Public Bodies (including 
gional or metropolitan public bodies 
and agencies) with financial and other 
distance necessary for encouraging the 
orderly development of well-planned, 
iiversifled, and economically sound new 
immunities, including major additions 
to existing communities, and to do so In 
manner which will rely to the maxi¬ 
mum extent on private enterprise; 

<2) Strengthen the capacity of State 
md local governments to deal with local 
problems; 

(3) Preserve and enhance both the 
natural and urban environment: 
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(4) Increase for all persons, partic¬ 
ularly members of minority groups, the 
available choices of locations for living 
and working, thereby providing a more 
just economic and social environment; 

(5) Encourage the fullest utilization 
of the economic potential of older central 
cities, smaller towns, and rural commu¬ 
nities; 

(6) Assist in the efficient production 
of a steady supply of residential, com¬ 
mercial. and industrial building sites at 
reasonable costs; 

(7) Increase the capability of all seg¬ 
ments of the homebuilding Industry, in¬ 
cluding both small and large producers, 
to utilize Improved technology in pro¬ 
ducing the large volume of well-designed. 
Inexpensive housing needed to accommo¬ 
date population growth; 

(8) Help create neighborhoods de¬ 
signed for easier access between the 
places where people live and the places 
where they work and find recreation; 

(9) Encourage desirable innovation in 
meeting domestic problems whether 
physical, economic, or social; and 

(10) Improve the organizational ca¬ 
pacity of the Federal Government to 
carry out programs of assistance for the 
development of new communities and 
the revitalization of the nation’s urban 
areas. 

(b) Applicability of this part. This 
Part Is applicable to the following au¬ 
thorities of the Secretary (acting through 
the Corporation for the purposes of para¬ 
graph (b)(1) of this section) under the 
Act and under other provisions of law, 
to assist new community Projects: 

(1) The guarantee of debt obligations 
issued by. or on behalf of. Developers for 
the purpose of assisting in the financing 
of new community Projects; 

(2) Making supplementary grants for 
the purpose of assisting in the provision 
of facilities which arc necessary or de¬ 
sirable for carrying out Projects. The au¬ 
thority to make such grants is subject 
to the following limitations: 

(1) Supplementary grants may be 
made only for the purpose of assisting 
in the provision of facilities for which 
grants have been made under the fol¬ 
lowing provisions of law: 8ectlon 3 of the 
Urban Mass Transportation Act of 1964 
(49 U.S.C. 1602); (23 U.S.C. 120(a)) 
(highways other than Interstate): sec¬ 
tion 19 of the Airport and Airway De¬ 
velopment Act of 1970 (49 U.8.C. 1719); 
Title VT of the Public Health Service Act 
(42 U.S.C. 291) (hospital and medical fa¬ 
cilities) ; Title n of the Library Services 
and Construction Act (20 U.S.C. 355(a)); 
section 5 of the Land and Water Con¬ 
servation Fund Act of 1961 <16 U.S.C. 
460(1)): Title VTI of the Housing Act of 
1961 (42 U.S.C. 1500): section 702 or 703 
of the Housing and Urban Development 
Act of 1965 ( 42 U.S.C. 3102-3); section 8 
of the Federal Water Pollution Control 
Act (33 U.S.C. 1281); section 306(a)(2) 
of the Consolidated Farmers Home Ad¬ 
ministration Act (7 UB.C. 1926(a) (2));

(11) No supplementary grant may ex¬ 
ceed 20 percent of the total eligible costs 
of providing the facility for which the 
grant 1s made, as determined by the Fed¬ 
eral department or agency which makes 
a grant specified in paragraph (b) (2) (i) 
of this section, nor may the total Federal 
contribution to the cost of the facility 
exceed 80 percent of such total eligible 
costs; 

(3) Providing other forms of assist¬ 
ance. benefits and priorities to assist in 
carrying out Projects; and 

(4) Assisting Developers in securing 
other assistance to Projects which may 
be available under other Federal law's or 
under State or local laws. 

§ 720.2 Definitions. 

For the purpose of this Part, the fol¬ 
lowing terms shall mean: 

Act. Part B of the Urban Growth and 
New Community Development Act of 
1970, as amended (Title VTI of the Hous¬ 
ing and Urban Development Act of 1970 
<42 U.S.C. 4511-32), or to the extent ap¬ 
plicable in any case involving a new com¬ 
munity project not approved under such 
Title VH. Title IV of the Housing and 
Urban Development Act of 1968 (42 
UB.C. 3901-14). 

Actual Cost. The costs (exclusive of re¬ 
bates or discounts) incurred by a new 
community Developer or a Restricted 
Affiliate for Land Acquisition and in car¬ 
rying out the Land Development assisted 
under the Act. These costs may include 
amounts paid for labor, materials, con¬ 
struction contracts, land planning, en¬ 
gineers * and architects* fees, surveys, 
taxes and interest during development, 
organization and legal expenses, such al¬ 
location of general overhead expenses as 
is acceptable to the Secretary, and other 
items of expense incidental to develop¬ 
ment which may be approved by the Sec¬ 
retary. If the Secretary determines that 
there is an identity of interest between 
the Developer and a contractor, there 
may be included as part of Actual Cost 
an allowance for the contractor’s profit 
or risk in an amount deemed reason¬ 
able by the Secretary., 

Board. The Board of Directors of the 
Corporation. 

Corporation. The New Community De¬ 
velopment Corporation established with¬ 
in the Department of Housing and Urban 
Development under the Act. 

Determination of Eligibility. A deter¬ 
mination by the Secretary, pursuant to 
section 712 of the Act (42 U.S.C. 4513) 
that a Project is a new community devel¬ 
opment program eligible for assistance, 
other than guarantee assistance, under 
the Act. The provisions of section 712 ap¬ 
pear in i 720.11. 

Developer. Any entity approved by the 
Secretary under section 712(b) of the 
Act and the Regulations. 

Development Plan. An exhibit to the 
Project Agreement which describes the 
Project, establishes the objectives of the 
Developer and specifies its undertakings 
with respect to physical and social elc- 
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ments of the Project over the develop¬ 
ment period. 

Escrow Account. An account which is 
security for the sole benefit of the Secre¬ 
tary consisting of the proceeds of all* 
guaranteed obligations, investments and 
other funds as provided in the Project 
Documents. 

Financial Plan. A document contain¬ 
ing projected revenues and costs, pre¬ 
pared pursuant to § 720.25. 

General Manager. The chief executive 
officer of the Corporation or any duly au¬ 
thorized delegate. 

Indenture. A contractual instrument, 
usually called Indenture of Mortgage and 
Deed of Trust, executed by the Developer 
to an institutional trustee, identifying 
real and other property related to the 
Project as security for the Secretary for 
the guarantee of debt obligations issued 
by the Developer and providing, inter 
alia, for the management and release of 
such security. 

Land Acquisition. The acquisition, as 
part of the Project, of real property or 
any interest therein and the removal of 
liens and encumbrances thereon. 

Land Development. The process of 
clearing and grading land, making, in¬ 
stalling, or constructing water lines and 
water supply installations, sewer lines 
and sewage or waste disposal Installa¬ 
tions. steam, gas. and electric lines and 
installations, roads, streets, curbs, gut¬ 
ters, sidewalks, storm drainage facilities, 
community or neighborhood central 
heating or air-conditioning systems and 
other installations or work, whether on 
or off the site, which the Secretary deems 
necessary or desirable to prepare land for 
residential, commercial, industrial or 
other uses, or to provide facilities for 
public or common use. Land Develop¬ 
ment includes the construction of public 
facilities, but does not include the con¬ 
struction of any other building unless it 
is (1) needed in connection with a water 
supply or sewage or waste disposal in¬ 
stallation, a community or neighborhood 
central heating or air-conditioning sys¬ 
tem. or a steam, gas. or electric line or 
installation, or is (2) to be owned and 
maintained by residents of the new com¬ 
munity under Joint or cooperative ar¬ 
rangements approved by the Secretary. 

Local Public Body or Agency. Any pub¬ 
lic body or agency, including a political 
subdivision, created by or under the laws 
of a State or two or more States, or a 
combination of such bodies or agencies. 

Non-Project Activities. Activities other 
than Land Acquisition or Land Develop¬ 
ment and any activity directly related 
and incidental thereto the payment of 
which qualifies as an Actual Cost. 

Person Any Individual, corporation, 
partnership, joint venture, association, 
joint stock company, trust, unincorpo¬ 
rated organization, or other entity, with¬ 
out regard to whether such entity is op¬ 
erated for profit, not-for-profit, or any 
government or any agency or political 
subdivision thereof. 

Private Developer. Any private entity 
organized in a form satisfactory to the 
Secretary for carrying out one or more 
Projects. 


Project. The activities and undertak¬ 
ings required to carry out or otherwise 
deal with a program for which the Sec¬ 
retary has provided assistance under the 
Act or for which a Determination of Eli¬ 
gibility has been made and in which the 
Secretary has a continuing interest. 

Project Agreement. The document 
which governs the basic relationship be¬ 
tween the Developer and the Secretary 
with respect to the Project. 

Project Documents . All Project-related 
documents required to be executed or ap¬ 
proved by the Secretary in relation to 
any specified Project: in the singular, 
any such document. 

Public Developer. Any State or Local 
Body or Agency with authority to act as 
Developer in carrying out one or more 
Projects. 

Regulations. The Regulations duly 
adopted and promulgated by the Secre¬ 
tary under the Act. 

Restricted Affiliate/ A Subsidiary re¬ 
stricted in its business operations pursu¬ 
ant to the Project Documents, sometimes 
referred to as a “Restricted Subsidiary.” 

Revolving Fund. The fund established 
by the Secretary pursuant to Section 717 
of the Act for the purpose of making au¬ 
thorized program expenditures. 

Secretary. The Secretary of Housing 
and Urban Development or any duly au¬ 
thorized representative, sometimes re¬ 
ferred to as “HUD”. 

State. Any State of the United States, 
the District of Columbia, the Common¬ 
wealth of Puerto Rico, any territory or 
possession of the United 8tates. or any 
agency or instrumentality of any of the 
foregoing. 

Subsidiary. A Person of whom the De¬ 
veloper directly, or indirectly through 
one or more intermediaries, has control. 

Trustee. A bank or trust company ap¬ 
proved by the Secretary and named as 
trustee under an Indenture. 

§ 720.3 Other authorities. 

(a) Authority of the Corporation. Sec¬ 
tion 729(c) of the Act (42 U.8.C. 4532 
(c)) directs that functions of the Secre¬ 
tary with respect to guarantees in aid of 
new community development shall be ad¬ 
ministered through the Corporation. Ac¬ 
cording to the delegation of authority, 
dated March 1971 (36 FR 5304), the Cor¬ 
poration performs the functions and 
duties and exercises the power and au¬ 
thority of the Secretary with respect to 
Part B of the Act. According to the by¬ 
laws of the Corporation <24 CFR 700.1), 
the Board has general supervision and 
direction of the Corporation and its of¬ 
ficers. 

<b) General Manager. The General 
Manager is the chief executive officer 
of the Corporation and, under the gen¬ 
eral direction of the Board, has responsi¬ 
bility for executive management of the 
operation of the Corporation. 

(c> Establishment of the New Com¬ 
munities Administration. The Secretary 
has established the New Communities 
Administration to perform policy, staff 
and operational roles in support of the 
Corporation. 

(d) The Administrator of the New 
Communities Administration. An Admin¬ 


istrator appointed by the Secretary is 
the chief executive officer of the New 
Communities Administration and is re¬ 
sponsible directly to the General 
Manager. 

§ 720.4 Program information. 

(a) General information. Instructions 
for applying for assistance under this 
program as well as Information on other 
Federal programs which are related to 
the establishment and development of 
new communities may be obtained from 
the Administrator. New Communities 
Administration, Department of Housing 
and Urban Development. Washington, 
D C. 20410. 

(b) Other publications. Detailed in¬ 
formation, supplementing these Regula¬ 
tions and relating to planning, operations 
and management of new comm unity 
Projects, is also available in HUD hand¬ 
books and guidelines. 

Subpart B—Criteria and Standards 
§ 720.10 Applicability of this Subpart. 

This Subpart sets forth the policies 
and requirements which shall be met 
before Developers and Projects may 
qualify for guarantee assistance under 
the Act or for a Determination of Eligi¬ 
bility. Developers and Projects shall also 
comply with applicable Sections of this 
Subpart during the term of any Project 
Agreement executed pursuant to f 720.47. 

§720.11 Statutory basis. 

The basis for the criteria and stand¬ 
ards set forth in this Subpart is provided 
by the folowing Sections of the Act: 

8ectlon 712. (a) A new community devel¬ 
opment program la eligible for assistance 
under this part only If the Secretary deter¬ 
mines that the program (or the new com¬ 
munity it contemplates)— 

(1) will provldo an alternative to dis¬ 
orderly urban growth, helping preserve or 
enhance desirable aspects of the natural and 
urban environment or so improving general 
and economic conditions In established com¬ 
munities as to help reverse migration from 
existing cities or rural areas; 

(2) will be economically feasible In term? 
of economic base or potential for economic 
growth; 

(3) will contribute to the welfare of the 
entire area which wUl be substantially af¬ 
fected by the program and of which the land 
to be developed Is a part; 

(4) is consistent with comprehensive plan¬ 
ning, physical and social, determined by the 
Secretary to provide an adequate basis for 
evaluating the new community development 
program in relation to other plans (Includ¬ 
ing State, total, and private plans) and ac¬ 
tivities involving area population, housing 
and development trends, and transportation, 
water, sewerage, open space, recreation, and 
other relevant facilities; 

(5) has received all governmental review? 
and approvals required by State or local law. 
or by the Secretary; 

(fl) will contribute to good living condi¬ 
tions in the community, and that such com¬ 
munity will be characterized by well bal¬ 
anced and diversified land use patterns and 
will include or be served by adequate public, 
community, and commercial facilities (in¬ 
cluding facilities needed for education, 
health and social services, recreation, and 
transportation) deemed satisfactory by the 
Secretary: 

(7) makes substantial provision for hous¬ 
ing within the means of persons of low and 
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moderate Income and that such housing will 
constitute an appropriate proportion of the 
community's bousing supply; and 

(8) will make significant use of advances 
tn design and technology with respect to 
rand utilisation, materials, and methods of 
( -instruction, and the provision of commu¬ 
nity facilities and services. 

(b) A new community development pro¬ 
gram approved for assistance under this part 
hall be undertaken by a private new com¬ 
munity developer or State land development 
-agency approved by the Secretary on the 
basis of financial, technical, and administra¬ 
tive ability which demonstrates capacity to 
carry out the program with reasonable assur¬ 
ance of Its completion. 

Sec. 716. (a) No guarantee or loan shall 
be made under this part unless the Secretary 
has determined that the new community 
development program represents an accept¬ 
able financial risk to the United States, tak¬ 
ing Into consideration (1) the financial and 
security Interests of the United States, in¬ 
cluding the manner In which the developer 
proposes to finance and schedule land acqui¬ 
sition, land development, and marketing, 
and (2) the public purposes of this part 
and the special problems Involved In financ¬ 
ing new communities. Including (i) the large 
amount of initial capital required to finance 
Hind new communities. (II) the extended 
period before Initial returns can be expected, 
und (111) the irregular pattern of cash re- 
t urns characteristic of this type of develop¬ 
ment. 

a 720.12 General criteria. 

(a) Internal characteristics . In deter¬ 
mining whether a proposed Project (oth¬ 
erwise eligible for assistance and con¬ 
sistent with the purposes of the Act) Is 
a new community within the meaning of 
the Act, the Secretary will apply the fol¬ 
lowing general criteria: 

(1) It must be designed so as to create 
a newly-built community or major ad¬ 
dition to an existing community which 
includes most, if not all, of the basic 
ervices and facilities normally associ¬ 
ated with a city or town: housing (in¬ 
cluding substantial provision for housing 
for persons and families of low and mod¬ 
erate Income), transportation, utilities, 
ndustry, commerce, open space and 
recreation, education and health, cul¬ 
tural and social facilities and services. 

<2) It must, during each major phase 
of the development, combine the above 
components to acheve a well-planned 
And harmonious whole that Is socially 
balanced, economically sound and envi¬ 
ronmentally attractive as a place to live, 
work and play. 

(3) It must provide a framework for 
the creation of a substantial number and 
variety of Jobs, both in conjunction with 
Project development and construction 
activities and through plans for the in¬ 
clusion of sites for public and business 
enterprises within the Project. 

(4) It need not be completely self-suf¬ 
ficient. In determining balance for a 
tfiven Project, consideration shall be 
**tven to the adequacy of existing or pro¬ 
jected development of services and facili¬ 
ties in the immediate area. However, the 
Project may not consist of housing alone, 
or housing with a minimum of commer¬ 
cial facilities serving only the immediate 
needs of people for neighborhood shop¬ 
ping. Nor may the Project be predomi¬ 


nantly an Industrial or commercial de¬ 
velopment, with a minimum supply of 
new housing. 

(5) IX a Project is proposed as a major 
addition to an existing community, the 
following criteria will be applied to de¬ 
termine whether the Project qualifies for 
assistance under the Act : 

(i) The Project plan must evidence 
careful Integration of the proposed Proj¬ 
ect development with the existing de¬ 
velopment. 

<il> The resultant community must be 
of substantially higher quality and de¬ 
signed to accommodate a substantially 
larger number of housing units and re¬ 
lated urban functions than that which 
existed. 

<b) Urban growth considerations. A 
Project shall provide an alternative to 
disorderly urban growth, or so improve 
general and economic conditions in es¬ 
tablished communities and rural areas 
as to help stem migration therefrom and 
shall in any event help to preserve or 
enhance desirable aspects of the natural 
and urban environment In addition to 
criteria set forth in other Paragraphs 
of this section, the following factors will 
be considered in this context: 

(1) The development proposed under 
the Project shall be significantly superior, 
as measured by environmental, fiscal and 
other impacts, to development which, in 
the absence of the Project, would be like¬ 
ly to occur in the area. 

(2) The Project shall provide for an 
increase in available choices for living 
and working for individuals and families 
of varying incomes and social needs so 
as to help relieve pressures causing (1) 
detrimental and unnecessary migration 
from existing cities and from rural areas, 
and (U) undue concentration of popula¬ 
tion by Income, race, and lifestyle. 

(3) The following types of Projects, 
classified by functional relationship to 
the processes of urban growth, may be as¬ 
sisted under the Act. While this classifi¬ 
cation reflects commonly accepted cate¬ 
gories of Projects, it is recognized that 
a particular Project may exhibit the 
characteristics of more than one such 
category or may not specifically fall In 
any of them. No Project, otherwise eligi¬ 
ble for assistance under the Act. shall be 
disqualified solely on the basis of failure 
to be clearly identified under one of these 
categories. The Secretary and the Board 
may, however, accord priorities for ap¬ 
proval based upon such categories: 

(i) New Town-In-Town: Major devel¬ 
opments within or adjacent to existing 
cities, on vacant land or land requiring 
limited redevelopment, whose purpose is 
to revitalize existing urban centers, sta¬ 
bilize surrounding neighborhoods and 
provide a wide range of housing within 
easy access of employment, commercial, 
recreational, cultural, and other facili¬ 
ties and amenities within such urban 
centers; 

(ii) Satellite or Suburban: Projects 
located within or close to metropolitan 
areas which serve as superior alterna¬ 
tives to urban sprawl which would be 
likely to occur in their absence; 

(ill) Small Town Growth Centers: 
Additions to smaller cities and towns, 


with potential for growth, which serve 
to avoid urban sprawl which would be 
likely to take place in their absence, or 
which serve to prevent economic decline 
and consequent migration to metropoli¬ 
tan areas; and 

(iv) Free-Standing: Self-sufficient de¬ 
velopments remote from existing urban 
centers, which may provide sound com¬ 
munity development when combined 
with significant, long-term capital in¬ 
vestment in hitherto economically un¬ 
derdeveloped areas. 

(c) Size. The Project population, den¬ 
sity or size of site area must be signif¬ 
icant in comparison with existing devel¬ 
opment or communities in the area in 
which the Project is to be located, but no 
minimum or maximum population den¬ 
sity or size of site area is prescribed. Size 
and boundary determinations may be in¬ 
fluenced by natural features, political 
boundaries and existing development. 
Other determinants shall be considered, 
such as market data indicating the po¬ 
tential for, and absorption rate of. resi¬ 
dential, commercial, and industrial 
growth, through an extended develop¬ 
ment period necessary to result in a 
balanced and mature community. 

(d) Access. A Project shall have ac¬ 
cess to highways, airports, and other 
transportation facilities commensurate 
with Its size and the reasonably antici¬ 
pated requirements of its population, in¬ 
dustry and commerce. 

<e) Relationship to surrounding area. 
(1) A Project shall contribute to the 
social and economic welfare of the entire 
area which It will significantly affect. 

(2) Site selection and internal plan¬ 
ning for a Project shall reflect consid¬ 
eration of existing and planned devel¬ 
opment in the area surrounding the 
Project. 

(3) To the extent that vital needs of 
the Project (such as energy supply, 
transportation access, water supply, 
waste treatment and disposal, etc.) are 
dependent on linkages with facilities and 
services outside the Project boundary, 
there must be reasonable assurance that 
feasible physical, financial and institu¬ 
tional methods and arrangements are 
available to meet such needs. 

(4) A new community may, as appro¬ 
priate. be incorporated as a separate 
municipality, or be subject to the Juris¬ 
diction of an existing city. town, county 
or other political entity. 

§ 720.13 Physical plan and program. 

(a) General requirement. A Project 
shall include a general physical plan 
and program for creating and main¬ 
taining a functional and pleasing en¬ 
vironment which is responsive to human 
needs. 

(b) Factors to be considered. Among 
the factors which the Secretary shall 
consider in the evaluation of the gen¬ 
eral physical plan and program are the 
following: 

(1) Suitability of the site. The site 
must be suitable for the proposed uses, 
considering its location, size, topogra¬ 
phy, microclimate and soil characteris¬ 
tics, and there must be a harmonious re¬ 
lationship of these uses with surround- 
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ing development. Including protection of 
such uses against undesirable effects 
from the area surrounding the Project 
and protection of the area surrounding 
the Project from undesirable effects 
from the Project. 

(2) Interrelationship of plan compo¬ 
nents. The various elements of the plan 
must be effectively Interrelated through 
efficient, unified plans for land use. 
transportation and circulation, popula¬ 
tion density and distribution, employ¬ 
ment, services, recreation and other ele¬ 
ments. 

(3) Design controls. Adequate controls 
and incentives must be included in the 
plan and program to create efficient land 
utilization and quality urban design, and 
to maintain architectural and environ¬ 
mental standards. 

(4) Phased development. All elements 
of the physical plan and program (in¬ 
cluding housing, industry, utilities, com¬ 
merce. circulation systems, management 
of undeveloped land. Institutions, open 
space, recreation, service delivery sys¬ 
tems and special features) shall be 
phased on a schedule compatible with 
economic feasibility and the achieve¬ 
ment of social balance and shall be co¬ 
ordinated with the timing of Land Ac¬ 
quisition. Land Development and dispo¬ 
sition as reflected in the Financial Plan. 

(5) Consideration of alternatives. Al¬ 
ternative plans, taking into account en¬ 
vironmental, social, and other factors 
specified in this part, must be considered 
in the planning process. 

(6) Infrastructure and facilities. The 
plan must contain adequate infrastruc¬ 
ture and other public and private facili¬ 
ties, taking into consideration Project 
needs, recognized standards and existing 
facilities in the area. These shall include 
commercial, transportation, recrea¬ 
tional, educational, health, religious and 
other community facilities as well as 
utility systems. 

(7) Provision for handicapped and el¬ 
derly. Buildings, outdoor areas and fa¬ 
cilities must be designed to facilitate 
movement and self-sufficiency of the 
physically handicapped and elderly. 

(8) Adaptability of the plan. The plan 
must be adaptable to the various needs 
and alternatives which may arise as the 
development program proceeds. The size 
of the initial land area which the De¬ 
veloper owns or controls must be ade¬ 
quate to permit the construction of a 
comparatively balanced community 
should completion of planned Land Ac¬ 
quisition prove to be infeasible. 

(9) Advances in design and technol¬ 
ogy. The plan and program must show 
that significant use will be made of ad¬ 
vances in design and technology. 

§ 720.14 Human service delivery »ystem. 

(a) General requirement . The Project 
shall include a plan, satisfactory to the 
Secretary, for delivery of human services 
throughout the development period and 
must provide reasonable assurance of 
such cooperation of public and private 
entitles as may be necessary to carry out 
the plan. Such plan shall include the fol¬ 
lowing components: 
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(1) Education. High quality primary, 
secondary, adult and vocational educa¬ 
tion, and. as feasible and appropriate, in¬ 
stitutions of higher education, directed 
to the needs of population groups which 
the new community is likely to attract, 
making maximum use of advanced meth¬ 
ods, facilities, curriculum, and equipment 
and integrating the educational system 
into the life of the community. 

(2) Health. An adequate comprehen¬ 
sive system of health facilities and serv¬ 
ices, accessible to new community res¬ 
idents of all ages and incomes, including 
ambulatory, hospital and long-term care, 
emergency and mental health services, 
care for the elderly and the mentally or 
physically handicapped, public health, 
nursing homes and, where feasible, pre¬ 
paid health care as in health mainte¬ 
nance organizations. 

(3) Recreation and cultural . Adequate 
recreational and cultural facilities and 
services which allow opportunity for full 
participation by all residents of the Proj¬ 
ect and are of sufficient variety to meet 
needs and preferences of all residents in¬ 
cluding low income persons, renters, 
minority group residents, and groups 
with special needs such as youth, the 
handicapped and the elderly. 

(4) Public safety . A public safety sys¬ 
tem to provide police and fire protection, 
emergency medical services, communica¬ 
tions and other functions necessary to 
safeguard persons and property. 

(5) Other services. Other services and 
facilities, including child care centers, in¬ 
formation and referral systems, man¬ 
power development programs, religious 
institutions, social welfare, counseling, 
libraries, meeting places, advanced tele¬ 
communications systems, and other serv¬ 
ices identified by local agencies or res¬ 
idents. 

(b) Facilities. The plan shall provide 
for the appropriate location of facilities 
needed to implement the human service 
delivery system and shall demonstrate 
that the financing of such facilities (and 
programs) through public and Develop¬ 
er resources, as they are needed, is fea¬ 
sible. 

(c) Planning and implementation 
process. The plan shall provide for an on¬ 
going planning and implementation 
process with Local Public Bodies, res¬ 
idents, community groups and private 
agencies to: 

(1) Analyze the needs of the popula¬ 
tion projected for the new community by 
relevant subgroup to determine the di¬ 
versity of needs, including consideration 
of needs by age. race, tenure of residents, 
sex, national origin, religion, marital sta¬ 
tus, family size, income and place of em¬ 
ployment; 

(2) Develop criteria for Judging alter¬ 
native plans for facilities and services 
based on identified needs; 

(3) Inventory and evaluate the quality 
of existing facilities and services In the 
surrounding area in terms of ability to 
expand service and be responsive to the 
needs of current and future residents of 
the Project; 

(4) Develop plans for providing the 
service systems discussed above to meet 


identified needs either through expansion 
of existing services or through other 
means: and 

(5) Develop systems for Insuring on¬ 
going adjustment of plans, coordination 
of efforts, and evaluation of service de¬ 
livery. 

(d) Structure for provision of service 
(1) To the maximum extent possible, the 
provision of sendees should be the re¬ 
sponsibility of Local Public Agencie 
preferably agencies of general purpose 
units of government rather than special 
purpose districts. 

(2) To the extent necessary to meet 
and maintain the standards of servic< 
contemplated by the plan for the Project 
the plan may provide for the creation ol 
community associations to provide serv¬ 
ices which are not provided by Loca 
Public Agencies. Such associations sha 1 
provide for membership and opportunity 
for full participation by ail residents of 
the area which they serve. To the extent 
that such associations are initially con¬ 
trolled by the Developer, provision ac¬ 
ceptable to the Secretary shall be made 
for the orderly transfer of control from 
the Developer to the residents. Provision 
shall be made, as may be appropriate 
for the transfer of responsibility for de¬ 
livery of services from such association^ 
to appropriate government units at the 
earliest feasible time. All covenant 
creating community associations and all 
by-laws governing the boards of director 
of such associations shall be approved 
by the Secretary. 

§ 720.15 Hotifting and population bal¬ 
ance. 

(a) General requirement. A Project 
shall provide for the development and 
sale of land in accordance with a plan 
and program, acceptable to the Secre¬ 
tary, which: 

(1) Provides for a variety of housing 
types within the Project to accommo¬ 
date persons of a broad range of incomes, 
ages, household composition and life¬ 
styles; 

<2) Makes substantial provision for 
housing within the means of persons of 
low r and moderate income, which housing 
shall constitute an appropriate propor¬ 
tion of the Project’s housing supply and 
of each major construction stage there¬ 
of; 

<3> Provides for a broad range and mix 
of employment opportunities through in¬ 
dustrial, commercial and institutional 
enterprises located In or near the Proj¬ 
ect: 

(4) Provides an opportunity for all 
persons who work within the Project to 
reside therein; and 

(5) Provides for spatial distribution ol 
housing, by type and price range, so as 
to avoid excessive concentration of lov. 
and moderate Income households and 
afford all residents reasonably equal ac¬ 
cess to community and neighborhood fa¬ 
cilities. services and activities. 

(b) Establishment of housing goals 
(1) initial goals. A Project must be de¬ 
termined by the Secretary to provide a 
plan for Land Development and sales 
which will result in an acceptable 
amount, phasing and mix of housing 
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based upon consideration of the follow¬ 
ing factors, except that in no case shall 
the amount of housing within the means 
of persons of low and moderate-Income 
be below a minimum level which may be 
determined by the Secretary to be neces¬ 
sary to meet the intent of the Act: 

(1) Projected age. household compo¬ 
sition and incomes of persons likely to be 
employed within or near the Project, 
based upon the employment plan and 
program specified in paragraph (c)(3) 
of this section and using methods of 
computation acceptable to the Secre¬ 
tary; 

(ii) Current and projected need for 
housing by age. household size and in¬ 
come for the region and market area; 

(ill) Impact of any commitments 
which may be required of the Developer, 
in connection with the provision of low 
and moderate income housing, upon the 
economic feasibility of the Project: and 

(iv) Other factors (including, but not 
limited to. marketing, economic and 
social factors) as the Secretary may 
determine to be relevant to the overall 
success of the Project and its consistency 
with the purposes of the Act. 

(2) Periodic readjustment of goals. 
The initial housing goals shall be sub¬ 
ject to periodic readjustment by the Sec¬ 
retary based upon consideration, in 
addition to factors specified in para¬ 
graph (b) a> of this section, of the fol¬ 
lowing factors: 

(i) Past performance and experience; 

<il) Changes in the Income of low and 
moderate income Project residents; 

(ill) Changes in supply and demand 
factors; and 

(iv) Such other factors as the Secre¬ 
tary may determine to be appropriate. 

(3) Definition of low and moderate 
income. As used in this Section, low- 
income refers to the income levels of 
families classified as “very low-income 
families” eligible for assistance under 
Section 8 of the United States Housing 
Act Of 1937 (42 U.8.C. 1437(f)), or under 
any program designated as a successor 
program by the Secretary, or. if no such 
program exists, families within income 
levels to be established by the Secretary. 
Moderate-income refers to the income 
levels of families classified as “lower in¬ 
come families" eligible for assistance un¬ 
der the said Section 8 program, or under 
any program designated as a successor 
program by the Secretary, or, if no such 
program exists, families within income 
levels to be established by the Secretary. 
Currently effective income levels shall be 
provided by the New Communities Ad¬ 
ministration upon written request. 

(c) Program for achieving housing 
ooals. The Project must provide for a 
program acceptable to the Secretary 
which provides reasonable assurance 
that the housing goals established pur¬ 
suant to paragraph <b) of this section 
.ill be met. Such program shall include 
the following elements: 

(1) An obligation of the Developer to 
develop land In accordance with the 
plan, to use its best efforts to sell such 
land and, in connection with the sale 
of land, to bind the buyer thereof to use 
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such land to provide housing in accord¬ 
ance with the plan; 

(2) A commitment by the Developer 
to undertake such other actions as may 
be determined by the Secretary to be 
necessary to assure achievement of hous¬ 
ing goals, including: 

(i) Seeking, or causing others to seek, 
such assistance as may be available from 
Federal. State and local low and moder¬ 
ate income housing programs; 

til) Causing, if economically feasible, 
unassisted housing for low and moder¬ 
ate income persons to be provided; 

(ill) Reducing lot prices and making 
other financial contributions, subject to 
overall limitations of the latest approved 
Financial Plan; 

(Iv) Requesting and assisting officials 
of local political jurisdictions to take 
such action as may be needed to achieve 
housing goals; 

(v) Complying with applicable local 
property and construction standards and 
FHA Minimum Property Standards; 
(MPS> (HUD 4900.1, 4910.1, 4920.1 and 
4930.1), and 

(vi> Assuring that adequate counsel¬ 
ing services related to home mainte¬ 
nance and operation are provided to 
assist low and moderate income persons 
residing in the Project. 

(3) The Project shall provide for a 
program, consistent with market con¬ 
siderations as set forth in i 720.24, to 
attract a mix of commercial, industrial 
and Institutional enterprises which will 
offer employment opportunities for per¬ 
sons with a broad range of skills and 
other qualifications, including, to the 
maximum extent feasible, employment 
opportunities for persons of low and 
moderate Income. 

<d) Federal housing assistance pro¬ 
grams. It Is the policy of the Secretary 
to encourage and assist, within budgetary' 
constraints, the construction of a sub¬ 
stantial number of housing units for 
persons of low and moderate income in 
approved Projects. Accordingly, to the 
extent determined by the Secretary to be 
necessary’. taking into consideration 
among other things the elements set 
forth in paragraph (c)(2) of this sec¬ 
tion, to meet the then current annual 
housing goals (as determined under 
paragraph (b) of this section, for provi¬ 
sion of low and moderate Income housing 
within the Project), the Secretary shall 
assure that approved Projects receive a 
sufficient share of available federal as¬ 
sistance during a given fiscal year. 

§ 720.16 Governmental review* and ap¬ 
provals. 

The Developer shall secure all Federal. 
State and local governmental reviews 
and approvals required by law or deter¬ 
mined by the Secretary to be necessary 
for initiating and continuing the Project. 
To the extent significant Project activi¬ 
ties will require or depend upon future 
approvals that are necessarily unobtain¬ 
able at the time an offer of commitment 
is made or a Project Agreement is ex¬ 
ecuted, reasonable assurance shall be 
provided that such approvals will be 
secured In a timely fashion, as needed. 
Unless otherwise specified by the Sec re- 
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tary, such assurance shall include the 
adoption by the governing body of the 
unit of general local government of a 
resolution in a form satisfactory to the 
Secretary', approving the general plan 
for the development of the new com¬ 
munity. In addition, before an offer of 
commitment shall be accepted, the land 
proposed to be developed in the initial 
stage shall be subject to specific zoning 
which permits development of such land 
in accordance with the Project plans. 

§ 720.17 Environmental quality. 

(a) General requirement. The Project 
must be determined by the Secretary to 
contribute to the preservation or en¬ 
hancement of desirable aspects of the 
natural and urban environment 

<b) Planning and execution. All fac¬ 
tors affecting the environment must be 
considered at every stage of planning 
and execution of the Project incuding 
site selection and suitability analyses, 
land use planning, urban design and 
architecture, engineering, construction 
and management. The effects of and on 
probable surrounding development shall 
also be considered. 

(c) Factors to be considered. (1) Bn - 
vironmental components. The compo¬ 
nents making up the environment, which 
must be taken Into account in preparing 
applications and in determining whether 
the Project meets environmental require¬ 
ments. include without limitation: air. 
water, energy, biota, geology, historic re¬ 
sources. soils, facilities and services, spe¬ 
cial physical features, climate, safety, 
physical and mental health, aesthetics, 
comfort and sense of community. 

(2) Relevant statutes and regulations. 
Project planning and development must 
be determined to be In compliance with 
all applicable Federal. State and local 
laws and ordinances including, but not 
limited to, the following Federal stat¬ 
utes, regulations and guidelines which 
establish substantive environmental re¬ 
quirements and standards: 

(1) National Flood Insurance Act (42 
U.S.C. 4001 et seq.); 

(ii) National Historic Preservation Act 
of 1966 neUB.C. 470); 

(ill) Clean Air Act (42 U.S.C. 1857 et 
seq.); 

(iv) Water Pollution Control Act (33 
U.S.C. 1251 et seq.); 

(v) HUD Circular 1390.2, Noise Abate¬ 
ment and Control; 

(vi) Archaeological and Historic Pres¬ 
ervation Act of 1974 (16 U.S.C. 469); 

(vli) Executive Order 11593 (“Protec¬ 
tion and Enhancement of the Cultural 
Environment"); 

(viii) Advisory Council Procedures on 
Historic Preservation (36 CFR Part 800) 

(ix) Safe Water Drinking Act of 1973 
(21 U.S.C. 349; 42 U.S.C. 201, 300f-300J- 

9); 

(x) Energy Policy and Conservation 
Act of 1975 (15 U.S.C. 753 et seq.); 

<xi) Coastal Zone Management Act of 
1972 (16 U.S.C. 1451 etseq.; 

(xli) Solid Waste Disposal Act as 
amended by the Resources Recovery Act 
of 1970 (42 U.8.C. 3259); 

(xili) Noise Control Act of 1972 (42 
U.S.C. 4901-18); and 
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cxiv) Fish and Wildlife Coordination 
Act of 1958 (16 U.S.C. 661 et seq.), 

<d) Management . To assure that en¬ 
vironmental Quality requirements will be 
achieved, management systems and con¬ 
trols shall be Instituted to provide for the 
monitoring and analysis of components 
of the Development Plan affecting the 
environment, particularly major changes 
in environmental impact over the life 
of the Project. Such systems and con¬ 
trols rnay involve coordination or par¬ 
ticipation by State, regional or local gov¬ 
ernment. 

(e) Project agreement restrictions. 
Reservations and restrictions which are 
considered by the Secretary to be neces¬ 
sary to assure the achievement of en¬ 
vironmental quality objectives shall be 
incorporated in the Project Agreement. 

§ 720.18 Welfare of the area. 

The Project must contribute to the 
welfare of the entire area which will be 
substantially affected by the Project and 
of which the land to be developed is a 
part. Among the factors which the Sec¬ 
retary will consider in determining 
whether a Project meets this require¬ 
ment arc: 

(a) The estimated fiscal impact of the 
Project on local units of government 
which are, or will be, responsible for 
meeting the on-site and off-site needs 
for public facilities and services gener¬ 
ated by the Project. In determining this 
impact, both the estimated expenditures 
and revenues, on- and off-site, incident 
to the development of the Project will be 
considered. Due to its Importance, par¬ 
ticular and detailed consideration will be 
given to the fiscal impact associated with 
the provision of educational facilities 
and services; 

(b) The estimated fiscal impact of de¬ 
velopment which would be likely to occur 
in the absence of the Project, on local 
units of government which would be re¬ 
sponsible for meeting the projected on¬ 
site and off-site needs for public facili¬ 
ties and services generated by such de¬ 
velopment. The factors indicated in par¬ 
agraph (a) of this section will be consid¬ 
ered for this purpose; and 

(c) Other benefits and costs to the 
area generated by the Project such as 
jobs created and similar economic bene¬ 
fits. Increased availability and accessi¬ 
bility of transportation, commercial, rec¬ 
reational. health, educational and other 
community facilities and services, and 
the anticipated overall effects of the new 
community upon the quality of develop¬ 
ment and growth of the area as a whole. 

§ 720.19 Area planning and develop¬ 
ment. 

(a) If the area within which the Proj¬ 
ect is to be located is covered by a com¬ 
prehensive areawide plan or by an on¬ 
going planning effort by an authorized 
agency, the Project must be consistent 
with such comprehensive plan or plan¬ 
ning and must reflect consideration of 
any economic development programs, 
physical plans, social and service delivery 
plans and programs, and public works 
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programs of relevant Federal. State, re¬ 
gional. city or county agcnciqs for the 
area, provided such planning is, in the 
Secretary’s Judgment, sufficiently de¬ 
tailed to provide a reasonable basis for 
evaluating the relationship of the pro¬ 
posed new community to such other 
plans. 

(b) Throughout the development pe¬ 
riod of the Project, there shall be con¬ 
tinued planning coordination by the De¬ 
veloper with the appropriate local, area¬ 
wide or State planning agencies. 

§ 720.20 Advances in design and tech¬ 
nology. 

(a) General requirement. A Project 
shall make significant use of advances 
in design and technology with respect to 
land utilization, materials and methods 
of construction, and the provision of 
community facilities and services. 

<b) Scope and nature of advances. Ad¬ 
vances meeting the requirements of this 
section need not be limited to physical 
elements of a Project, but may include 
the Project as a whole. If it involves 
an advanced general concept or approach 
to community building, or any signifi¬ 
cant advance in the planning, design, 
financing or management of systems and 
institutional arrangements for meeting 
the needs of the community. 

(c) Factors to be considered. The Sec¬ 
retary shall take the following factors 
into account In determining whether a 
given element of a Project meets the re¬ 
quirements of this section: 

(1) A proposed clement may meet this 
requirement if it constitutes an advance 
over general practice in the area in 
which the Project is located, even though 
it may have been instituted or applied 
in other areas of the country. 

(2) While some degree of risk may be 
inherent, the probable impact of a pro¬ 
posed advance on marketability or other 
aspects of the Project shall be considered 
in relation to the overall economic feas¬ 
ibility of the Project. To the extent that 
a high risk advance is proposed for an 
element critical to the success of the 
entire Project, other feasible options 
shall be available in the event the ad¬ 
vance shall prove to be infeasible. 

(3) An advance accepted for the pur¬ 
poses of meeting the requirements of the 
Act shall, subsequent to Its Implemen¬ 
tation, be subject to evaluation by the 
Developer or by outside groups, and to 
arrangements satisfactory to the Secre¬ 
tary for dissemination of information 
about the advance. 

(d> Financial assistance for advances. 

(1) Where substantial costs for studies 
and implementation are involved, the 
Project shall include a plan for fi¬ 
nancing of such costs by the Developer, 
by outside sources or by a combination 
thereof. Commitments of financing by 
the Developer shall be subject to overall 
economic feasibility requirements as set 
forth in 5 720.23. 

(2) It is the policy of the Secretary to 
assist, the Developer, within budgetary 
constraints, in instituting or applying 
advances approved by the Secretary. 


§ 720.21 Capacity and ownership of the 
developer. 

The Developer shall possess the finan¬ 
cial. technical, and administrative ability 
which demonstrates its capacity to carry 
out the Project with reasonable assur¬ 
ance of its completion in accordance 
with the Project Agreement. Such capac¬ 
ity shall in part be determined by the 
criteria and standards set forth in this 
section and elsewhere in these Regula¬ 
tions. 

(a) Management structure. The De¬ 
veloper shall establish and maintain 
throughout the development period a 
management structure and system which. 
In the Judgment of the Secretary, is ap¬ 
propriate to: 

(1) The size and complexity of the 
Project; 

(2) The amount of the debt obligations 
to be guaranteed or other assistance 
given; 

(3) The current development status of 
the Project; 

(4> The purposes, criteria, require¬ 
ments and standards of the Act and the 
Regulations; 

(5) Project Documents: and 

(6) Principles of sound business prac¬ 
tice. 

Such plan shall identify the various com¬ 
ponents of its operation, including kinds 
and levels of expertise required over the 
development period. Consideration shall 
be given to projections of overhead costs, 
contingencies, and realistic schedules 
(especially during the initial stage of de¬ 
velopment) in establishing the workload 
and expertise needed for efficient and 
economical management during each 
stage of development. 

(b) Management system. The manage¬ 
ment system shall include the following 
components: 

(1) Establishment of goals and func¬ 
tions to be performed In planning, de¬ 
velopment and management of the new- 
community : 

(2) An identification of the roles to be 
performed in carrying out these func¬ 
tions by the Developer and by any en¬ 
titles outside the immediate control of 
the Developer, such as Local Public Bod¬ 
ies or affiliates and Subsidiaries; 

(3) Planning and programming tech¬ 
niques. including a sound mechanism for 
long-range planning, which will permit 
proper phasing of diverse activities and 
the ability to adapt to changing require¬ 
ments of the development process; 

(4) A mechanism for measuring results 
against established criteria and stand¬ 
ards; 

(5) Provision of accurate and current 
data and analysis of changing condi¬ 
tions, and the utilization of this data in 
further decision-making; 

(6) Establishment of management 
control mechanisms to execute the pro¬ 
gram in an efficient manner. 

(c) Personnel resources . (1) The 

Developer shall have, either in its ow r n 
organization or available to it, person¬ 
nel with the requisite managerial, ad¬ 
ministrative and technical ability and 
background appropriate to the imple- 
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mentation of the management structure 
and system as set forth under para¬ 
graphs (a) and (b> of this section. Pro¬ 
posed use of consultants, by number and 
profession, as a supplement to the 
Developer's management organization, 
hall be identified by development stage 
cost. 

(2) Prior to acceptance of the ofTer 
o.' commitment (see § 720.46), personas) 
pproved by the Secretary, who shall ex- 
rcise the responsibilities of a chief ex¬ 
ecutive ofllcer for the Project, shall be 
under contract to the Developer. Such 
approval shall be based upon considera- 
ion of background and experience indi¬ 
cating managerial ability and the 
probity of such individuals as deter¬ 
mined pursuant to paragraph (d)(2) of 
this section. 

(d) Probity of owners and manage - 
ent staff. (1) Owners. Prior to accept- 
nce of the offer of commitment, the 
I >eveloper shall submit such information 
as the Secretary may require in order 
to conduct a background Investigation of 
the stockholders, partners and any other 
Person having a direct or indirect owner¬ 
ship interest in the Developer. In the 
• vent that the results of any such in¬ 
stigation are adverse as to the pro¬ 
bity of any such Person, the Secretary 
reserves the right to disapprove any such 
stockholder, partner or other Person. No 
vie, transfer, pledge or other disposi¬ 
tion of all or any portion of a Private 
Developer’s stock or other equity inter¬ 
est may be made without the approval of 
the Secretary. No sale, transfer, pledge 
>r other disposition of the stock or other 
luity interest of any entity which 
hrectly or indirectly owns or controls 
ny interest in a Private Developer may 
be made without the approval of the 
- cretary where either a change in con¬ 
trol of the Private Developer may result 
or the transaction involves a Person or 
entity whom the Secretary deems to have 
a substantial relationship to the Project. 
In approving any such sale, transfer, 
pledge or disposition, the Secretary may 
t ike into consideration, among other 
things, the probity of any Person taking 
n interest in any such stock or equity 
interest, the extent to which the De¬ 
veloper has met the requirements and 
>als of the Project Documents and the 
possible effect on the Developer’s future 
ability to meet the requirements and 
omls of the Project Documents if such 
transfer, pledge or other disposition Is 
completed. 

(2) Management staff. Prior to ac- 
ptance of the offer of commitment 
and at any time thereafter that a 
hange is proposed), the Developer shall 
ibmit such information as the Secre¬ 
tary may require in order to conduct a 
background investigation of the officers. 

1 rectors, managing or general partners, 
and any other individual having a man¬ 
agement function with respect to the 
Developer. In the event that the results 
of any such investigation are. in the Judg¬ 
ment of the Secretary, adverse as to the 
probity of such Person, the Secretary 
' serves the right to disapprove any such 
Person. 


RULES AND REGULATIONS 

§ 720.22 Equal opportunity. 

<a) General requirement. A Project 
must be specifically designed and imple¬ 
mented so as to assure compliance with 
all requirements imposed by or pursuant 
to any applicable statute, executive order 
or regulation (as they have been or may 
be amended from time to time) concern¬ 
ing discrimination on the basis of race, 
creed, color, religion, sex, or national 
origin. These Include Title vm of the 
Civil Rights Act of 1968 (42 U.S.C. 3601- 
3619); Title VII of the Civil Rights Act 
of 1964 (42 U.S.C. 2000(e)); the Civil 
Rights Acts of 1866 and 1870 (42 U.S.C. 
1981-2); Executive Order 11063 (27 FR 
11527); and Executive Order 11625 (36 
FR 19967>; Executive Order 11246 (30 
FR 12319) and Executive Order 11375 (32 
FR 14303). These authorities apply vari¬ 
ously so as to prohibit discrimination and 
promote equal opportunity in the use. 
sale, lease or other disposition of land, 
housing, or facilities in the Project and 
in employment in. or in the development 
of. the Project. Pursuant to the author¬ 
ity in each executive department to issue 
regulations and take other appropriate 
action under Executive Order 11063 with 
respect to its programs, discrimination 
on the basis of race, color, creed, or na¬ 
tional origin in the use. sale, lease or 
other disposition of any land developed 
for residential or related uses with as¬ 
sistance under the Act is hereby specifi¬ 
cally made a violation of that order en¬ 
forceable under the terms of section 302 
of the order after due notice and hear¬ 
ing. A Project must also be specifically 
designed and Implemented to comply 
with all requirements imposed by or 
pursuant to section 3 of the Housing and 
Urban Development A~t of 1968 (12 
U.8.C. 1701(u)), as it may be amended 
from time to time, regarding Job and 
business opportunities for Project area 
residents. 

(b) Affirmative action program. In 
furtherance of paragraph (a) of this 
section, and as a condition of the grant¬ 
ing or continuation of assistance by the 
Secretary, the Developer shall formulate 
and imolement an affirmative action uro¬ 
gram. Such program shall be In addition 
to any other requirements imposed by or 
pursuant to the authorities cited in para¬ 
graph (a) of this section. Such program 
shall include: (l) Planning and con¬ 
struction activities as well as marketing 
practices which provide a full range of 
individual housing choice and encourage 
members of various ethnic and racial 
minorities to live and work in the new 
community, cooperation with civil rights 
and civic groups, action to provide equal 
opportunity within the Developer’s staff, 
and inclusion of equal opportunity pro¬ 
visions in pertinent contracts, subcon¬ 
tracts. covenants, and other documents; 
(2) An affirmative action program for 
equal employment opportunity in direct 
employment by the Developer and em¬ 
ployment by contractors and subcontrac¬ 
tors of the Developer. In addition, the 
Developer is encouraged to take all feasi¬ 
ble steps to involve minority entrepre¬ 
neurs in planning and development of 
the Project.

(C) Monitoring of Affirmative Action 
Program. The Developer shall establish 
methods to periodically assess the results 
of each portion of his affirmative action 
program. He shall incorporate, in a 
timely manner, appropriate adjustments 
to achieve the goals of such program. 

§ 720.23 Economic feasibility and finan¬ 
cial rl«k. 

A Project must be determined by the 
Secretary to be economically feasible and 
to constitute an acceptable financial risk 
to the U.S. Government based upon con¬ 
sideration of the following factors: 

(a) The economic potential of the 
Project, as measured against the criteria 
and other considerations described. in 
$ 720.24 for marketing land in accord¬ 
ance with assumptions as to prices, 
quantities, types, timing, and other fac¬ 
tors specified in the plan for development 
of the Project; 

(b) The Financial Plan for the Project 
prepared In accordance with 4 720.25; 
and 

(c) Other factors, including, without 
limitation, those set forth in 5 720.26. 
affecting the financial risk to the United 
States. 

§ 720.24 Economic iwuc and growth po¬ 
tential. 

A proposed Project must be determined 
by the Secretary to be likely to accom¬ 
plish the marketing of land to be de¬ 
veloped within the Project In accordance 
with assumptions as to prices, quantities, 
types, timing and other factors specified 
in a plan for development of the Project. 
Such determination shall be based upon 
consideration of studies and analyses in¬ 
cluded as part of the Developer's appli¬ 
cation, of the following market criteria 
and factors and such other Information, 
studies and analyses as may be available 
to the Secretary: 

(a) Market criteria. The size of the 
potential market tor various categories 
of land use in the area must be deter¬ 
mined, together with expected capture 
rates for the proposed Project, based 
upon consideration of the Project rel¬ 
ative to other existing and probable 
development in the area. For each major 
land use category, consideration shall be 
given to the following factors: 

(1) Residential land, (i) Demand fac¬ 
tors. Historic absorption rates of residen¬ 
tial units by type and price range, the 
current status and the historic and pro¬ 
jected growth rate for each of the follow¬ 
ing market indicators: population, 
household size, employment, family in¬ 
come, persona] income, housing prefer¬ 
ence and demand by type of units, in¬ 
cluding subsidized sale and rental hous¬ 
ing units. 

<U) Supply factors. With respect to 
probable as well as existing supply with¬ 
in the market area: sales of residential 
land comparable as to location, price 
per unit and per acre by type of dwelling 
unit; size, accessibility, and availability 
of other residential sites; utilities and 
amenities of other residential sites com¬ 
pared with the proposed Project; amount 
and condition of the housing stock by 
resident income; housing permits and 
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starts; rental units by type and monthly 
rent; and vacancy rates by type. 

(2) Industrial land . (i) Demand fac¬ 
tors, With respect to the market area for 
industrial land, which may constitute a 
larger area than that identified for the 
residential market: employment growth 
rates by types of industries; sizes and 
types of major Industries located in the 
market area; capital investment and 
value added to the local tax base by these 
industries; the historic absorption rate 
of land zoned industrial; the size, growth 
rate and wage rates of the major indus¬ 
trial employers; availability of raw ma¬ 
terials. transportation and markets for 
products; prevailing tax policies in the 
area, and other relevant factors. 

(ii) Supply factors. With respect to 
probable as well as existing supply; 
availability of Industrial sites in the mar¬ 
ket area by location and size: compar¬ 
able historical sales and rental activity, 
including sale price per acre and per 
square foot rental rates; and availability 
of utilities and amenities. 

(3) Commercial land, d) Demand fac¬ 
tors. Projections of retail sales to ex¬ 
pected residents of the new community; 
identification of population in the trade 
area by driving time Intervals, income 
profile and area consumer expenditure 
patterns; conversion of retail sales pro¬ 
jections into space and land require¬ 
ments; identification of existing and pro¬ 
posed commercial developments; capital 
investment by commercial center; and 
historic absorption rates of land zoned 
for commercial use. 

(ii) Supply factors. Comparable sales 
and rental data and availability of sites 
outside the Project but within the trade 
area; generally the same type of infor¬ 
mation indicated in paragraph <a) (2) 
(11) of this section. 

(4) Office land. (I) Demand factors. 
Size of the market area; projections of 
white collar employment; space require¬ 
ments per employee, industry or service; 
identification of existing and proposed 
office building centers; capital invest¬ 
ment for office building; absorption rates 
of land zoned for office use; and historic 
vacancy rates. 

(ii) Supply factors. Comparable sales 
and rental data and availability of sites 
outside the Project but within the mar¬ 
ket area; generally the same type of in¬ 
formation indicated in paragraph (a> 

(2) (ii) of this section. 

<b) Non-market criteria . In addition 
to the market criteria specified in para¬ 
graph (a) of this section, the following 
special criteria shall be considered in de¬ 
termining the economic base or potential 
for economic growth in the indicated 
types of Projects. 

(1) Free-standing and growth center 
projects. In the case of free-standing 
and small town growth centers, as de¬ 
scribed in 5 720.12(b) <3). prior to the is¬ 
suance of guarantees there shall be rea¬ 
sonable assurance, in the form of com¬ 
mitments or otherwise from Industry 
and/or governments, that major em¬ 
ployment generators will locate within 
the Project at an early development 
stage specified in the plan for develop¬ 
ment of the Project. 
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<2) New-towns-in-town. In the case 
of new-towns-in-town. as described in 
3 720.12<b) <3>. prior to Issuance of 
guarantees, there shall be such local 
government commitments of funds and 
other support for basic infrastructure 
and other municipal services as may be 
necessary to provide reasonable assur¬ 
ance of successful development of the 
Project. 

§ 720.23 Financial plan. 

(a) General requirement. A Project 
must be developed according to a Finan¬ 
cial Plan which sets forth, in a format 
prescribed by the Secretary, the projected 
revenues and costs of the Developer, any 
community association as may be estab¬ 
lished pursuant to § 720.14(d). and each 
Subsidiary over the development period. 
The Financial Plan must demonstrate 
compliance with all of the criteria and 
standards of these Regulations and shall 
contain or provide for; 

(l) An optimal financial strategy 
based upon consideration of alternative 
assumptions with regard to costs, market 
demand, interest rates and other factors 
critical to the Project; 

<2) Projections of the sources and 
uses of cash for each year of the develop¬ 
ment period (based upon the planned 
development of the Project), projections 
of the financial position statements and 
statements of operations for short-term 
development and an analysis of the 
escrow funds and security requirements; 

(3) Achievement of a break-even point 
or a positive cash surplus after all casts, 
debt and borrowings have been repaid 
and assurance that investments in the 
land will be recovered by the end of the 
development period; 

(4) An appropriate allowance for con¬ 
tingencies; 

(5) Separate financial projections for 
all community associations and Subsid¬ 
iaries which demonstrate the ability of 
such entities to attain financial self- 
sufficiency, based upon the development 
of regular and recurrent revenue. 

All assumptions of the Financial Plan 
shall be set forth with specificity and 
fully documented in a format prescribed 
by the Secretary. 

(b) Revenues. Revenues shall include 
funds derived from land sales and all 
other sources. Land sales revenues shall 
be reflected in a marketing schedule 
which is based upon the criteria and fac¬ 
tors set forth in 3 720.24. Projected land 
sales revenues may assume reasonable 
increase* In property value due to pop¬ 
ulation pressures and growth of the 
Project. Revenues should reflect actual 
cash receipts expected in any given year 
based on actual and anticipated con¬ 
tracts of sale and financing arrange¬ 
ments. Other sources of revenues may in¬ 
clude, but shall not be limited to. rebates 
from utility companies, sale of land not 
within the Project, income from the sale 
of timber, minerals and agricultural 
products, and rental Income from the use 
of Project property. 

(c) Costs. Costs shall include the esti¬ 
mated Actual Cost of Land Acquisition 
and Land Development. Costs of the De¬ 


veloper other than the Actual Cost of 
Land Development and Land Acquisition 
shall be Identified as being for Non-Pro¬ 
ject Activities and must be specifically 
approved by the Secretary. The costs of 
Land Acquisition shall be based on the 
terms of actual purchase agreements and 
options as well as on reasonable terms of 
contracts for anticipated land purchases. 
Actual Cast of Land Development shall 
be supported by detailed engineering es¬ 
timates or recent bid prices for compara¬ 
ble tvork in the area where the Project 
is located. The Actual Cost of Land De¬ 
velopment and Land Acquisition shall 
also Include the cost of providing thos* 
public facilities and municipal services 
normally funded by local government or 
otherwise which are consistent with the 
plan for development of the Project and 
which must be or are reasonably expected 
to be funded by the Developer, any com¬ 
munity association, or any Subsidiary. 
The costs of such facilities and service- 
shall be supported, among other things, 
by a projection of the total cost of pro¬ 
viding such public facilities and services. 

<d) Determination of eligibility. In 
thase instances w*here the Developer has 
requested only a Determination of Eligi¬ 
bility, the determination that the Proj¬ 
ect is economically feasible will be based 
on an analysis of the Financial Plan 
which takes into consideration any fi¬ 
nancial resources or support to be pro¬ 
vided. In such cases, the Financial Plan 
need not include the extensive documen¬ 
tation required for a loan guarantee. In 
lieu thereof, the Secretary will specify 
the type of documentation needed for 
each Project. 

§ 720.26 Other ft nan rib] review criteria. 

The following other financial review 
criteria must be met. 

(a) Experience. The Developer and 
its principals must be determined by 
the Secretary to have the experience ap¬ 
propriate to develop the Project based 
upon consideration of credit ratings 
earnings history, previous and current 
lender and investor relationships and 
growth prospects of all other ventures 
sponsored by the Developer and its prin¬ 
cipals. 

(b> Borrowings. The Developer shall 
demonstrate (D its ability to obtain any 
necessary borrowings within the next 
tw f o-year period, and <2) the extent to 
which It Is likely to obtain any necessary 
borrowings beyond such two-year period 

<c) Equity . There shall be an equity 
contribution (including loans to the De¬ 
veloper that are subordinated, both a 
to principal and interest, to the Gov¬ 
ernment guaranteed debt obligations) In 
an amount sufficient to assure Project 
liquidity and to assure that the Devel¬ 
oper and its principals have sufficient 
financial incentive in the Project to 
complete it in accordance with the Devel¬ 
opment Plan. The amount of equity 
required in relation to the total amount 
of funds needed for development of the 
project shall be determined by the 
Secretary. 

(d> Agreement and compliance. The 
Developer and other Persons shall as 
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opropriate, comply with the provisions 
§ 720.27 through § 720.34. 

(e) Strategic risk factors. The Secre- 
.ry must be satisfied with certain s tra¬ 
gic risk factors including, without 11m- 
ation: completeness of land assembly; 
ompetitivc location of large parcels of 
nd under single ownersldp or control: 
pendence of the Project on an in¬ 
terstate highway or other major public 

nprovement that is not yet in place; the 
,:ructure of local government; diversity 
nd favorable recent history of local 
' aiding industry; availability and In¬ 
rest of successful small residential de¬ 
velopers; and availability of local sources 
outlets of mortgage credit for 
meowners. 

(f) Developer's statement of estimated 
bursements. Prior to the issuance of 

:aranteed debt obligations, the Secre- 
ary must approve the Developer's state- 
ient of estimated disbursements from 
lie Escrow Account 

§ 720.27 Amount of Federal guarantee. 

(a) General formula and limitations. 
he maximum outstanding indebtedness 

which may be guaranteed under the 
t for any Project shall be as follows: 

( 1) Public developer. In the case of a 
ublic Developer, an amount not exceed¬ 
ing 100 percent of the sum of the See- 
r tary's estimate of the value of the real 

voperty before development and the 
oi t‘mated Actual Cost of the Land De¬ 
velopment, or 

(2) Private developer. In the case of a 
rivate Developer, an amount not ex- 

: eding the sum of 80 percent of the 
Secretary's estimate of the value of the 
cal property before development and 
30 percent of the estimated Actual Cost 
f the Land Development. In no event 
mil the principal amount of the out- 
i aiding debt obligations guaranteed 
nder the Act with respect to a single 
roject exceed $50 million. 

<b) Future transactions. The value of 
nd which is yet to be acquired and 
the Actual Cost of Land Development 
hich is yet to be incurred at the time an 
(Ter of commitment is made, may be 
eluded as a basis for determining the 
maximum commitment. 

(c) Prior transactions. To assist the 
Secretary in the determination of the 
• alue of the real property before devel- 
rment, the Developer shall notify the 
ecretary of all transactions involved in 
-he determination of the amount of debt 
obligations to be guaranteed which 
would otherwise be classified as a trans¬ 
action with an Interested Person as 
eflnedin § 720.32 (m). 

$ 720.28 Debt obligation*. 

<a) Kind of obligations . The debt obli¬ 
gations guaranteed under tire Act may 
delude any bond, debenture, or other 
obligation issued by a Developer for pub¬ 
lic or private sale, provided that no debt 
obligation of any Public Developer shall 
be guaranteed under the Act if the in¬ 
come from such obligation is exempt 
from Federal taxation. 

(b) Use of Federal Financing Bank. 
The debt obligations guaranteed shall be 
^old to the Federal Financing Bank un¬ 
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less another disposition is approved by 
the Secretary’. 

<c> Terms of guaranteed debt obliga¬ 
tions. Rates of interest and any other 
charges relating to guaranteed debt obli¬ 
gations. and the repayment, maturity, 
and redemption privilege provisions of 
such obligations shall be approved by the 
Secretary. 

§ 720.29 Security for the guarantee. 

(a) General requirements. All obliga¬ 
tions guaranteed under the Act must con¬ 
tain. or be issued subject to such provi¬ 
sions relating to the security interests 
of the United States as may be required 
by the Secretary. These shall include 
general provisions under which the 
United States acquires rights of subroga¬ 
tion and such special provisions relating 
to the security of the United States in 
the specific property, including real prop¬ 
erty being acquired and developed or 
other property satisfactory to the Sec¬ 
retary. The value of the real property 
which Is security, plus other elements of 
security, shall at all times equal or exceed 
a prescribed percentage of the principal 
amount of outstanding guaranteed debt 
obligations. 

(b) First lien on real property. Unless 
otherwise approved by the Secretary, the 
security of the United States shall in¬ 
clude a first lien on the real property of 
the Developer. Such lien shall constitute 
security for the sole benefit of the Secre¬ 
tary. Upon or before the issuance of obli¬ 
gations guaranteed under the Act, the 
lien shall be created in favor of the Sec¬ 
retary and/or the Trustee. The Indenture 
and any other instruments creating such 
lien must be satisfactory to the Secretory. 

(c) Release of real property. The In¬ 
denture shall include provisions for the 
release of real property from the lien as 
such property is sold or otherwise dis¬ 
posed of for Project purposes in accord¬ 
ance with such schedules and procedures 
as the Secretary may require to assure 
that upon the sale or other disposition 
of such property (1) adequate release 
payments will be applied to the redemp¬ 
tion of the guaranteed debt obligations 
or paid Into an appropriate fund, or <2> 
other appropriate action will be token 
or assurances received as may be required 
to protect the security interests of the 
United States. 

<d) Real property valuation. The real 
property in security shall be valued ini¬ 
tially and may be revalued periodically 
as required by the Secretory. During the 
period between the initial valuation and 
any revaluations, the security value of 
the real property is assumed to increase 
by the amount of certain Actual Costs 
of Land Acquisition and Land Develop¬ 
ment certified to the Secretary as set 
forth in { 720.30(c). Prior to the initial 
valuation and each revaluation the Sec¬ 
retary shall undertake or commission an 
appraisal. An independent appraisal may 
also be furnished by the Developer at an 
appropriate time, as determined by the 
Secretary. Appraisals, regardless of 
source, are subject to review, modifica¬ 
tion, and acceptance by the Secretary. 

(1) Initial valuation. An initial valua¬ 
tion of the real property which is secu¬ 
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rity shall be made upon the first issuance 
of the guaranteed debt obligations. Ap¬ 
praisals must be prepared in strict ac¬ 
cordance with the latest instructions 
issued by the Secretary. If the Secretary 
finds that any factor (including zoning'. 
which has been included in the value 
estimated by the appraiser has been in¬ 
fluenced by the expectation of the Fed¬ 
eral guarantee of debt obligations, the 
Secretary will adjust such value esti¬ 
mate to exclude such influence. 

(2) Revaluations. Revaluation of real 
property which is security shall be based 
on the Secretary’s review of appraisals 
prepared in accordance with the latest 
instructions issued by the Secretary. 

(e) Personal property. Personal prop¬ 
erty constituting security shall consist of 
the Escrow Account and any other per¬ 
sonal property acceptable to the Secre¬ 
tory. 

§ 720.30 Eacrow account. 

(a) Administration. The Escrow Ac¬ 
count shall be held and administered by 
the Trustee as security for the sole bene¬ 
fit of the United States. Funds in the 
Escrow Account may be invested by the 
Trustee as provided in the Project Doc¬ 
uments. 

<b) Maximum disbursement amounts. 
(1) Initial issuance. Upon the initial is¬ 
suance of the guaranteed debt obliga¬ 
tions the amount approved for disburse¬ 
ment shall be 80 percent of the Secre¬ 
tary's valuation of the real property (less 
the value of any permitted encum¬ 
brances) subject to the lien of the In¬ 
denture and 90 percent of the Actual Cost 
of Land Development as approved by the 
Secretary. 

(2) Subsequent to initial Issuance . 
Subsequent to the initial Issuance of 
guaranteed debt obligations for Projects 
approved under the Act. the amount en¬ 
dorsed shall be 80 percent of the Actual 
Cost of Land Acquisition and 90 percent 
of the Actual Cost of Land Development. 
For Projects approved under the New 
Communities Act of 1968, the amount en¬ 
dorsed shall be 75 percent of the Actual 
Cost of Land Acquisition and 90 percent 
of the Actual Cost of Land Development. 
Subject to paragraphs (c) and (d) of this 
section the Trustee shall, upon request 
of the Developer, disburse the amounts so 
endorsed to the Developer. 

(c) Disbursement procedures. In order 
to obtain the release of funds in the Es¬ 
crow Account the Developer shall certify 
to the Secretary, In a form satisfactory 
to him. Actual Cost Incurred subsequent 
to the Initial Issuance of the guaranteed 
debt obligations and shall submit with 
such certification such supporting docu¬ 
mentation as the Secretary may require 
to assure that such costs have actually 
been incurred and are eligible for en¬ 
dorsement. The Secretary shall review 
such certifications and, if he determines 
that such costs (or a portion thereof) 
have actually been incurred and are eligi¬ 
ble for assistance under the Act, shall 
furnish an endorsement In whole or in 
part to the Developer. 

(d) Limitation on disbursements. 
Without the prior written consent of the 
Secretary, no funds may be disbursed by 
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the Trustee unless the Developer presents 
its certificate stating that no default ex¬ 
ists under the Project Documents. Fur¬ 
ther limitations on disbursements shall 
be set forth in the Project Documents. 
Such limitations shall relate, but not 
be limited to: the progress of work com¬ 
pleted, the maintenance by the Devel¬ 
oper of required levels of equity and 
working capital, the possibility of over¬ 
runs or unanticipated costs, the extent to 
which allowable land values exceed costs, 
or the amount of excess security avail¬ 
able, and such other factors as the Sec¬ 
retary may deem relevant. 

§ 720.31 Term* of guarantee. 

<a) Nature and scope. The full faith 
and credit of the United States is pledged 
to the payment of all guarantees made 
under the Act with respect to principal, 
interest, and any redemption premiums. 
The guarantee extends to interest ac¬ 
cruing between the date of default under 
a guaranteed debt obligation and the 
payment in full of the amount in respect 
of which the default occurred. Any such 
guarantee made by the Secretary shall be 
conclusive evidence of eligibility of the 
debt obligations for such guarantee, and 
the validity of any guarantee so made 
shall be Incontestable in the hands of a 
holder of the guaranteed debt obligation. 

(b) Claims and payment upon default . 
Upon default by a Developer in payment 
of interest or premium on, or principal of, 
a debt obligation guaranteed under the 
Act, the first recourse of the holder shall 
be a claim under the guarantee for pay¬ 
ment of defaulted interest, premium, or 
principal. Upon payment thereof in ac¬ 
cordance with the terms of such guar¬ 
antee, the holder shall have no further 
recourse. All payments thereunder shall 
be made in cash from the Revolving 
Fund. 

§ 720.32 Ollier fin .me ini requirement*. 

The Developer shall comply with the 
following financial requirements except 
as otherwise approved by the Secretary. 
For the purpose of this section, the De¬ 
veloper shall be deemed to include any 
Restricted Affiliate. 

<a> Financial tests. The Developer 
shall comply with financial tests designed 
by the Secretary for the purpose of as¬ 
suring the Developer's ability to meet 
its liabilities. 

(b) Maintenance of good standing and 
properties. The Developer and any Sub¬ 
sidiary shall maintain its legal existence, 
pay all taxes, assessments and govern¬ 
mental charges and all claims for labor, 
materials and supplies which might re¬ 
sult in property encumbrance, maintain 
its properties in good repair, and service 
and preserve prior security interests on 
property which is security for the Secre¬ 
tary’s guarantee. 

<c) Insurance. The Developer shall 
maintain insurance coverage in form and 
amount satisfactory to the Secretary. 

<d) Condemnation. In the event that 
any property subject to the lien of the 
Indenture be taken by eminent domain, 
any award for the property so taken shall 
be paid to the Trustee to be held as se¬ 
curity for the guarantee. 
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(e> Non-project activities. The Devel¬ 
oper shall not engage in Non-Project 
Activities. 

(If Limitation on debt. The Developer 
shall not create, incur, assume, or suffer 
to exist any debt other than: debt evi¬ 
denced by the guaranteed debt obliga¬ 
tions: debt subject to an agreement sub¬ 
ordinating such debt to both principal 
and interest on the Government-guar¬ 
anteed debt obligations; debt, if any. 
secured by permitted encumbrances; and 
other debt specifically permitted in writ¬ 
ing by the Secretary. 

(g> Sale or acquisition of assets: merg¬ 
er. The Developer shall not enter into 
any merger or consolidation or acquire 
all or substantially all the assets of any 
Person, or sell, lease or otherwise dispose 
of any substantial portion of its assets 
except in the ordinary course of business. 

<h) Extension of credit. The Developer 
shall not lend to any Person except as 
provided in the Project Documents. 

(i) Investments of developer. The De¬ 
veloper shall not purchase, acquire or 
hold obligations or stock of, or any inter¬ 
est in, any Person other than as provided 
in the Project Documents. 

(j) Sale and leaseback. The Develop¬ 
er shall not directly or indirectly enter 
into any arrangements whereby the De¬ 
veloper shall sell or transfer any part of 
its assets and thereupon, or within one 
year thereafter, lease the assets so sold 
or transferred. 

(k) Leases. The Developer shall not 
enter into any lease of real property ex¬ 
cept as provided in the Project Docu¬ 
ments. 

(l) Change in form or control . No sale, 
transfer, pledge or other disposition of 
the stock or other equity which directly 
or indirectly represents ownership or con¬ 
trol of any interest in a Developer or 
Subsidiary shall be made without the 
written approval of the Secretary. 

(m) Transactions with interested per¬ 
sons. The Developer shall not enter into 
any transaction directly or Indirectly in¬ 
volving the transfer of money or other 
items of value with any "Interested Per¬ 
son?' except as authorized in writing by 
the Secretary. This prohibition shall not 
extend to ordinary employment contracts 
between the developer and an officer, di¬ 
rector or employee of the Developer. 
“Interested Person" means any: 

(1) Person who is a limited or general 
partner of the Developer: 

(2) Person who is an officer, director 
or employee of the Developer; 

<3) Person who is a stockholder of the 
Developer; 

(4) Person owning or having Control of 
any interest in the profits or voting rights 
of the Developer: 

(5) Person directly or indirectly own¬ 
ing or having control of a 3.5% or greater 
interest in any Person described in para¬ 
graphs 'm)<l>—(4) of this section, but 
excluding stockholders of any entity 
which directly or indirectly owns the De¬ 
veloper and whose stock Is publicly 
traded, unless the Project Documents' 
definition of Interested Person specifi¬ 
cally includes such stockholders; 

(6) Person of which a 10% or greater 
Interest in profits or a 10% or greater 


share of voting rights Is directly or in¬ 
directly owned by or under the control 
of a Person described in paragraphs (m* 
<1)—(5) of this section or the Developer; 

(7) Person which has contributed capi¬ 
tal to the Developer; 

(8) Person owning or claiming an in¬ 
terest in debt of the Developer except 
trade debt incurred in the ordinary 
course of business; 

(9* Person of which the Developer or 
any Person described in paragraph <m> 
CD—(8) of this section has direct or 
reasonably inferable control by reason of 
a dependent relationship or relationship 
of special influence, including without 
limitation a close personal relationship, 
established course of dealing, relationship 
as guarantor or source of substantial 
financial assistance, relationship as pri¬ 
mary supplier, user or controller of criti¬ 
cal resources of common concern, or in¬ 
terlocking or interdependent manage¬ 
ment. Any community association, or 
governmental or quasl-governmental au¬ 
thority or special purpose district which 
functions primarily to deal with any 
Project or aspect thereof shall be re¬ 
buttably presumed to be an Interested 
Person under this clause. 

For the purposes of this definition, any 
direct or indirect ownership or control 
held by a Person's spouse or by any par¬ 
ent, child, grandchild, brother or sister 
of such Person or such Person's spouse 
shall be attributed to such Person. 

(n) Reimbursement of payments under 
guarantees: interest on delinquent pay¬ 
ments. Immediately upon the payment 
by the United States of any amount un¬ 
der any guarantee, the Developer shall 
pay to the Secretary the amount of such 
guarantee payment, with interest at the 
rate borne by the guaranteed debt obli¬ 
gations with respect to which such pay¬ 
ment has been made from the date of 
such guarantee payment until reimburse¬ 
ment thereof to the Secretary in full. The 
Developer shall pay to the Secretary on 
demand the amount of any overdue an¬ 
nual fee (as specified in $720.81(e)) due 
the Secretary, with interest at the high¬ 
est rate borne by any of the underlying 
debt obligations from the due date until 
repayment in full. 

<o) Accounting systems and records. 
The Developer shall keep and shall cause 
each Subsidiary to keep true and com¬ 
plete books of records and accounts satis¬ 
factory to the Secretary. The Developer 
and each Subsidiary shall maintain an 
accounting system which shall include 
complete books of original entry sup¬ 
ported by adequately detailed journals 
and underlying source documents main¬ 
tained in accordance with sound man¬ 
agement practices. The accounting sys¬ 
tem shall also include a system of In¬ 
ternal accounting controls satisfactory 
to the Secretary The Developer and each 
Subsidiary shall use the same fiscal year 

<p) Financial reporting and monitor¬ 
ing. TTie Developer shall submit to the 
Secretary, in accordance with a sched¬ 
ule and in a format prescribed by the 
Secretary, operating and budget plans, 
financial reports and financial state¬ 
ments that show the financial per- 
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\>rmanc« and financial condition of the 
Developer, each Subsidiary, and each 
immunity association. The Developer 
shall submit annually financial state¬ 
ments that have been audited by a ccrti- 
lied public accountant, or public ac¬ 
countant licensed by a regulatory au¬ 
thority of a State or other political sub- 
ivision prior to December 31, 1970, who 
has been approved by the Secretary. 

(q) Agreement of restricted affiliates. 
The Developer shall cause each Re¬ 
acted Affiliate to agree to financial, 
ecord, and other covenants satisfactory 
to the Secretary. 

§ 720.33 Accounting fttandnrda and 
audit. 

(a) Financial statement standards. All 
hnancial statements and financial test 
xulations shall be prepared in ac- 
ordance with generally accepted ac¬ 
tuating principles, and examinations 
q aired shall be conducted in accordance 
with generally accepted auditing stand¬ 
ards. The terms “generally accepted ac¬ 
counting principles” and “generally ac¬ 
cepted auditing standards” refer to the 
principles, standards, methods, and prac¬ 
tices of accounting and auditing sanc¬ 
tioned by the American Institute of Cer- 
ified Public Accountants, the Financial 
Accounting Standards Board or any suc¬ 
cessor thereof, as evidenced in its State¬ 
ment of Auditing Standards and Opin¬ 
ion, bulletins and circulars published pe- 
' odically by them or by authoritative 
codies designated by them, and applied 
on a consistent basis. The form, fre¬ 
quency, and scope of the financial state¬ 
ments and reports shall conform to the 
i i Auirements of the Secretary. 

<b) Auditing by the government. Upon 
request, all records and all agreements 
elevaat thereto shall be made available 
tor examination by the Secretary. Inso¬ 
far as such records and agreements re¬ 
late to any grants, loans or guarantees 
from the Government, the financial 
transactions may also be audited by the 
Oeneral Accounting Office (GAO) under 
rules and regulations issued by the Corap- 
roller General of the United States. The 
Scretary and representatives of the Sec¬ 
retary and GAO shall have access to all 
books, accounts, records, files, and all 
other papers, materials or property be¬ 
longing to or in use by such recipients of 
Federal assistance which pertain to such 
financial transactions and are necessary 
to facilitate the audit. Such documents 
Khali be retained by recipients of Federal 
resistance for audit purposes until the 
Secretary notifies such recipients in 
•vriting that they are no longer required. 

8 720.34 Other requirements. 

(a) Labor standards. (1) All laborers 
and mechanics employed by the Devel¬ 
oper or by contractors or subcontractors 
in Land Development assisted under this 
Part shall be paid wages at rates not 
less than those prevailing on similar con¬ 
struction In the locality as determined 
by the Secretary of Labor in accordance 
with the Davls-Bacon Act, as amended 
f 40 U.S.C. 276a etseq.) and as it may be 
i mended from time to time. No assist¬ 
ance shall be extended under this part 
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for any Project without first obtaining 
adequate assurance that these labor 
standards will be maintained upon the 
construction work involved in Land De¬ 
velopment within the Project. The Secre¬ 
tary of Labor shall have, with respect to 
the labor standards specified in this para¬ 
graph. the authority and functions set 
forth in Reorganization Plan No. 14 of 
1950 (5 U.S.C. p. 242) and (40 U.S.C. 
276c). Proceeds of debt obligations guar¬ 
anteed under this Part may not be dis¬ 
bursed to a Developer with respect to 
Land Development construction unless 
these labor standards have been complied 
with to the satisfaction of the Secretary. 

(2) All construction contracts and 
subcontracts for Land Development as¬ 
sisted under this Part shall contain labor 
standards clauses in furtherance of the 
Act and of the applicable regulations of 
the Secretary of Labor as they may be 
amended from time to time. The Devel¬ 
oper shall comply with the provisions of 
said labor standards clauses. The regu¬ 
lations of the Secretary and the Secre¬ 
tary of Labor with respect to ineligible 
contractors shall be observed by the De¬ 
veloper. The Developer shall furnish such 
certification for filing as necessary to as¬ 
sure compliance with the provisions of 
said labor standards clauses. 

<b) Small builders. The Developer 
shall, in a manner satisfactory to the 
Secretary, encourage and help maintain 
a diversified, local homebuildlng industry 
by making an adequate supply of build¬ 
ing sites available to local and small 
builders and contractors at competitive 
prices and terms. 

(c) Work safety and health standards. 
No laborer or mechanic employed by the 
Developer or by contractors or subcon¬ 
tractors in Land Development assisted 
under this Part shall be required to work 
in surroundings or under working con¬ 
ditions which are insanitary, hazardous, 
or dangerous to his health or safety as 
determined under construction safety 
and health standards promulgated by 
the Secretary of Labor by regulation 
pursuant to Section 107 of the Contract 
Work Hours and Safety Standards Act 
(52 U.S.C. 333>. 

(d> Ineligible contractors. No contract 
shall be entered into with a contractor or 
subcontractor where the name of such 
contractor or subcontractor or their af- 
fllate's name appears on the Consolidated 
List of Debarred. Suspended and In¬ 
eligible Contractors and Grantees estab¬ 
lished by the Secretary pu rsua nt to the 
regulations contained in 24 CFR, Chapter 
I Part 24. Proceeds of debt obligations 
guaranteed under this Part may not be 
disbursed to a Developer with respect to 
Land Development performed by a con¬ 
tractor or subcontractor whose name or 
whose affiliate's name appears on such 
list. 

(e) Interstate land sales. The Devel¬ 
oper shall comply with the regulations 
Issued by the Office of Interstate Land 
Sales (24 CFR, Chapter IX). 

(f) Relocation. Relocation activities 
carried out pursuant to a Project Agree¬ 
ment shall, to the extent apolicable. 
comply with the provisions of the Uni¬ 
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form Relocation Assistance and Real 
Property Acquisition Policies Act of 1970 
<42 U.S.C. 4601 et seq.), and other appli¬ 
cable Federal. State and local laws and 
regulations. 

(g) Regulation of utilities. Utilities or 
other public facilities which are estab¬ 
lished to provide services to a Project 
and which are operated by a non-public 
body shall be regulated as to rates and 
charges, capital structure, rate of return, 
and methods of operation by a public 
body or by other means satisfactory to 
the Secretary. 

Subpart C—Procedures for Application, 
Commitment and Project Agreement 

§ 720*40 Applicability of tbU Subpart. 

This Subpart describes the procedures 
for applying for initial guarantee assist¬ 
ance, a Determination of Eligibility. and 
additional guarantee assistance. 

§ 720.41 Inquiry* 

After acquainting themselves with the 
Act and the Regulations, prospective ap¬ 
plicants for an initial guarantee or a De¬ 
termination of Eligibility are encouraged 
to meet with the General Manager or his 
designated representatives to discuss 
their proposals and obtain an under¬ 
standing of the goals and requirements of 
the program. 

§ 720.42 Prc*applicAtion. 

(a) Purpose. The pre-application pro¬ 
cedures for initial guarantee assistance 
and for a Determination of Eligibility 
under the Act are designed to provide an 
initial screening, prior to submission of 
detailed plans by the Developer. This will 
permit an initial determination as to 
whether the Developer and the selected 
site have the potential to comply with 
the requirements of the Act. these Regu¬ 
lations and other policies and priorities 
of the Secretary and the Board. It will 
also provide an opportunity to work with 
the Developer from the earliest stages of 
Project planning. 

(b) Submission. The first formal step 
by an applicant seeking assistance under 
the Act is the submission of a pre- 
application to the General Manager. New 
Community Development Corporation. 
U.S. Department of Housing and Urban 
Development. Washington. D.C. 20410. 
The pre-application should deal in sum¬ 
mary form with the criteria for Project 
evaluation set forth in Subpart B of this 
Part and should contain evidence that 
initial notice has been submitted (In ac¬ 
cordance with 8 720.43) to each appro¬ 
priate clearinghouse for review and com¬ 
ment. 

(c> Review and action. The General 
Manager, upon completion of his review 
of a pre-application, shall inform the 
applicant in writing of his findings and: 

(1) state his willingness to accept a 
full application where the pre-applica¬ 
tion appears to meet and be consistent 
with the program criteria and priorities 
mentioned above; 

(2) discourage an application, listing 
the reasons therefor, where the pro¬ 
posal does not appear to be consistent 
with program criteria and priorities: or 
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(3) require the resolution of certain 
problems and Issues before proceeding 
with on application. 

(d) Significance of action. Acceptance 
of or indication of willingness to accept 
an application does not constitute or im¬ 
ply an assurance of eventual approval of 
such an application. 

(e) Resubmission. If the applicant is 
not encouraged to submit an application, 
but nevertheless believes that the Project 
may qualify under the Act, he may re¬ 
submit the pre-application for further 
review with such changes as, in his opin¬ 
ion. will overcome the initial objections 
of the General Manager. 

§ 720.43 Compliance with OMB Circular 
A—95. 

(a) Applicability and purpose. The 
provision of initial guarantee assistance 
under the Act is subject to compliance 
with the provisions of Attachment A. 
Part I of Circular A-95 issued by the Of¬ 
fice of Management and Budget (41 FR 
2052). 

(1) A major purpose of the Circular is 
to secure the assistance of State and 
areawide planning and development 
clearinghouses in the coordination of 
proposals for Federally assisted projects 
and programs with State, arcawide and 
local planning for orderly growth and 
development. 

(2) To achieve this objective, the Cir¬ 
cular establishes a system for review and 
comment by appropriate State, regional 
and local agencies of Projects for which 
Federal assistance is sought and for ade¬ 
quate consideration of such comments 
by the applicant prior to submission of 
an application and by the concerned Fed¬ 
eral agency prior to taking action on such 
application. 

fb) General procedures. Detailed in¬ 
structions for compliance will be pro¬ 
vided at the time of inquiry ($ 720.41). 
In general, the following procedures shall 
be adhered to with respect to Projects 
for which assistance is sought under the 
Act. 

(I) Notification . (i) At the earliest 
possible time, but no later than the sub¬ 
mission of the pre-application ($ 720.42) 
to the General Manager, the applicant is 
required to provide notification (includ¬ 
ing a summary description of the Project 
as specified in Circular A-95) of intent 
to apply for assistance under the Act to 
the clearinghouse of the State and. if one 
exists, of the region in which the Project 
is to be located. Each clearinghouse un¬ 
der Circular A-95 has up to 30 days after 
receipt of the notification to transmit to 
the applicant any comments or recom¬ 
mendations which it or its constituent 
agencies may have with respect to th® 
Project. 

(II) The applicant shall forward copies 
of any communications received from 
each clearinghouse, together with a sum¬ 
mary of the nature and status of oral 
consultations, if any, with each clearing¬ 
house, to the General Manager. No final 
action on a pre-application proposal shall 
be taken until the General Manager has 
received either (A) copies of all written 
communications and a summary of all 
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oral communications with each clearing¬ 
house following the notification or (B) 
a statement from the applicant that at 
least 30 days have elapsed since the filing 
of notification with each appropriate 
clearinghouse and that no response 
therefrom has been received. 

(2) Application review and comment. 
(i) Before submission to the General 
Manager, the applicant shall send a copy 
of the proposed application to each clear¬ 
inghouse for review and comment Each 
clearinghouse under Circular A-95 has 
up to 30 days after receipt in which to 
review the completed application and to 
transmit to the applicant any comments 
or recommendations the clearinghouse or 
its constituent agencies may have. The 
applicant shall give appropriate consid¬ 
eration to such comments and recom¬ 
mendations. including such modification 
of the application as may, in the appli¬ 
cants Judgment, be appropriate. If sub¬ 
stantive changes in the application are 
made at this point, the revised proposed 
application shall be submitted to each 
clearinghouse for further review and 
comment. 

(li> Copies of any comments and rec¬ 
ommendations made by or through each 
clearinghouse, together with a state¬ 
ment that such comments have been con¬ 
sidered. shall be appended to the appli¬ 
cation submitted to the General Man¬ 
ager ($720.44). No application shall be 
processed by the General Manager unless 
it contains either (A) materials described 
in the preceding sentence or «B) a state¬ 
ment from the applicant that the pro¬ 
cedures outlined In this section have been 
followed and that no comments or rec¬ 
ommendations have been received from 
the appropriate clearinghouses. 

(c) Other procedural requirements. 

(1) Any substantial amendments to an 
application made after submission to the 
General Manager will, at the applicant s 
initiative or at the request of the General 
Manager, be sent by the applicant to 
each clearinghouse for review and com¬ 
ment. In such a case, the procedures set 
forth in paragraph <b)(2) of this section 
shall be followed. 

(2) An application for additional 
guarantee assistance may. at the deter¬ 
mination of the General Manager, re¬ 
quire compliance with the procedures as 
outlined in paragraph (b) of this section. 

(3) Any request for modification of 
the procedures set forth in this section 
shall be submitted in writing to the Gen¬ 
eral Manager. 

§ 720.44 Application for aMiMancr. 

An application for initial guarantee 
assistance (sec $ 720.49 concerning ad¬ 
ditional guarantee assistance) or for a 
Determination of EligibUity may be sub¬ 
mitted to the General Manager follow¬ 
ing submission and review of pre-appli¬ 
cations pursuant to $ 720.42 and upon 
payment of the application charge spec¬ 
ified in $ 720.81(a). The application shall 
contain information, supporting docu¬ 
mentation and analysis adequate to en¬ 
able the Secretary, acting through the 
Corporation, to make a determination as 
to whether or not the Developer and the 
proposed Project meet the requirements 


of the Act, of these Regulations and 
other policies of the Secretary and the 
Corporation. Applications shall be In a 
format specified in instructions Issued bv 
the General Manager and may be sub¬ 
mitted in stages or parts so that basic 
obstacles to Project approval can be 
Identified early in the application 
process. 

§ 72(f.45 Compliance *ith National En¬ 
vironmental Policy Act. 

(a) Applicability and purpose. AssW 
ance under the Act is subject to compl 
ancc with the National Environmental 
Policy Act of 1969 (42 UB.C. 4321 c* 
seq.) (NEPA) and with issuances ini 
plcmenting NEPA which have been pro¬ 
mulgated by the Council on Envlronmen- 
tal Quality (CEQ), (40 CFR Part 1500 
and by HUD (HUD Handbook 1390.1, a 
amended; 38 FR 19182, 39 FR 38922; 41 
FR 23878). The purpose of this section is 
to indicate to applicants and others the 
effect of such compliance by the Seen 
tary upon the procedures and timing for 
processing and taking action on applica¬ 
tions for assistance under the Act. In¬ 
terested individuals should consult the 
above-cited issuances for detailed poli¬ 
cies and procedures. 

(b) General procedures for Compli¬ 
ance. (1) Draft environmental impact 
statement, <i) Preparation. Based upon 
an analysis of the application submitted 
in accordance with $ 720.44 and such 
other information as may be needed fc: 
this purpose, the General Manager shai^ 
prepare a draft environmental impact 
statement addressing the issues set forth 
in section 102(2) (c) of NEPA (42 U.S C 
4332(c)) and in accordance with appli 
cable policies, guidelines and procedure 
pursuant thereto. Normally draft state¬ 
ments will be prepared within 60 day 
after receipt by the General Manager of 
a complete application. Such time period 
is, however, subject to adjustment de¬ 
pending on the complexity of the Proj¬ 
ect, the existence of unusual environ¬ 
mental issues, and the adequacy of the 
information included in the application 

(11) Circulation. After internal clear¬ 
ance within the Department In accord¬ 
ance with HUD regulations (normalb 
up to 30 days), the draft statement will 
be circulated for review and comment to 
relevant Federal, State, and local agen 
cles and made available to the public 
The period for comment is 45 days sub¬ 
ject to extensions of up to 15 additional 
days, if necessary, upon request to HUD 

(2) Final environmental impact state¬ 
ment. Based upon consideration of the 
comments on the draft, statement and 
such other analyses as may have been 
performed, the General Manager shall 
prepare a final environmental impact 
statement. The final statement shall in¬ 
clude a discussion of problems and ob¬ 
jections. if any. raised by reviewing agen¬ 
cies and the public and a statement of 
the disposition of issues involved. The 
final statement, together with comment*, 
shall be filed with the CEQ, sent to ap¬ 
propriate agencies, and made available 
to the public. The period for comment on 
the final statement Is 30 days from the 
date of filing with the CEQ. 
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(3) Offer of commitment . For pur¬ 
poses of compliance with NEPA and CEQ 
Kuldelines, the “major Federal action 
igniflcantly affecting the quality of the 
auman environment" Is the offer of com¬ 
mitment as described in § 720.46. In ac- 
ordance with applicable regulations, no 
offer of commitment shall be made 
ooner than 90 days after a draft state¬ 
ment has been circulated, nor sooner 
f han 30 days after the Anal statement 
has been filed with the CEQ. sent to ap¬ 
propriate agencies, and made available 
to the public. 

(c) Exceptions to compliance proce¬ 
dures. Exceptions to the above procedures 
are permitted, under unusual clrcum- 

tances. by the CEQ guidelines. Circum- 
tances which might warrant such an 
xception should be brought to the at¬ 
tention of the General Manager by the 
npiicant as soon as possible. 

(d) Issuance of environmental impact 
statement during project execution. Any 
proposed change in the Development 
Plan of an approved Project which, in the 
determination of the Secretary, would 
constitute a “major Federal action sig¬ 
nificantly affecting the quality of the hu¬ 
man environment*’ shall require circula- 

on of an environmental Impact state¬ 
ment. No approval of such a change shall 
be made until after full compliance with 
the review procedures of NEPA and CEQ 
guidelines. 

§ 720.46 Commitment. 

(a) Review and action . After review of 
the complete application, the Secretary 
shall either issue an offer of commit¬ 
ment* require changes in the application 
before an offer of commitment can be 
issued, or deny the application. 

(b) Offer of commitment. If the 
General Manager's determination re¬ 
ferred to in ft 720.44 is favorable to the 

pplic&nt, the Secretary (acting through 
the Corporation) may address a letter to 
the applicant stating, in effect, that based 
upon the information contained In the 
npplicant’s preapplication and applica¬ 
tion and any other information which 
may have been reviewed by the Secre¬ 
tary, the Secretary is prepared to enter 
into a Project Agreement regarding (1) 
a Determination of Eligibility, or (ii) the 
guarantee of a specified maximum prin¬ 
cipal amount of debt obligations to be is¬ 
sued by the Developer. 8uch offer shall 
be subject to approval by the Secretary 
of: 

(1) The initial Investors (in the case of 
a private sale of such obligations) or the 
terms and conditions of the underwriting 
( in the case of a public sale of such ob¬ 
ligations) if the debt obligations are not 
sold to the Federal Financing Bank 
• I 720.28(b)); 

<2) The rate of interest to be borne by 
such obligations or the formula by which 
uch rate shall be determined if such 
obligations are not purchased by the Fed¬ 
eral Financing Bank; 

(3) The repayment and maturity pro¬ 
visions of such obligations; 

(4) The specific measures for the pro¬ 
tection of the security Interests of the 
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United States, and release of Hens, and 
payment of taxes; 

(5) All other terms and conditions of 
the financing arrangements which affect 
the interests of the United States: and 

(6) Such further conditions as the 
Secretary may prescribe. 

(c) Acceptance of offer of commit¬ 
ment. The offer of commitment shall ex¬ 
pire 120 days after the Issuance thereof 
unless accepted by the applicant during 
such period by payment of the commit¬ 
ment charge specified in { 720.81(b) and 
by meeting such conditions to accept¬ 
ance os the Secretary may Impose. The 
Secretary may in his discretion extend 
the expiration date of the offer of com¬ 
mitment. Within 120 days after the ex¬ 
piration of such offer of commitment, the 
applicant may request in writing to the 
Secretary, accompanied by tender of the 
commitment charge and the reopening 
charge as specified in f 720.81 (b) and 
(c), that the offer be reopened. If the 
Secretary in his discretion approves 
such a request, the offer may be ac¬ 
cepted by the applicant. An accepted 
offer of commitment shall remain effec¬ 
tive as a commitment to enter Into a 
Project Agreement pursuant to $ 720.47 
for six (6) months, at which time the 
commitment shall expire unless the ap¬ 
plicant has taken all steps that the Sec¬ 
retary determines to be required under 
this Part as a prerequisite to the execu¬ 
tion of such Project Agreement or unless 
such six <6) month period is extended at 
the discretion of the Secretary. 

§ 720.47 Project agreement and other 
agreement*. 

<a) Project Agreement. Following ac¬ 
ceptance of the offer of commitment by 
the applicant (1720.46(c)). and before 
or simultaneously with the making of 
any guarantee or Determination of Eligi¬ 
bility. the Developer shall be required to 
enter into a Project Agreement satisfac¬ 
tory to the Secretary. The Project Agree¬ 
ment shall set forth the understandings 
of the Secretary and the Developer with 
respect to implementation of the entire 
Project during the development period. 
The Project Agreement shall also set 
forth the Developer’s agreement to carry 
out the Project in accordance with ap¬ 
plication documents and other informa¬ 
tion and plans, as approved or deemed 
relevant by the Secretary, and the Sec¬ 
retary’s agreement to guarantee debt ob¬ 
ligations of the Developer issued pursu¬ 
ant to those plans, subject to the limita¬ 
tions set forth in the Act, these Regula¬ 
tions and the Project Agreement. The 
Project Agreement (or a related agree¬ 
ment) shall further include: 

(1) An express covenant to the effect 
that the United States’ interest in the 
Project Is not limited to its financial 
interest, but extends to accomplishment 
of the public purposes of the Act; 

(2) A Development Plan setting forth 
the objectives, plans and undertakings 
of the Developer over specific time pe¬ 
riods to assure the Secretary of compli¬ 
ance with the purposes of the Act and 
with these Regulations as they may be 
amended during the development period 
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and to protect the Secretary's financial 
Interest as guarantor of the debt obliga¬ 
tions; 

(3) Provisions setting forth the duties 
and responsibilities of the Developer with 
respect to parts or portions of the Project 
which will not be carried out by the 
Developer: 

(4) Provisions governing the security 
to be provided to the United States; 

(5) Provisions setting forth the rights 
and remedies of the United 8tates in the 
event cf default. Including rights to seek 
injunctive or other equitable relief; 

(6) Special provisions as necessary to 
assure compliance with environmental, 
equal opportunity, relocation, historic 
preservation, barrier-free, labor stand¬ 
ards, and other particular requirements: 

(7) Duties of the Developer to provide 
information, data, and reports as re¬ 
quired by the Secretary: maintain ade¬ 
quate books and records; and permit and 
provide as necessary for inspections and 
on-site examinations by or on behalf of 
the Secretary: and 

(8) Such other provisions as the Sec¬ 
retary may require as necessary or ap¬ 
propriate to assure adherence to the 
Project as approved, to the provisions of 
the Act or of these Regulations, or to 
protect the United States against loss. 

(b) Other agreements. The Developer, 
and such other parties as the Secretary 
shall designate, shall execute, simul¬ 
taneously with the Project Agreement, 
an Indenture, and such other documents 
as may be appropriate, all of which shall 
be satisfactory to the Secretary. 

§ 720.43 Umncf of guaranteed obliga¬ 
tion*. 

Pursuant to the Project Agreement 
($ 720.47) and upon satisfaction of the 
conditions specified in such Agreement, 
the Secretary shall endorse his guarantee 
upon debt obligations duly issued by the 
Developer pursuant to a purchase or un¬ 
derwriting agreement approved by the 
Secretary. The guarantee fee specified in 
i 720.81(d) shall be paid at the time any 
guarantee is made, subject to waiver in 
whole or in part, at the discretion of the 
Secretary, in the case of debt obligations 
issued by a Public Developer. 

§ 720.49 Additional guarantee amht- 
ancc. 

(a) Applications. Developers whose 
debt obligations have been guaranteed 
under the Act in an amount less than the 
statutory maximum of $50,000,000 per 
Project, may submit to the General Man¬ 
ager an application for additional guar¬ 
antee assistance, subject to this maxi¬ 
mum, The application shall be prepared 
in accordance with instructions of the 
General Manager who shall commence 
review of such application upon receipt 
of the application charge specified in 
fi 720.81(a). The application shall contain 
sufficient Information, supporting docu¬ 
mentation, and analysis to enable the 
Secretary, acting through the Corpora¬ 
tion, to make a determination as to 
whether or not the Developer and the 
Project meet the requirements of the 
Act. these Regulations, and other poli- 
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cies of the Secretary and the Corporation- 
Applications shall be in a form specified 
In Instructions issued by the General 
Manager and may be submitted in stages 
or parts so that basic obstacles to Issu¬ 
ance of an offer of commitment can be 
identified early In the application process. 

(b) Additional information . In addi¬ 
tion to consideration of the application, 
the Secretary, acting through the Cor¬ 
poration. may base his determination of 
whether to provide additional guarantee 
assistance on: 

fl) A revaluation of the security: 

(2) The results of one or more market 
studies commissioned or undertaken by 
the Secretary; 

(3) An audit report on the Project 
prepared by a certified public account¬ 
ant. or public accountant licensed by a 
regulatory authority of a State or other 
political subdivision prior to December 
31, 1970, under instructions approved by 
the Secretary; and 

(4) Such other information, reports 
and analyses as the Secretary may deem 
appropriate. 

(c) Processing requirements. The pro¬ 
visions of H 720.43(b), 720.46(d), 720.46 
and 720.47 shall be applicable to the 
processing of applications for additional 
guarantee assistance.' 

§ 720.50 Project* initiated under the 
New Communities Act of 1968. 

A Developer to whom a commitment of 
guarantee assistance has been offered 
under the New Communities Act of 1968 
(42 U.8.C. 3901 et seq.) may elect, as to 
any outstanding portion of such com¬ 
mitment, to proceed under the Act and 
this Part or to proceed under the New 
Communities Act of 1968 and the reg¬ 
ulations issued thereunder. If the De¬ 
veloper elects to proceed under the Act, 
it may do so only after the Secretary 
has determined that the Developer and 
the Project have satisfied all require¬ 
ments of the Act and have met the 
standards and criteria of these Regula¬ 
tions. All preapplication proposals, ap¬ 
plications, and materials In support 
thereof, submitted in respect of Projects 
for which no commitment has been of¬ 
fered under the New Communities Act 
of 1968, shall be deemed submitted under 
the Act and this Part 

Subpart D—Project Execution and 
Monitoring 

§ 720.60 Applicability of thin Subpart. 

This Subpart is applicable to the mon¬ 
itoring of Projects which have received 
a guarantee or a Determination of Eli¬ 
gibility. 

§ 720.61 Purpose. 

Among the purposes of Project moni¬ 
toring and evaluation are the following: 

(a) To protect the security interests 
of the United States. 

(b) To facilitate the measurement and 
evaluation of the progress of each Proj¬ 
ect throughout the development period 
in compliance with the objectives and 
requirements of the Act, the Regulations 
and the Project Documents. 
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(c) To provide the Secretary with the 
opportunity to take appropriate and 
timely action to resolve Project prob¬ 
lems and to assist the Developer. 

(d) To facilitate the retrieval and as¬ 
sembly of relevant data, statistics and in¬ 
formation in a uniform format for the 
purpose of: 

(1) Analyzing Project problems and 
experiences; 

(2) Evaluating program effectiveness 
with respect to overall new community 
program goals and in conjunction with 
national urban growth policy; 

(3) Making comparisons among Proj¬ 
ects; and 

(4) Developing basic educational and 
training materials for Developers, insti¬ 
tutions and others interested and in¬ 
volved in new community development. 

(e) To encourage evaluation and mon¬ 
itoring of the Project by the Developer, 
independent of Federal requirements, 
pursuant to sound management practices. 

§ 720.62 Innpcction. 

The Secretary shall be afforded access 
to the Project site and to the records of 
the Developer and Subsidiaries at ail 
reasonable times for purposes of inspec¬ 
tion and monitoring of Project develop¬ 
ment. 


§ 720.63 Reporting requirement*. 

(a) General requirement. To ensure 
that the Project is being executed in a 
manner consistent with the objectives of 
the Act and as provided in the Project 
Documents, the Developer shall be re¬ 
quired to submit periodic financial and 
non-flnancial reports and projections on 
Project execution. 

(b) Financial reports. Financial re¬ 
ports shall be prepared and submitted ac¬ 
cording to requirements of $ 720.32 (p) 
except that Projects receiving a Deter¬ 
mination of Eligibility shall follow these 
requirements as adapted by the Secre¬ 
tary to the organizational and financial 
structure of the Developer and described 
in Project Documents. 

(c) Non-flnancial reports. Non-finan- 
cial reports, consisting of statistical and 
narrative information in a format speci¬ 
fied by the Secretary, will be prepared 
and submitted as set forth in the Proj¬ 
ect Documents. 

(d) Other reports. Other reports and 
studies specifically required by the Sec¬ 
retary are identified in Project Docu¬ 
ments. In addition, the Developer shall 
furnish to the Secretary any reports or 
analyses reviewing or evaluating any 
aspect of the Project undertaken by, for 
or on behalf of the Developer, any Fed¬ 
eral, State or Local Public Body or any 
other Person as well as such other infor¬ 
mation with respect to the Project as 
the Secretary may from time to time 
request. 

(e) Special notification requirements. 
The Developer shall ascertain and give 
immediate notice to the Secretary of any 
facts or conditions which may adversely 
and substantially affect or impede the 
Implementation of the Project, Includ¬ 
ing: (1) notice of litigation affecting (i) 


the status or powers of. or ownership 
interests in the Developer or any Re¬ 
stricted Affiliate, (ii) outstanding debt 
obligations, (ill) Project property or (iv) 
Project requirements; (2) changes in 
laws, ordinances or official plans related 
to the Project; (3) major damage to 
Project property; (4) work stoppages for 
longer than five business days on any 
part of the Project; <5) defaults on con¬ 
tracts or sub-contracts covering Project 
activities and (6) changes in financial 
conditlonof any shareholder, principal 
or partner of the Developer. 

g 720.64 Internal monitoring and evalu¬ 
ation. 

(a) Internal reporting and monitor¬ 
ing. The Developer shall develop an In¬ 
ternal reporting and monitoring system 
to meet its own management needs 
which is compatible with requirements 
and guidelines established by the Sec¬ 
retary. 

(b) Developer's evaluation. The De¬ 
veloper shall undertake evaluation as an 
Integral part of its monitoring activities 
in order to provide a continuing assess¬ 
ment of performance and development 
progress measured against approved 
goals and projections. 

(c) Secretary's evaluation. The Secre¬ 
tary may contract with outside experts, 
undertake field surveys, and make use of 
other Federal agencies for the purpose of 
evaluating approved Projects. 

§ 720.65 Amendment* and waiver*. 

Development Plans, financial require¬ 
ments and all other terms and conditions 
in the Project Agreement, Indenture and 
other Project Documents that do not 
specifically require the consent of all or 
a portion of the holders of the guaran¬ 
teed debt obligations that were initially 
approved by the Secretary, may be 
amended or waived. All proposals by the 
Developer for amendments or waivers 
shall be submitted to the Secretary for 
approval. The Secretary may recom¬ 
mend or require such amendments, 
modifications or waivers as he shall deem 
necessary or desirable to ensure the fi¬ 
nancial viability of the Project, to pro¬ 
tect the security interests of the United 
States or to otherwise preserve his ability 
to carry out the purposes of the Act. 

§ 720.66 Remedim of the Secretary. 

(a) General. The Secretary shall have 
the remedies set forth in the Project 
Documents, together with such other 
remedies as are available at law or 
equity. 

(b) Foreclosure. (1) When an event 
occurs which, under the Project Docu¬ 
ments, entitles the Secretary or the 
Trustee to foreclose against any of the 
real property subject to the lien of the 
Indenture, the Secretary’ or the Trustee 
may foreclose in full or in part, regard¬ 
less of whether acceleration of maturity 
of any outstanding guaranteed debt ob¬ 
ligations has occurred. 

(2) The Secretary shall have no obli¬ 
gation to accelerate the maturity of any 
guaranteed debt obligations regardless of 
the amount realized from foreclosure. 
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(c) Extinguishment. (1) The authority 
to extinguish granted to the Secretary 
mder 42 U.S.C. 4527(3) and under the 
Project Documents may be exercised by 
•he Secretary to extinguish rights and 
equities of redemption. 

(2) No compensation shall be payable 
to any party on account of the extln- 
uishment of any of such party's rights. 

(d) Deed in lieu of foreclosure . The 
secretary may accept a deed-in-lleu of 
foreclosure upon terms and conditions 

atisfactory to him. 

Subpart E—Other Assistance 

720.70 Applicability of llti« Sub part. 

This Subpart applies to assistance, 
ther than guarantee assistance, avail- 
ble under the Act and other provisions 
f law to assist in carrying out Projects 
f or which guarantee assistance has been 
provided under the Act or for which a 
^termination of Eligibility has been 
made. 

720.71 Multiple form" of u^Utancc. 

The award of any form of assistance 
r<Aided under this Subpart shall not in 
liself exclude the availability of any 
other form of assistance under this Sub¬ 
part. The availability of any form of as¬ 
sistance under this Subpart is not con¬ 
ditioned upon action taken with respect 
to any other form of assistance under 
this Subpart. 

§ 720.72 Supplementary grant*. 

Following are the general require¬ 
ments and procedures applicable to sup¬ 
plementary grants for public facilities 
;ts described in 4 720.1(b) (2). 

(a) Application for basic grant. The 
first step in applying for a supplemen¬ 
tary grant is the submission of an ap¬ 
plication for a grant (referred to herein 
as the “basic grant") under one of the 

tntutory authorities cited in 4 720.1(b) 
f 2) (1). Such application and the subse¬ 
quent processing and approval thereof 
must be in accordance with the require¬ 
ments of the Federal agency responsible 
for the administration of the basic grant 
program. No application for a supple¬ 
mentary grant shall be accepted by the 
General Manager unless an application 
for the corresponding basic grant has 
been made. 

(b) Application for supplementary 
grant. An application for a supplemen¬ 
tary grant, in a form prescribed by the 
General Manager, shall only be made to 
the General Manager at or subsequent 
to the time an application for the corres¬ 
ponding basic grant is made. A copy of 
the application for the basic grant shall 
accompany the application for the sup¬ 
plementary grant. 


<c) Approval of supplementary grant . 
A supplementary grant shall be approved 
only if: 

(1) The Secretary determines that the 
facility proposed to be assisted by the 
supplementary* grant is necessary or de¬ 
sirable for carylng out a Project: 

<2) The related basic grant has been 
approved by the basic granting agency; 
and 

(3) A Project Agreement lias been en¬ 
tered into for the Project which the fa¬ 
cility is intended to serve. 

§ 720.73 Community development bloc k 
grants* 

Title I of the Housing and Community 
Development Act of 1974 (42 U.S.C. 301) 
authorizes grant assistance for certain 
community development activities, in¬ 
cluding such activities in behalf of Proj¬ 
ects under the Act and under the New 
Communities Act of 1963 (42 U.S.C. 3901 
et seq.). The policies and procedures ap¬ 
plicable to this program arc contained 
in 24 CFR, Part 570. Developers and 
others Intending to apply for assistance 
under Title I in behalf of new commu¬ 
nities should consult with the General 
Manager. 

§ 720.74 Federal!y-OB*ifttcd homing. 

Section 8 of the United States Housing 
Act of 1937, as amended (42 U.S.C. 1437 
(f). authorizes the making of housing 
assistance payments on behalf of lower 
income families renting housing pur¬ 
suant to the United States Housing Act 
of 1937 (42 U.S.C. 1437 et seq.), includ¬ 
ing such families renting such housing in 
new community Projects. The policies 
and procedures applicable to this pro¬ 
gram are contained in 24 CFR. Ch. n. 

Subpart F—Fee and Charge Schedule 
§ 720.80 Applicability of this Subpart. 

This Subpart specifies the fees and 
charges whi ch ha ve been established for 
payment to HUD in connection with ap¬ 
plications for and approval of guarantees 
and other assistance. 

§ 720.81 Few and charges. 

(a) Application charge. A non-refund- 
able application charge of $10,000 shall 
accompany the Initial submission of all 
or part of an application by a Public or 
Private Developer for guarantee assist¬ 
ance or a Determination of Eligibility 
(5 720.44; 5 720.49>. 

(b) Commitment charge. A commit¬ 
ment charge equal to 0.5 percent of the 
principal amount of the guarantee com¬ 
mitment by the Secretary up to $30 mil¬ 
lion, and in addition. 0.1 percent of the 
principal amount above $30 million shall 
be paid by the Developer upon accept¬ 


ance of an offer of commitment (5 720.- 
46<c)) or at the time a guarantee 1s made 
(4 720.48). whichever occurs first. Should 
the Project become impractical, infeasi¬ 
ble, or impossible to undertake prior to is¬ 
suance of a guarantee, the Secretary may 
refund such portion of the commitment 
charge as he deems equitable. 

<c> Reopening charge. A timely re¬ 
opening request (4 720.46(c)) shall be 
accompanied by a charge of 0.05 percent 
of the expired offer of commitment for 
guarantee assistance. An offer of com¬ 
mitment which has expired because of 
the failure to pay the commitment charge 
may be reopened and accepted only upon 
payment by the Developer of the com¬ 
mitment charge and the reopening 
charge. 

(d) Guarantee fee. A guarantee fee 
equal to 3 percent of the principal 
amount of guaranteed debt obligations 
shall be paid by the Developer at the 
time of the issuance of such obligations, 
subject to waiver in whole or In part at 
the discretion of the Secretary. 

(e) Annual fee . An annual tee equal 
to 0.5 percent of the average principal 
amount of guaranteed debt obligations 
and unused guarantee commitment, out¬ 
standing during the preceding year, shall 
be paid on the first anniversary date of 
the guarantee, until the seventh anni¬ 
versary date. Thereafter an annual fee 
of 1 percent of the average principal 
amount of guaranteed debt obligations 
and unused guarantee commitment out¬ 
standing during the preceding year shall 
be paid on each subsequent anniversary 
date of the initial guarantee until the 
total debt obligation is paid in full. An¬ 
nual fees may, however, be waived in 
whole or in part at the discretion of the 
Secretary. 

(f) Transfer charge. Upon applica¬ 
tion for approval of a substitution of 
Developers (4 720.21(d)), a transfer 
charge of 0.05 percent of the unused por¬ 
tion of the commitment for guarantee 
assistance shall be paid by either the 
initial Developer or the substitute 
Developer.

No-Action Position 

The Commodity Futures Trading Com¬ 
mission announced on February 4, 1977. 
that it would consider requests for “no- 
liction” positions from associated person 
pplicants intending to engage in the 
ommodity option business who had filed 
their applications for registration on or 
before January 17.1977. Notwithstanding 
several advance notices in the Federal 
Register and in press releases that appli¬ 
cants for registration as associated per¬ 
sons should file their applications well in 
advance of January 17, several hundred 
applications were received Just before the 
registration deadline. In view of the large 
number of applications which were filed 
at the last minute and the approximately 
.x-w’eek period which it takes to process 
an application, the Commission has de¬ 
termined to provide some relief to those 
persons who have been prevented from 
continuing their employment in the com¬ 
modity options business during the past 
three weeks. 

The Commission determined that it 
would consider taking no enforcement 
action based solely on the failure to regis¬ 
ter as an associated person to deal in 
commodity options, if the associated per- 
on's application had been received by 
Commission on or before January 17. 
1977, and the applicant met certain other 


specified conditions. In order to qualify 
for this no-actlon position, the applicant 
must provide the Commission with an af¬ 
fidavit which unambiguously shows that 
<1> Since January 17, 1977, the appli¬ 
cant has not engaged in the offer or sale 
of commodity options in violation of the 
Commission's registration requirements: 

(2) the firm for which the applicant 
works is registered with the Commission 
as a futures commission merchant: and 

(3) the applicant has not been and is 
not now the subject of any adverse ad¬ 
ministrative or civil action concerning 
his conduct in the securities or commodi¬ 
ties fields, has not been convicted of any 
crime and is not now the subject of any 
pending criminal proceeding. 

The submission of such an affidavit 
would, of course, subject the applicant to 
the penalties of perjury if any statement 
contained therein should be false, and 18 
U-S.C. 1001 makes it a crime for any per¬ 
son to submit a false statement to the 
government. 

If the Commission should determine 
on the basis of an appropriate affidavit 
to take no enforcement action in a par¬ 
ticular case, its determination would in 
no sense be an exemption from the regis¬ 
tration requirement or any form of tem¬ 
porary license. The “no-action" position 
would terminate on March 7. 1977, since 
it is anticipated that the Commission 
will be able by that date to complete 
processing of most applications filed on 
or prior to January 17. 1977. Further¬ 
more. the Commission's “no-action" po¬ 


sition would relate only to commodity 
options activities and would not apply 
to activities relating to the sale of com¬ 
modity futures. 

Of course, the Commission may find 
apparent basis upon which an applica¬ 
tion for registration might be refused. In 
that case, any "no-action" position pre¬ 
viously taken will be withdrawn and. as 
Section 8a<2) of the Commodity Ex¬ 
change Act provides, registration will not 
be granted pending final determination 
of the applicant’s fitness to engage in 
business as an associated person. 

It is anticipated that within two days 
after receipt of an affidavit, the Commis¬ 
sion will advise the applicant in writing 
whether it has determined to take a "no¬ 
action" position in his case. Affidavits 
should be submitted to the Commission 
at Its headquarters office. 2033 K Street, 
NW.. Washington. D.C. 20581. to the at¬ 
tention of the Director of the Division 
of Trading and Markets. The Commis¬ 
sion has delegated to the Director, and to 
such other employee or employees under 
his supervision as may be desigated by 
the Director from time to time, the au¬ 
thority to determine whether the “no- 
action*' position shall be granted and to 
advise applicants of this determination.
